HOUSE MESSAGE 


The Resolution, H. J. R. 2, set out in the foregoing Message from the 
House, was concurred in and adopted by the Senate. 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate appointed as 
Committee on part of the Senate Messrs. Robison and Johnson 
(Chambers). 


JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 12:30 P. M. having arrived, and in accordance with 
Joint Resolution heretofore adopted, the Senate repaired to the hall of 
the House of Representatives for the purpose of hearing the message of 
His Excellency, the Governor. 


The Joint Session was called to order by Lieutenant Governor Allen, 
President and Presiding Officer of the Senate. A quorum of the Leg- 
islature was present. 


Thereupon, Honorable Gordon Persons was escorted to the chair 
and delivered his message in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 
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GORDON PERSONS’ 
MESSAGE TO THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


MAY 5, 1953 
MR. PRESIDENT, MR. SPEAKER, GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLA- 
TURE: 


Since you convened in 1951 we have suffered the loss of several of 
our fine friends, Senator Ben Fant and Representatives Jesse Adams and 
Truman Simpson. We all loved and respected them and our hearts are 
saddened by their untimely death. 


In addition, we have had the resignations of Senator Werth Thagard 
and Representatives Pelham Merriii, Reece White, Armistead Selden, 
Luther Roberts and George Wallace. We wish these gentlemen the best 


of luck in fulfilling their new assignments. 


Today, I want to welcome you back to Montgomery and to briefly 
review accomplishments since the last session and to discuss some of the 
needs of the State which now confront us. 


In accordance with the law I have prepared a balanced budget. In 
printed form, it will be ready tomorrow. But now, I would like to briefly 
discuss this new budget with you. The Chairmen of the Senate Finance 
and Taxation Committee and of the House Ways and Means Committee 
have worked many weeks, along with our Department of Finance, in 
hearing the requests for funds from the various agencies. In every case, 
each department head was given a full opportunity to present the needs 
of his or her division. 


Briefly, all of the different departments requested a total, for two 
years, of 383 million dollars. My recommendations will be almost 80 
million dollars less. Just one fact had to be considered and that was 
“how much money will we have” for all departments and functions of 
the State, including the Alabama Special Educational and other Trust 
Funds, Capital Outlay and, of course, our General Fund. 


From the Concral Fund the various departments requested nearly 
30 million dollars for 1953-54 and over 31 million dollars for 1954-55. I 
have recommended to you something over 22 million dollars for each of 


the next two years. 


My General Fund budget contemplates a slight increase in income, 
mainly through a normal increase of ad valorem and corporation taxes 
and the license tax on insurance companies. The increases in the budget 
are mainly for our mental institutions, tuberculosis, cancer and venereal 
disease control and welfare. 


Two years ago I expressed the thought that our main problems were 
education, hospitals, our prison system and our roads. So, let’s briefly 
see what has been accomplished. 


Our road situation is well on the way to recovery. Through your 
help and with the assistance of many of our public-minded citizens, the 
25 million dollar road bond issue was overwheimingiy passed, which en- 
abled us to obtain an equai amuunt vi Pede:ai svad funds. 


In the last fiscal year we built 941 miles of roads, the most the State 
has ever built in a year and we are just now getting started. We intend 
to spend the bond issue money in every county in Alabama. 


The progress and improvement in our prison system has been de- 
scribed by Federal officials and wardens from other states as being 
almost unbelievable. You gentlemen may want to give consideration to 
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legislation which will take the prison system completely out of politics. 
Where human beings are concerned, politics must take second place. 


As for education, the Legislature, at our suggestion, provided an ad- 
ditional one cent sales tax which brings in almost 20 million dollars an- 
nually. This enabled every teacher in the State to obtain a three hun- 
dred dollar increase in salary and other advantages, instead of probably 
a three hundred dollar decrease which would have been necessary had 
not this additional money been made available. In my opinion, you pre- 
vented an almost complete breakdown of our educational system. 


It is perhaps needless for me to say that the anticipated action of the 
United States Supreme Court in regard to segregation of the races can, 
and probably will, have a tremendous effect on our educational prob- 
lems of the future. However, until such a decision is released and care- 
fully studied, I am frank in saying that I do not know what to propose 
to you. I feel we will simply have to adopt a “wait and see” attitude. 
But the matter is being given careful study. 


This leads us to the last of our most pressing problems. It is the 
condition of our mental hospitals. You helped them during the last 
session but I have yet to find a single member of the Legislature who 
does not agree that something more must be done now. 


The new budget calls for an increase of over a million dollars a year 
for the operation of the mental institutions. They need more, but we 
just don’t have it. But, this additional money will go a long way towards 
adequate food, clothing, and better medical care for those unfortunates 
who have to depend upon us because they cannot take care of themselves. 


Despite the charges of “extravagance” which are leveled at this 
administration, and, of course, at all administrations, I believe we will 
have a surplus in the General Fund this year of about one and one-half 
million dollars. This surplus has resulted from two factors—the first be- 
ing that revenues from some taxes was more than was anticipated, and 
also because some of our departments were able to save several hundred 
thousand dollars over what was appropriated to them. 


I propose that one million dollars of this surplus be made available to 
the mental institutions for necessary new buildings. The other 500 
thousand dollars is needed by a special appropriation to complete the 
prison at Atmore which burned in 1949. In the last session you voted 
funds to start work on this new prison and it is now about half completed. 


As you know, any surplus in the General Fund automatically goes 
to the State Building Commission and I respectfully suggest that you 
gentlemen go on record as recommending to the Building Commission 
that one million dollars of this surplus be used for construction of needed 
buildings at Bryce, Partlow and Mount Vernon institutions. 


In 1944 there were 6068 patients in our mental institutions. Today 
there are nearly 8000 patients and there is a long waiting list. Out of 
these, only 220 are paying patients, but there are many more who have 
parents or relatives who are well able to pay for this hospital care but 
who do not do so. You may want to consider legislation which will pro- 
vide for this. The State should not be forced to take care of anyone who 
has financially responsible relatives. 


We are confronted with a terrific problem as far as increase of tuber- 


culosis is concerned. My budget suggests an increase of 770,000 dollars 
for the next two years. 


Our Deaf and Blind School needs, and must have, a larger appropria- 
tion, 
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Other departments simply have to have a little more money, some 
we thought could get along on just about the same as they have had in 
the past, while others, including the Governor’s office, have been trimmed 
downward. Because just so much money will come in and as I am on 
record as opposed to any more taxes, we found ourselves unable to in- 
crease departments that could really use the money to advantage. 


We were still able to provide a million dollars for education from 
the General Fund. 


In this coming session, the Legislature will want to give considera- 
tion to education through television. The Federal Communications Com- 
mission has temporarily allocated several television channels to Alabama. 
There is an old saying that “One picture is better than a thousand words,” 
and I believe that all of us recognize that television in our schools must 


come. Unfortunately, it must come pretty fast as we have been informed 


be released for other use if we do not want them. 


You will want to consider, I know, the problem of toll roads. A com- 
mittee selected by the last Legislature has made a very thorough study 
of the possibilities. 


A proper solution to the poll tax and reapportionment problem still 
confront you. 


Now, I should like to discuss with you the merits of other proposed 
legislation. 


In my Inaugural Address I made this statement: 


“Under our democratic form of government every citizen has the 
right, and even the duty, to disagree, to criticize, and to write to the Gov- 
ernor. But along with the right of every citizen to do these things, he 
has a responsibility to keep his actions within the limits of fair play, 
good taste, and constructiveness. There is no place in Alabama for those 
negative ones who encourage strife and hatred as a means of building 
their own power. That belongs to another part of the world. I want and 
need constructive criticism.” 


Uniortunaiely, nowever, as in the case of ail BOvermors, some OL the 
criticism that has been leveled at my administration has not been fair, 
nor has it been constructive. I have no illusions as to the possibility of 
nieasing everyhody. Nevertheless. I have surrounded myself with capa- 
ble men, honest men and men who are trying to do right. As it is my 
privilege to release any department head at any time, I must assume the 
responsibility for their actions. I have, and will continue to assume their 
responsibility. 


Mainly I believe you have heard this administration criticized be- 
cause distillers and wineries see fit to employ salesmen, because of the 
new ABC warehouse, about the purchasing policies of the State, and 
lastly, the speed zoning of our highways. 


We are told that approximately one-half million dollars a year which 
is what it costs the distillers and wineries for their salesmen, could better 


han sean fn athar wriennande 
ve USEa 107 Owner purposes. of course, the-S State does not bear this cost, 


or ‘anybody else has the right under our American. system of free enter- 
prise to employ salesmen. Distillers and wineries have the same right. 
After all, having a salesman isn’t anything new. Many are career men 
who have been with their companies for many years. No distiller or 
winery is required to have a salesman. 


The thought has been advanced that the Alabama Legislature should 
prohibit all such salesman. However, if every salesman is outlawed in 
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Alabama, the State would not save one additional penny. We are, as you 

know, a monopoly state. That is, the State operates all liquor stores. 

There are in all, sixteen other states which handle alcoholic beverages 

as we do. We have an agreement that we will pay no more for whiskey 

then other states. These states, in turn, have the same agreement as we 
oO. 


The other monopoly states have no objection to salesmen and I doubt 
if they would all be willing to prohibit salesmen even if we did here. 
Therefore, I repeat, Alabama would not gain a nickel by outlawing whis- 
key and wine salesmen. 


Another criticism we have had is in connection with the new ABC 
warehouse, for which a lease was signed several months ago. 


In the first place the law does not permit the State to own a 
warehouse, therefore, we have to rent. Our presently rented warehouse 
is entirely unsatisfactory and always has been but it is the only one 
available. It is an old cotton warehouse about thirty years old and is not 
in good condition. In the past two years we have had to spend over ten 
thousand dollars of our own money to make the warehouse even reason- 
ably useable and spending money on the other man’s property is not 
generally good business. The ABC Board has, for many years, made ef- 
forts to obtain a new warehouse built for its particular needs. The stum- 
bling block has always been that the State felt it had to insert a protec- 
tive clause in the lease that if Alabama ever went “dry” the lease could 
be immediately broken. Naturally it was found difficult to find some- 
one who would spend several hundred thousand dollars to construct a 
special Ber euse and then maybe some day to wake up and find he had 
no tenant. 


When this matter first came up, the ABC Administrator gave me 
figures which looked good. However, not knowing a thing about ware- 
house problems, I called Mr. Thomas W. Martin, Board Chairman of the 
Alabama Power Company, Mr. Craig Smith, President of Avondale Mills, 
and Mr. Ed Roberts, head of Waterman Steamship Lines, I told them the 
ABC Board wanted to lease a new warehouse but the increase in rent 
seemed high to me, notwithstanding the fact that thousands of dollars 
could apparently be saved in reduced insurance, labor, and other ex- 
penses brought about by the use of mechanical equipment and in other 
ways. I requested the loan of some of their own warehouse experts to 
come to Montgomery, look over the whole situation carefully and then 
submit me a report stating whether the new warehouse was a bad or 
good move for the state. 


This study was undertaken by these firms simply as a public service. 
Several weeks later the committee submitted a written report recom- 
mending that the ABC Board go ahead with the new lease because the 
State, in spite of the higher rent, would ultimately save many more 
thousands dollars every year in other expenses. 


Since alcoholic beverages were legalized 16 years ago in Alabama, 
each Board has rented a warehouse. For some reason they were not criti- 
cized. Our Board did the same thing. It was criticized. I agree that this 
criticism might have been justified if the ABC Board had been allowed 
to go headlong into a long-term lease without having had a complete 
study made. However, when we obtained the recommendation of ware- 
housing experts of three unimpeachable business firms and proceeded 
only when this report was obtained, I just don’t know anything else that 
could or should have been done. 


Incidentally, the report of this fact finding committee is available to 
anyone who wishes to read it. 


__ Another favorite target of my administration has been in connection 
with our buying policies. First of all, I would like to say there has been 


t 
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no change in the purchasing laws of the State since the present act was 
passed in 1939. 


I have had placed in my hands, by the voters of Alabama, the re- 
sponsibility of properly administering the affairs of the State for a four 
year period. If I assume responsibility, I must have some authority. 


Because the state is the biggest business in Alabama, we have to buy 
millions and millions of dollars worth of merchandise. Some, as speci- 
fied by law, is bought through sealed bids. Where you have told us to 
purchase by bids, we have done so without exception. Where you have 
given us authority to buy on the open market, we have done so to the 
best of our ability. 


With some people the thought exists that buying by sealed bids is 
the answer to all problems. It is not. To give you an example—about 
a year ago we offered to sell bonds to complete the Livestock Coliseum. 
The offering was made on a sealed bid basis. Many banks and investment 
houses submitted bids, the best one offering us $1,175,000. We rejected 
these figures and again offered them on a sealed bid basis. The second 
offering was still, we thought, too low. Therefore, we negotiated the sale 
of the Coliseum bonds with one of the same group who had previously 
put in sealed bids, and sold them for nearly $1,253,000. Therefore, the 
State, through negotiated buying instead of sealed bid buying, gained 
nearly $78,000. 


We were able to accomplish about the same thing in connection with 
the sale of the bonds for the new State Office Building. After trying 
sealed bids twice, we finally sold the bonds to the Retirement System, 
thereby reflecting a savings of approximately $54,000. This is probably 
news to you because you don’t hear much about it when the State saves 
anything. The Retirement System has since, incidentally, been offered 
a substantial profit on these bonds. 


I want to tell you something about our buying policy, in detail. First 
of all, to head my different departments I selected the best men that 
could be found for the particular job, even going so far as to bring in 
people who did not support me, something previously unheard of in Ala- 


bama politics. Having confidence in these men, I told them, in effect, to 
could but to buy the best, 


buy as little as they COUuiG OUD 

I don’t know the best kind of paint for our highways, but the High- 
way Department does. They have run tests all over Alabama. No doubt 
you Nave seen the siripes acruss te 1vad iu aually Diaccs. The Highway ed 
Department has found that the best way to find out about paint is to 
put it on the road and let automobiles run over it in winter and in sum- 
mer. Then, it’s performance that counts, instead of sales talk. So, if 
the Highway Department requests our Purchasing Department to buy 
several thousand gallons of a particular paint, the Purchasing Depart- 
ment buys it. Cheap things are often times the most expensive in the 
long run and this certainly applies to cheap paint. 


You hear much about our purchases of road machinery and automo- 
biles. Well, when through the vote of the people the Highway Depart- 
ment had an extra 50 million dollars to use on the building of roads, they 
naturally are going ta have to have more and more equipment and more 
and more automobiles and. in the last session, you authorized 50 more 
highway patrolmen. Vehicles don’t last very long in building roaas, so 
when the Highway Department feels that a certain kind of car or trac- 
tor or grader or scraper best suits their needs, they order it and the 
Purchasing Department buys it. Most road machinery manufacturers 
have one, or possibly two distributors in the State, and where there are 
two, the prices are invariably the same. But automotive equipment 
varies in quality just as much as clothes, or shoes, or anything else. The 
people know this and it’s why some firms lead others. 


REGULAR SESSION 11 


Some people seem to think that early each morning Mr. Hodo gathers 
up all of his catalogues and goes to each department of the State and 
says “Boys, don’t you want to buy some automobiles today, or don’t you 
want to buy some road machinery, or don’t you want to buy some paint, 
or don’t you want to buy just anything?” Well, it just isn’t that way. 


My own department heads and the elected officials have full authori- 
ty to buy what they need if they have the money to pay for it. Other 
State departments operate under elected officials the same as myself. I 
know of no private business that makes all of its purchases under sealed 
bids. The owner, the officers, or the purchasing agent, are supposed 
e neve enough discretion to buy what they need and to pay a fair price 

or it. 


I understand that a bill will be introduced to provide for the state 
to buy almost everything on a sealed bid basis. When introduced, this 
bill will be referred to the proper committee in each House. Because this 
whole matter of state purchasing has been widely publicized, I am here~ 
with asking that these two committees promptly arrange for a joint hear- 
ing and allow both sides to fully present their arguments for and against 
the bill. I would like to see the matter thoroughly thrashed out and 
then, even if the members of the committee might net approve of the bill, 
don’t kill it in the committee but report it out anyway and allow a floor 
vote on it. 


As far as the speed zoning is concerned, what we did was in the in- 
terest of saving human lives. Many people are under the impression that 
T issued an Executive Order proclaiming the 60 mile speed limit in day- 
time, 50 miles at night, and 40 miles for trucks. The fact is that I have 
never issued any Executive Order or proclamation concerning the speed 
limit. It was done under the authority of an Act of the Legislature 
passed in 1949, which authorizes the Highway Director and the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety, with the approval of the Governor, 
to put speed zones, high or low, on any road in the State, in the interest 
of safety. It resulted in the saving of nearly 100 lives last year. The 40 
mile speed for trucks has been on our law books for fourteen years but 
has never been enforced up to now. 


We will offer you a bill to provide for the establishment of a 60 mile 
speed limit for passenger cars and half-ton trucks in daytime, 50 miles 
at night and 50 miles an hour for all other trucks at all times. We believe 
these limits are fair but we do think the present 40 mile truck speed 
limit is too slow. If you gentlemen take affirmative action, as has been 
recommended by the Alabama Safety Conference and other responsible 
organizations, we will go a long way toward stopping the killing of hun- 
dreds and hundreds of our people, and the wholesale maiming of thous- 
ands of others. In Korea last year 123 Alabama boys were killed and 
486 wounded. At home, automobiles killed 781 and hurt over 4500. Speed 
control alone is not the cure of all accidents but excessive speed causes 
about fifty percent of accidents and we should try to plug up every loop- 
hole that we can. 


In an emergency, emergency measures must be taken. It may be 
said that our enforcement has driven a few tourists from Alabama. As 
far as I am concerned the anguished crying of a mother who has just lost 
her child in a highway accident will always ring louder in my ears than 
the wailing of those who put up dollars against human lives. 


_ Many people tell me “Don’t be thin skinned,” and “Don’t mind criti- 
cism.” Well, all I can say to you is Heaven help Alabama when it has a 
governor who doesn’t care what people think about him. 


Frankly, I don’t want to leave this office in 1955 and be like the un- 
popular Second Lieutenant who always said “You are one, too” when- 
ever a soldier saluted him, for he knew what they were calling him un- 
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der their breath. However, I suppose I should be like the politician who 
rushed up to his opponent and said “I hear you are going around telling 
lies about me,” whereupon his opponent told him, “You ought to thank 
me for lying because if I told the truth about you, they would run you out 
of town.” Sometime there is a little comfort when friends tell me “Well, 
when you are dead, people will recognize that you had a pretty good ad- 
ministration.” But, like most everybody else, I would like to enjoy my 
flowers while I can smell them. 


__In conclusion, let me say that we are looking forward to working 
with you again during this session. As always, the door of the Gover- 
nor’s office is open. Come to see me whenever I can be of service to you.

d) To exercise, subject to the approval of the State Highway Depart- 
ment, the right of eminent domain for the purpose of acquiring right of 
way for the establishment and changing of county roads and bridges in 
the manner presently provided by law. 


Section 3. The governing body of Lauderdale County shall have no 
authority: 


a) To employ, discharge, regulate or control in any manner per- 
sonnel engaged in the construction, maintenance or repair of county 
roads and bridges; 


b) To contract for or purchase any services, supplies, equipment, 
machinery or materials used in the construction, maintenance or repair of 
county roads and bridges;

Introduction 


A special Education Committee was appointed “to study and investi- 
gate the public school system of the state, the laws relative thereto and 
aii phases of the operation thereof, and to make such recommendations 
in regard thereto as the committee may find advisable.”

The Committee spent considerable time over and above the fifteen 
days allotted. Public hearings were held in the State Capitol on various 
subjects pertaining to public education in Alabama. On Wednesday, 
April 9, 1952, a public hearing was held in the Senate Chamber regarding 
the Minimum Program Act. On April 10, 1952, a public hearing was held 
in the Senate Chamber on the Tenure Law. These hearings were well 
attended by people from all parts of Alabama and represented all phases 
and levels of education. The Committee also called in many people at 
various times on matters concerning education. 


The Committee would like to express its thanks and appreciation to 
the various individuals and groups that offered their assistance. The 
State Department of Education, the Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts, the State Budget Officer, The Teachers Retirement System, 
the Legislative Council, the Attorney Generai’s Office, the University of 
Alabama, the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, and the Alabama Education 
Association were particularly helpful to the Committee. The Committee 

S express its thenks ta the memhers of the Press for their 


diligent and fair coverage of the Committee’s activities. 
General Conclusions 


In the beginning the Committee immediately discovered that the 
public school system in Alabama is so complex and involved so many dif- 
ferent laws and principles that it would be impossible for the Committee 
to study all phases of it. Desirous of doing a good job on the three par- 
ticular phases, namely, the Minimum Program Law, Teacher Retirement, 
and Teacher Tenure, the Committee decided to devote its time principally 
to these subjects. The Committee felt that it was the intent of the legis- 
lative resolution that these three subjects be given priority in the Com- 


mittee’ s study and recommendaiiuus. Although the Committce did take 
obicms, in the main they were not gone into suf- 


Realizing the tremendous importance of education, the Committee 
feels that a Legislative Committee should give continuing study to the 
various problems and opportunities presented in Alabama education. 


The Committee approached all of these problems with the idea in 
mind that the primary function of education is to improve the training of 
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Alabama’s children. Naturally, the Committee discovered that a much 
better job could be done for educating these children if more money 
could be made available. In making the study, the Committee learned 
that Alabama ranks very low among the forty-eight states in the amount 
of money contributed to education through local effort. Only 22 per cent 
of our school funds comes from local effort, whereas the national average 
is 55 per cent from this source. While Alabama does a good job accord- 
ing to its economic ability in contributing to education from the state 
level, it does a poor job in local effort. For example, the Committee 
learned that the amount of contribution to local effort above the mini- 
mum program in the various counties varies from about $4.50 per pupil 
per year to $58. With this in mind as a background, the Committee 
through the courtesy of the University of Alabama and the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute obtained the services of Dr. H. B. Woodward, Pro- 
fessor of Education at the University, and Dr. David W. Mullins, Execu- 
tive Vice President of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, in making a 
thorough study of the methods used in distributing school monies in the 
various states. A very thorough study was made and conclusions drawn 
from the study under the heading “The Alabama Minimum Program 
Law” and is included in this report. 


In the same connection, the Committee feels that to encourage more 
financial assistance to our educational system, the general public must 
be well informed on how the money is spent and the sources from which 
it comes. After several hearings and upon receiving technical advice, 
the Committee strongly urges that the State Department of Education 
enforce the law requiring local boards to publish a full and complete fi- 
nancial statement once each year. The Committee feels that this report 
should set out a complete financial statement for the various school 
boards and that it should give in general detail how the money is spent 
and in like manner the source or sources of the money. The State De- 
partment of Education should immediately furnish to local boards of ed- 
ucation the forms presented to the Committee in this connection. 


The Committee also made a study of the auditing system by the 
State Department of Education and the various local units. The State 
Board of Education is to be commended on the fine efforts and accom- 
plishments it has made in getting a uniform accounting system installed 
in the various school systems. The Committee feels that the principals of 
various schools should be bonded and audits of local school funds should 
be made as often as is practicable. 


Minimum Program Fund 


The Alabama Minimum Program Law which was enacted by the 
1935 Legislature, and amended by the 1939 Legislature, is essentially an 
equalization law. As the name of the law implies, its primary purpose is 
to provide a minimum educational program in every school system in the 
State by allocating state funds for the public elementary and secondary 
schools in relation to their educational needs and their ability, at the 
local level, to meet these needs. 


Why Have A State Minimum Program Law? 


Without exception, in every state of the United States education is 
considered to be a function of the state. This means that the state has 
the duty and responsibility to see that every person of school age is pro- 
vided an opportunity to receive an education. This responsibility has 
been, and is being, met by the use of state funds to support the public 
schools with the direct control] of the education process being entrusted to 
duly constituted local boards of education. 


The need for state funds to support a minimum school program stems 
from the fact that the wealth of a state is not uniformly distributed. In 
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Alabama some counties are relatively poor. It is, therefore, readily seen 
that if the support of education were left entirely to the local school sys- 
tems, great disparities in educational offerings would exist. Alabama, 
without state aid, would have some good school systems while very 
meager opportunities would be offered in the remaining systems. The 
State Legislature, in order to discharge the obligation imposed upon it 
by the Constitution (Article XIV, Sec. 256, Const. of 1901), has seen fit to 
adopt a law designed to enable the State to discharge its obligation for 
the education of its citizenry. 


Observations and Recommendations of the Interim Committee 


After thorough study of the Alabama Minimum Program Law and 
its operation, the Committee offers the following observations and rec- 
ommendations: 


1. The basic principles of the law are sound. The formula now in 
use in implementing the Alabama Minimum Program Law is a fair, ob- 
jective formula that meets the requirements of a sound educational fi- 
nance program. The procedures now being used in Alabama compare 
most favorably with procedures and practices being followed in other 
states. In fact, our study has revealed no formula now being used which 
is more objective and fair than the Alabama formula. 


2. The two basic calculations necessary to determine the allocation 
of state funds are (1) the calculation of the cost of the minimum pro- 
gram for each school system, and (2) the calculation of the ability of that 
school system to meet, or partially meet, the calculated cost. 


The Committee, in its study and deliberations, has uncovered no 
objections or opposition to the method now being used to calculate the 
cost of the minimum program for the several school systems of the State. 
This method begins with the average daily attendance of pupils, converts 
these attendance figures into teacher units by a simple process of divi- 
sion, and allocates cost factors on the basis of the determined number of 
teacher units to be allowed. This procedure seems to be very well under- 
stood and accepted by the local boards of education, superintendents and 
interested laymen of the State and the Committee sees no reason, at the 
present time, to propose any changes in the method now in use. 


3. The Committee has found considerable misunderstanding and op- 
position to the method now being used to determine local ability. A brief 


review ul tis piovicin Sccims appropriate a at this point, 


The concept of Equalization of Educational Opportunity has as one 
of its basic premises local support of schools in proportion to local ability 
to pay for educational services. After the local school system has con- 
tributed whatever is required of it by law, based on some fair and ob- 
jective measure, the state then supplies the balance of funds needed to 
pay for the minimum school program as defined. 


Pure Equalization, without reference to any of the other principles 
governing a sound educational finance program would require every 
local school system to levy the maximum tax permitted by law for schools 
and run the schools as long as possible on this local money. The state 
would then step in and supply whatever funds were needed. to compieie 
the defined minimum program. Such programs wele actually ii opera- 
tion in many states during the early history of attempts to equalize edu- 
cational opportunity within a state. 


Further research and study on the problems of a sound program of 
educational finance led to a somewhat different concept of the role of the 
state and the local unit working in partnership to provide schools for boys 
and girls. It was rather clearly shown that when the local unit was re- 
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quired to place all of its resources into the support of the minimum pro- 
gram, local initiative, experimentation, and adaptations to meet local con- 
ditions were stifled. There were no funds available to enable the local 
school system to vary from the standard minimum program. As a result, 
states which followed this plan tended to wind up with complete uni- 
formity which inevitably leads to mediocrity. 


To counteract such a condition, modern programs of state equaliza- 
tion of educational opportunity require all local systems to contribute to 
the support of the minimum program at a uniform rate of taxation, but 
this uniform rate of taxation is set somewhere below the maximum tax 
permitted by law. This procedure leaves some local money for expendi- 
tures above the minimum program. The Alabama Law follows, in es- 
sence, the requirements of a sound educational finance program. 


In following a program of educational finance which requires the 
local system to provide funds in proportion to its ability to provide these 
funds, the state necessarily is faced with the problem of finding some 
way to measure the ability of each local school system within the state 
and to measure this ability in such manner as to provide a fair and 
equitable basis for determining the allocation of state funds according to 
need. In other words, the state must be able to identify the ability of 
each school system to operate its schools from local funds in order that 
available state funds may be distributed to the local systems in a man- 
ner that will, as nearly as possible, provide equality of opportunity with- 
in the minimum framework. 


The State of Alabama first approached the problems of measuring 
local ability by using an Assessed Valuation Index. In the use of this 
index, the state simply calculated the per cent of the total assessed valua- 
tion of the entire State of Alabama found in each county. It was assumed 
that these percentages indicated the wealth of the counties and that this, 
in turn, gave a measure of each county’s ability to support schools. This 
percentage for each county was then applied to the total amount of local 
money considered to be available (the yield of a 5-mill tax applied to 
the total assessed valuation of the state) and the amount of local effort 
to support the minimum program was thus obtained. 


One glaring weakness of the above method is readily seen. It is a 
well-known fact that the assessment of property does not follow a uni- 
form pattern from county to county. Thus, the county which has a very 
low assessment roll will have a very small percentage of the state’s 
total, will thus be charged a smaller amount of local effort, and will 
thus receive more state aid. Conversely, the county with a high assess- 
ment roll will have a higher percentage of the state’s total, will be 
charged more local effort, and receive proportionately less state aid. 
An Assessed Valuation Index alone will not work as a fair and equitable 
ayia of ability unless assessment practices from county to county are 
uniform. 


The enforcement of uniform assessment practices among all counties 
within a state is an extremely difficult problem. Several states have 
tried various methods designed to improve and equalize assessment prac- 
tices among the counties, but so far no one seems to have come up with 
a solution to this problem. Hence, students of the problem of educa- 
tional finance have turned to other measures in an attempt to measure 
, local ability. These measures are combinations of economic factors 
which work independently of property assessment. Assumption is made 
that this independent measure tends to correct for inequalities which 
exist in property assessment practices. 


_ The Committee believes that the procedure now in use should be 
simplified and proposes necessary legislation to this end. 
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Specifically, the Committee is concerned with the problem of how 
to increase local support of the public schools in Alabama and, at the 
same time, continue to distribute state funds to the several school sys- 
tems of the state in a fair, objective, and equitable manner. 


Since 1939, local support of the public schools in Alabama, on a per- 
centage basis, has steadily declined. Today, local support in our state 
accounts for approximately 22 per cent of the total whereas the national 
average for local support is approximately 55 per cent of the total. 
While the Committee does not believe that Alabama can reverse entirely 
the present ratio between the state and the local unit, the Committee is 
convinced that every effort should be made to encourage the local units 
to contribute more to the support of their schools. The Committee be- 
lieves that two things can be done which will aid in this objective: (1) 
simplify the formula for calculating local effort, and (2) eliminate 
assessed valuation as a factor in the new formula. 


Much misunderstanding and opposition to the present method of 
calculating local effort is in evidence. Possibly the greatest objections 
center around (1) the weighing of the six factors and (2) the difficulty 
of obtaining current and reliable data for two of the factors. Happily, 
a simple solution exists for both of these problems. 


Recent research has shown that it is not necessary to assign weights 
to the factors which make up the economic index. It has been shown that 
a simple arithmetic average of three economic factors for which data 
are readily available, produces just as fair a measure, and one much more 
easily explained, as the complicated weighted formula now in use. It 
is, therefore, the considered judgment of the Committee that the com- 

plicated formula can be abandoned and a very simple formula sub- 
ituted without working serious injustices upon the several school sys- 
tems of the state. Furthermore, since this simplified formula does not 
use assessed valuation as one of the components, it should serve to stimu- 
late local school systems to improve their local assessments and local 
taxes, secure in the knowledge that such improvements will in no way 
reflect on their local effort charge and cause any reduction in state 
funds. 


To provide time for adjusting to a new procedure, the Commitiee 
advocates “freezing” the local effort charge at 1952-53 figures for a 
period of eight years, then recalculating local effort every four years (in- 
stead OL every iwu yeais ay itow i5 Gonc) on the basis of 2 much simpler 
formula. 


Proposed Legislation 


Repeal Sec. 10, Tit. 52, Code of 1940, and substitute as follows: In- 
dex of Financial Ability of Counties. Effective July 1, 1953, the financial 
ability of each county in the State of Alabama, including the cities 
therein, to support the minimum school program shall be the figure 
in use for the school year 1952-1953 and shall continue at that same 
figure, without change or modification, for a period of eight years 
from July 1, 1953; upon the expiration of this period of eight years, the 
state hoard of education shall calculate an index of the financial ability 
of each county, including the cities therein, to support the minimum 
school program, said index to be determined as fviiuws: Calculate for 
each county its per cent of the state total for each of the following items; 
sales tax paid, state personal income tax paid, and the assessed valuation 
of public utilities; find the sum total of the above mentioned calculation 
and divide the results by three and the quotient shall be the economic 
index for the county, provided, however, that the state board of edu- 
cation shall conduct, or cause to be conducted, periodic research on the 
validity and accuracy of the three aforesaid economic factors and said 
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state board of education shall recommend to the Legislature when such 
research proves the desirability of change or modification, provided, 
however, that the assessed valuation of property shall not be included 
in any future formula for the calculation of the index of financial ability 
for any county and, provided further, that the state board of education 
shall recalculate said index each four years on the basis of the most re- 
cent available data from the Alabama State Revenue Department, be- 
ginning July 1, 1961. 


Repeal Section 211, Title 52, Code of 1940. 
Repeal Section 212, Title 52, Code of 1940. 


Leave Section 213, Title 52, Code of 1940 as is for the time being, but 
need to renumber it as Section 211. 


Section 214, renumber Section 212 and read as follows: Section 212. 
Total local funds for each county.—The state board of education shall 
determine the total local funds available to each county, including the 
cities therein, to provide the minimum school program by multiplying 
its index of financial ability as provided in Section 210 of this title by 
the total local funds available to provide the state minimum school pro- 
gram as provided in Section 211 of this title and the product shall be 
counted as the local funds available to said county, including the cities 
therein, to provide the minimum school program.

Teachers’ Retirement System 


The Alabama Teachers’ Retirement Plan is actuarially sound. This 
statement simply means that the system is now and will continue to be 
in a position to meet its obligations in full as they accrue. 


The Committee sincerely feels that the benefits that accrue to re- 
tired teachers, under the terms of the Retirement System, are not ade- 
quate to buy the necessities of life in the period of an inflated economy. 
Consider the following facts: 


As of July 1, 1952— 
(A) There were 962 retired teachers in Alabama. 
Of these: 
1. 469 receive less than $50 per month. 
2. 443 receive $50 to $75 per month. 
3. 50 receive over $75 per month. 


(B) 1. The average allowance in Alabama for those who have re- 
tired is $46.86. These public servants have an average of 
35 years of teaching service. 


2. This average includes superintendents, principals, college 
professors, and administrative officials. If these were not in- 
cluded, the average for the classroom teacher would be 
much less. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that a great majority of the 
citizens of Alabama approve and indeed insist that the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement System be improved to the end that; 
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1. The retirement allowances of teachers who have retired be in- 
creased, and 


2. That a larger retirement allowance be provided for those who will 
retire under the retirement plan in the future. 


How can this be done? It can be done in two ways—viz; 
1. Put more money into the Alabama Retirement System, and 


2. If and when the Federal Law is amended, allow teachers also to 
be covered by the Federal Social Security System. 


The Retirement Plan is complicated and hard to understand. How- 
ever, it is not necessary to discuss the minute details of the Plan at this 
time. 


The Teachers’ Retirement Plan was established September 1, 1941. 
It was established on the following basis: 


1. The State created a fund for all prior service rendered by teachers 
prior to September 1, 1941. 


2. On and after September 1, 1941, each teacher contributes 3% per 
cent of his salary up to $3,000 per annum. 


3. The State contributes to a fund to match the teachers’ contribu- 
tion, up to age 60. The teacher continues to contribute so long 
as he teaches, but the State ceases to contribute at age 60. 


The provisions of the present law may be stated as follows: 


“The member of the System, through compulsory deductions of 
a percentage of salary and through a 4% compounded interest in- 
crement added to the deductions from salary, accumulates a sum at 
retirement age which will be used to purchase him or her a monthly 
annuity for life. The State also purchases for this member a monthly 
annuity or pension equal to the annuity the member’s accumulated 
funds would purchase for him or her at age 60. These two annuities 
make up his or her “Life Estate” or “Retirement Allowance.” 


Refer to Prior Service mentioned above. 


At the time the Retirement Plan was established, the amount of the 
prior service debt, ur amuuui tuat the State Would be required to con- 
tribute for prior service was determined, (with accrued interest this 
amount is now $19,000,000) and it was estimated it would take 30 years 
to pay it. However, due to the fact that teachers’ salaries have been 
substantially increased, the prior service debt has been reduced much 
faster than planned, and now after only 12 years of operation the $19,000,- 
000 has been reduced to $4,500,000. 


This situation is comparable to a man making a mortgage on his 
home for $10,000, payable over a period of, say 20 years, at $50 per month. 
He gets a raise in salary and instead of paying $50 per month, he pays, 
say $125 per month, thereby liquidating the debt much earlier. 


_ The Committee recommends the following changes in Teachers’ Re- 
tirement System: 


1. Add Social Security to the present Retirement Plan, if and when 
it becomes available. 


2. Enable the State to match teachers’ contributions to age 65 instead 
of the present plan of matching to age 60. 
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3. Enable the State to match contributions based on a maximum 
salary up to $3,600 instead of the present method of matching 
up to $3,000. 


4. Enable the State to pay a minimum retirement of $2.50 per month 
for up to 25 years’ service. This will establish a guaranteed mini- 
mum retirement of $62.50 per month for all retired teachers who 
have taught at least 25 years in Alabama public schools.

Social Security Benefits 


Under the present Social Security Acts, benefits for those covered 
by Social Security range from a minimum of $25 per month to a maxi- 
mum of $85 per month. There are also survivor benefits of varying 
amounts depending on conditions. 


Cost 


The Actuary estimates that if the State liquidates the balance due for 
prior service liability of $4,500,000 over a period of 20 years rather than 
over a period of approximately two years required by present appropria- 
tions, the new liabilities may be added to the present system by increasing 
the annual appropriation now required by $246,783.50. 


On the basis of present retirement provisions and with appropriations 
based on rates set by actuary on salaries up to. $3,000 with matching to 
age 60, the next biennium appropriations required would be as follows:

The Committee believes these improvements will make the Teachers’ 
Retirement System of Alabama one of the best in the nation. Our border 
states have larger contributions at present, viz; Florida 4% per cent to 
13% per cent, Georgia 5 per cent, Tennessee 5 per cent, Louisiana 6 per 
cent, and Mississipp1 4 per cent plus Social Security. Under the present 
Federal Social Security rate as of January 1, 1954, plus the rate of present 
contributions, Alabama teachers would pay 5% per cent for the amended 
system. The Committee believes the benefits which would be provided 
for service and disability retirement and the contingent survivor and 
death benefits would make the system attractive to the teaching profes- 
sion. This improved recommended system would also hold the teachers 
in the Alabama service and those who have given long service at salaries 
ee hd to provide for bare essentials after retirement would be greatly 
aided. 


This Committee is aware of the fact that under the Social Security 
Law teachers cannot now be covered by Social Security. The 1951 
Legislature by resolution memorialized Congress to amend the present 
law to remove the existing exemption for public employees now having 
a publicly supported retirement system. Many bills have been introduced 
in Congress seeking to so amend the present law. The Committee be- 
lieves the coverage will be provided. It is recommended that the total 
amount required for this reported program be appropriated to the Re- 
tirement System with provisions written into the Appropriation Act 
allowing the transfer of funds to the State Social Security Agency to 
pay the employer tax up to a 2 per cent rate when and if Social Security 
is made available. Until that time the 2 per cent extra percentage of 
payroll appropriated can be used to further reduce the old and new 
prior service liability. 


Tenure of Employment of Teachers 


All public employees need protection in their positions if they are 
to render efficient service. Nothing so impairs worker morale than 
constant fear of reprisal that takes the form of demotion in or dismissal 
from a position which provides one’s livelihood. In the case of teachers, 
lack of tenure is peculiarly hurtful. The very nature of teaching requires 
that the teacher maintain an agreeable and attractive personality if he is 
to be capable of meeting the daily demands upon his emotional and 
physical reserves. This he cannot do if he is subjected to fear or worry 
concerning continued employment. 


Because a sound tenure law improves teaching it improves the 
educational opportunities of children. Again, it provides a systematic 
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and legal procedure for eliminating undesirable teachers. Most tenure 
laws, as does Alabama’s, provide a probationary period for thoroughly 
testing the capability of teachers and so results in a more careful se- 
lection of those who are to be permanently employed. Finally, tenure 
makes it possible for teachers to plan to assume citizenship in a particular 
community and so become an asset to community life. 


Because it was believed that teacher morale would be improved 
and that resultant educational opportunities for children would be 
bettered, the Legislature of 1939 adopted the present tenure law. To 
meet changing conditions and to incorporate into the law legal interpre- 
tations of certain of its sections, the law has been amended from time 
to time. However, those amendments did not remove all inequities in 
the law. 


As is recalled, certain members of the Legislature reported serious 
objections to the tenure law during the 1951 session. These objections, 
reflecting criticisms voiced by local trustees, school board members, and 
parents, fall into three principal classifications: 


(1) Teachers cannot be dismissed under the tenure law; 


(2) The procedure set up in the law for dismissing teachers is 
too complicated and involves an undue amount of time; 


(3) Teachers hide behind the tenure law when asked to improve 
themselves professionally. 


The first criticism, in the opinion of the Committee, is not justified 
in fact. The law specifies six reasons for dismissing an undesirable 
teacher—five specific reasons and one of the general, all-inclusive type. 
Moreover, the law designates a definite procedure to be followed in 
dismissing teachers. This objection in the opinion of the committee can 
be met effectively by a better understanding of the law and a more 
courageous administration of its provisions by superintendents and em- 
ploying boards. 


The second objection is justified in fact. The sections of the law 
relating to teacher dismissals are unnecessarily complicated and involve 
too much time. This objection, the Cumunittee believes, will be satis- 
factorily met through the proposed changes. 


The third criticism, we feel, has some iustification. Apparently a 
few teachers, feeling secure under the tenure law, seek to avoid summer 
courses and in-service assignments and assume a more or less “do 
nothing” attitude. This group has made its influence felt in certain com- 
munities in the state and has impaired the usefulness of the tenure law. 
The Committee recommends that the teaching profession give serious 
consideration to ways and means of increasing professional growth 
among teachers so that the number who assume this ‘do nothing” at- 
titude be reduced to the minimum. It further recommends that super- 
intendents and employing boards consider the establishment of standards 
of professional growth required of teachers in their employ and, if 
necessary, take steps to ascertain whether such standards are valid within 
the interpretation of the tenure law. 


In its study of the tenure law this commitiee hus wurked in cluse 
cooperation with the tenure committee of the Alabama Education As- 
sociation. 


The changes as attached hereto, with one or two exceptions, have the 
AEA endorsement. As seen from the attached sheets we are proposing 
a number of changes to the tenure law. Some of these are for the pur- 
pose of clarification. 
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Included in this group are amendments to Section 352 (Section 2) 
and Section 355 (Section 5). Section 6 and Section 7 are largely new 
and provide an appeal by the teacher from the decision of the employing 
board relating to transfer. A Supreme Court decision handed down in 
1952 relating to a case of transfer in Mobile County emphasizes the lack 
of protection a teacher has in transfer decisions under the present law. 
These two sections, Sections 6 and 7, restore in some degree protection 
from unfair transfer which formerly resided in an opinion of the attorney 
general’s office. 


Section 9, amending the present Section 357, was referred to above. 
It materially simplifies the procedure to be followed by employing 
boards in dismissing undesirable teachers, and materially reduces the 
time involved in such procedure. 


Section 10 is largely new and provides that teachers may appeal from 
the decision of the employing board in case of dismissal to a State 
Tenure Commission for the purpose of having said Commission review 
action of the employing board to determine whether such action was 
arbitrarily unjust. Heretofore, dismissal cases were appealed to the 
circuit court. Such action in a number of cases seriously impaired the 
influence of the teacher concerned and disturbed school-public relations. 
The fact that court proceedings were heard in the county where friction 
developed between teacher and employing board added to the disagree- 
ment. Such conditions, in the opinion of the Committee, would be 
improved were the case in point transferred to another environment and 
another appeal agency. 


Section 11 provides for the establishment of a State Tenure Com- 
mission. This Commission would serve as a board of appeal by teachers 
dismissed or transferred unwillingly. This proposed change if adopted 
would in effect be a new statute and not an amendment to the existing 
statute. Because of the introduction of this new subject into the pro- 
posed law it is recommended that Chapter 13 of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama be repealed and the several sections included in the attached bill 
be adopted in lieu of Chapter 13 for the purpose of governing the tenure 
of the employment of teachers. 


In the opinion of the Committee the manner of determining the 
personnel of the State Tenure Commission is important. It is highly 
desirable that the public, the employing board, and the teaching pro- 
fession be represented on the Commission and that such representation 
be as equitably determined as possible. The Committee recommends that 
the governor appoint a member at large and a member of an employing 
board; that the state superintendent appoint as members a city or county 
superintendent and a principal or supervisor; that the president of the 
Alabama Congress of Parents and Teachers appoint as a member a parent 
who is not a teacher; and that the president of the Alabama Education 
Association appoint as members two classroom teachers. As provided in 
the proposed section, terms for the seven members are for seven years 
and are on a staggered basis. Provisions for regular sessions of the 
Commission are provided along with funds for payment of expenses. 


Two other changes in the present law should be mentioned. The 
Committee is recommending that the date for notifying a probationary 
teacher that he is not to be re-employed be advanced from May First to 
the last day of the current school term—Section 14 (360). Experience has 
shown that in a number of cases the earlier date of notification has re- 
sulted in unwholesome agitation in the community upon the part of 
ie ee to be dismissed. The latter date for notification will correct 
this trouble. 


Section 15 (361) is amended to permit the employing board of edu- 
cee to grant a leave of absence for more than one year under certain 
conditions. 
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Proposed Tenure Bill 


Section 1: “Teacher” defined.—The term teacher as employed in 
this chapter is deemed to mean and include all persons regularly certifi- 
eated by the teacher certificating authority of the State of Alabama 
who may be employed as instructors, principals or supervisors in the 
public elementary and high schools of the State of Alabama. 


Section 2: Teachers who may attain continuing service status.— 
Any teacher in the public schools, who shall meet the following require- 
ments, shall attain continuing service status: (a) such teacher shall have 
served under contract as a teacher in the same county or city school 
system for three consecutive school years and shall thereafter be re- 
employed in such county or city school system the succeeding school 
year. An instructor who has attained continuing service status and who 
is prumoted to principal or superviscor shall serve for three consecutive 
school years as a principal or supervisor before attaining continuing 
service status as a principal or supervisor. Such promotion shall in no 
wise jeopardize the continuing service status of the teacher as an in- 
structor; and, should the promoted instructor not be retained as principal 
or supervisor, his salary would be reduced to the salary paid instructors 
in accordance with the prevailing salary schedule in the county or city 
school system. The superintendent shall, by the end of each school 
term, submit to the employing board a list of teachers recommended for 
continuing service status. A failure on the part of the superintendent to 
make such certification shall not in any way prejudice the continuing 
service status of the teacher. 


Section 3: Contract of employment effective until superseded or 
eancelled.—The contract of employment of any teacher who shall attain 
continuing service status shall remain in full force and effect unless 
superseded by a new contract signed by both parties, or cancelled as pro- 
vided in Section 9 or Section 10 of this Act; provided that the legislature, 
or in the absence of legislation, the employing board of education may 
provide for the retirement of teachers at certain ages. 


Section 4: Change of compensation for succeeding year.—The salary 
or compensation of any teacher on continuing service status may be 
changed for any succeeding year to accord, with a general salary schedule 
adopted by the employing board of education; pr uvided, however, that no 
salary schedule shall operate to compensate teachers in less sums than the 
sums contained in a minimum salary schedule, which may be adopted by 
the state board of education of Alahama for teachers in the public schools 


of the state. 


Section 5: Transfer of teacher.—Any teacher on continuing service 
status, upon the recommendation of the superintendent and the approval 
of the employing board of education, may be transferred for any suc~- 
ceeding year from one position, school, or grade to another by being 
given written notice of such intention to transfer by the employing 
board, except that such transfer shall be without loss of status or violation 
of contract, and such transfer may not be for political or personal reasons. 


Section 6: Method of contesting a propsed transfer.—After receiving 
notice of the employing board’s intention to effect a transfer, the teacher 
recelving such, notice may obiain a hearing before the employing board 


by fila @ waiiten demand for such hearing within five days after the 


receipt of such notice. If the teacher does not file such demand within 
five days after receipt of the notice to transfer, then the transfer shall be 
final. If the teacher does file a demand for a hearing before the board, 
the board shall hold such hearing within fifteen days after receipt of the 
teacher’s demand for such hearing. At least five days prior to the hear- 
ing the board shall furnish to the teacher by mailing by United States 
registered mail with postage prepaid thereon to said teacher’s last 
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known address the time and place of said hearing and the reasons for the 
proposed transfer. The procedure at such hearing and the responsibility 
of the board subsequent to such hearing and the rights of the teacher 
and the board at such hearing shall be the same as are provided for a 
contested hearing for cancellation of the teacher’s contract as hereinafter 
set out in Section 9 of this chapter. 


Section 7: Appeal from transfer of teacher.—A teacher on continuing 
service status shall have the right to appeal within fifteen days after the 
decision of the employing board to the State Tenure Commission as 
hereinafter established to obtain a decision by the Commission as to 
whether such action was in compliance with this chapter and whether 
such action was taken for political or personal reasons. If said appeal 
is not taken within fifteen days after the decision of the board, the 
board’s decision shall be final. Such appeal shall be taken by filing a 
notice of appeal with the Commission and a copy with the employing 
board. Such appeal shall be heard not less than ten days nor more than 
forty days after such notice of appeal is filed with the Commission, and 
the Commission shall give such teacher not less than five days notice of 
the time and place of such hearing. Such teacher shall have a right to 
appear with or without counsel, and shall have a right to be heard and 
to present the testimony of witnesses and other evidence bearing upon 
the questions before the Commission for decision. No transfer shall be 
effected until the time for filing notice of appeal has expired, nor until 
after a hearing is held, and if notice of appeal is filed by said teacher, the 
State Tenure Commission has evidenced its approval of the transfer of 
said teacher. The action of the State Tenure Commission shall be final 
and conclusive in determining all questions relative to said transfer. 


Section 8: Grounds for cancellation of employment contract.—Can- 
cellation of an employment contract with a teacher on continuing service 
status may be made for incompetency, insubordination, neglect of duty, 
immorality, justifiable decrease in the number of teaching positions, or 
other good and just cause; but cancellation may not be made for political 
or personal reasons. 


Section 9: Mode of cancellation of employment contracts.—An em- 
ployment contract with a teacher on continuing service status may be 
cancelled only in the following manner: 


The employing board of education shall give notice in writing to the 
teacher stating in detail the reasons for the proposed cancellation and 
naming the exact time and place at which the teacher may appear before 
the board to answer said notice, which date shall not be less than twenty 
nor more than thirty days after the service of such notice to the teacher 
by United States registered mail with postage prepaid thereon, to said 
teacher’s last known address, such notice shall also inform the teacher 
that in order to contest said cancellation the teacher must file with the 
board at least five days prior to the date the matter is set for hearing no- 
tice of an intention to contest. Nothing herein provided is intended to 
prevent the suspension of a teacher pending a hearing on such proposed 
cancellation and the final determination thereof. No teacher dismissed 
as the result of such hearing shall receive compensation for the period of 
such suspension. If the teacher does not file an intention to contest with 
the board at least five days prior to the date the matter is set for hearing 
then the employing board may dismiss the teacher by a majority vote and 
such dismissal shall be final. Ata contested hearing, which shall be pub- 
lic or private at the discretion of the teacher, each party shall have a right 
to appear with or without counsel and shall have a right to be heard and 
to present the testimony of witnesses and other evidence bearing upon 
the reasons for the proposed cancellation of such contract and shall have 
a right to cross-examine the adverse witnesses. The board, or its au- 
thorized representative, shall have power to administer oaths, take de- 
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positions, and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and 
production of papers necessary as evidence in connection with the dispute 
or claim. If requested, the Board shall issue subpoenas for witnesses to 
testify either in support of the charges or on behalf of the teacher and 
such witnesses shall be entitled to receive the same mileage and per diem 
as witnesses called in civil cases in the Circuit Court of the county where 
the hearing is held, the same to be paid out of school funds, provided, 
however, the board shall not be accountable for the witness fees of more 
than ten of the witnesses subpoenaed by the teacher. In case a person 
refuses to obey such subpoena the board, or its authorized representative, 
may invoke the aid of the Circuit Court in order that the testimony or 
evidence be produced; and upon proper showing, such court shall issue a 
subpoena or order requiring such person to appear before the board or its 
representative and produce evidence and give testimony relating to the 
matter at issue; a person failing to obey the court’s subpoena or order 
shall be punishab! le by the court as for contempt. It shall be the duty of 
said board to employ a competent stenographer to keep and transcribe a 
record of the proceedings at such hearing. After each party has present- 
ed its case at said hearing, the employing board of education may de- 
termine the question of the cancellation of the contract by a majority 
vote, or it may defer action regarding the decision for a period not to ex- 
ceed five days. Its action and vote, whether taken immediately following 
the hearing or within five days thereafter, shall be evidenced by the min- 
ute proceedings of the board and shall be only after full compliance with 
this section. 


Section 10: Finality of action of employing board on contract can- 
cellation; review.—The action of the employing board shall be final in its 
action on cancellation of a teacher’s contract provided such action was in 
compliance with the provisions of this chapter and was not arbitrarily un- 
just. The teacher shall have the right to appeal to the State Tenure Com- 
mission as hereinafter established to obtain a review by the Commission 
as to whether such action was in compliance with this chapter and wheth- 
er such action was arbitrarily unjust. Such appeal shall be taken by filing 
within fifteen days after the decision of the employing board a written 
notice of appeal with the Superintendent or Chairman of said board. If 
said appeal is not taken within fifteen days after decision of the board, 
the board’s decision shall be final. Upon notice of appeal, the board shall 
cause to be made sufficient copies of the record of proceedings to provide 
a copy for each of the members ot the Commission and one fur the teach- 
er. The record shall consist of all notices given to the teacher, all papers 
filed with the board iby the teacher in compliance with the provisions of 
iis Chapier, tcanscript of testimony and other evidence and the findings 
and decisions of the board. The requisite number of copies of the record 
shall be delivered to the Commission and to the teacher within twenty 
days from the day of the hearing. The Commission shall set a date for 
the hearing at which the board and the teacher, or a representative of 
each, shall have an opportunity to be heard. The date of such hearing 
shall be within forty days after the decision of the board, and the teacher 
and the board shall be given at least five days’ notice "of the time and 
place where the appeal will be considered. On said appeal the Commis- 
sion will consider the case on the record of the proceedings before the 
said board and the evidence as recorded at such hearing. The Commis- 
sion shall by a majority vote determine the validity of the action by the 
board, and shall render its decisinn within five days after its hearing. No 
antion at lawr shall lie for the recovery of damages for the breach of any 
employment contract of a teacher in the public schoois. 


Section 11: State Tenure Commission—appointment, compensation, 
organization.—There is hereby created a State Tenure Commission of 
seven members to be appointed and constituted as set out below. - The 
Executive Secretary of the Alabama Education Association shall be ex- 
officio secretary of the Commission, and the Attorney General shall assign 
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to the Commission an assistant from his office who shall be legal adviser 
to the Commission. 


Within thirty days after the effective date of this Act, the Personnel 
of the Tenure Commission shall be determined as follows: One member 
shall be appointed by the Governor from among the membership of city 
and county boards of education for a term of seven years; one member 
shall be appointed by the state superintendent of education from among 
the city and county superintendents of education for a term of six years; 
one member who is not a member of the teaching profession shall be ap- 
pointed by the president of the Alabama Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers for a term of five years; two members, both of whom are currently 
employed as certified classroom teachers and both of whom shall have 
attained continuing service status shall be appointed by the president of 
the Alabama Education Association for a term of four years and three 
years respectively; one member who is not a member of the teaching pro- 
fession shall be appointed by the Governor for a term of two years; and 
one member who is currently employed as a certified principal or a cer- 
tified supervisor shall be appointed by the state superintendent for a 
term of one year. Thirty days immediately preceding the expiration of 
the respective terms, each appointing officer designated above shall ap- 
point a successor member as provided herein of the Commission for a 
term of seven years. Any provision to the contrary notwithstanding, each 
member of the Commission shall serve until his successor is appointed. 
Any vacancy occurring on the Commissicn shall be filed for the unex- 
pired term in the same manner as the original appointment. 


Not more than one member of the Tenure Commission shall be ap- 
pointed from any one city or county school system. 


Membership on the State Tenure Commission shall not adversely 
antec the status of the teacher’s tenure with the City or County board of 
education. 


The Tenure Commission shall meet at such times and places as shall 
be determined by the Chairman of the Commission or a majority of its 
members, and any five members of the Commission shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of any business. 


The members of the State Tenure Commission shall receive $15.00 
per day for each day said Commission is in session and shall be reim- 
bursed for necessary traveling expenses incurred in the performance of 
the duties of the Commission at the same mileage allowance provided for 
other State employees. Expenses of the State Tenure Commission shal] 
be paid out of funds appropriated to the State Department of Education. 


Within thirty days after the effective date of this Act, the Tenure 
Commission shall hold a meeting in the City of Montgomery for the pur- 
pose of organization and shall elect from among the membership a chair- 
man who shall serve for one year from the time of his election. The 
Tenure Commission shall draw up rules and regulations and shall have 
the power to amend same and provide for the conduct of its affairs in 
such manner as shall be consistent with the provisions of this Act. 


Section 12: Powers of State Tenure Commission.—The Commission, 
or its authorized representative, shall have power to administer oaths, 
take depositions and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of papers necessary as evidence in connection 
with a dispute or claim. In case a person refuses to obey such subpoena 
the Commission, or its authorized representative, may invoke the aid of 
the Circuit Court in order that the testimony and evidence be produced; 
and upon proper showing, such Court shall issue a subpoena or order re- 
quiring such person to appear before the Commission or its representative 
and produce evidence and give testimony relating to the matter in issue; 
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a person failing to obey the court’s subpoena or order shall be punishable 
by the court as for contempt. 


Section 13: Cancellation of contract by teacher._-_No teacher, wheth- 
er in continuing service status or not, shall be permitted to cancel his, or 
her, contract during the school term for which said contract is in effect, 
nor for a period of forty-five (45) days previous to the beginning of such 
school term, unless such cancellation is mutually agreed upon; any such 
teacher shall be permitted to cancel his, or her, contract at any other time 
by giving five days’ written notice to the employing board of education. 
Any teacher canceling his, or her, contract in any other manner than in 
this section provided shall be deemed guilty of unprofessional conduct 
and the state superintendent of education is hereby authorized to revoke 
or suspend the certificate of such teacher. 


Section i4: Teacher deemed re-employced for succeeding school year 
unless notified.—Any teacher in the public schools, whether in continuing 
service status or not, shall be deemed offered re-employment for the suc- 
ceeding school year at the same salary, unless the employing board of 
education shall cause notice in writing to be given said teacher on or be- 
fore the last day of the term of the school in which the teacher is em- 
ployed; and such teacher shall be presumed to have accepted such em- 
ployment unless he, or she, shall notify the employing board of education 
in writing to the contrary on or before the fifteenth day of June. The 
employing board of education shall not cancel the contract of any teacher 
in continuing service status, nor cause notice of non-employment to be 
given to any teacher whether in continuing service status or not except 
by a vote of majority of its members evidenced by the minute entries of 
said board made prior to or at the time of any such action. 


Section 15: Effect of leave of absence on continuing service status.— 
Leave of absence for a period of one year for good cause may be granted 
to a teacher by the employing board of education without the impairment 
of the continuing status of a teacher; provided that for valid reason the 
board may extend the leave of absence for one additional year, and pro- 
vided further that upon the request of a teacher who has heretofore or 
who shall hereafter enter the military service of the United States at a 
time when there is an existing state of war between the United States of 
America and any vilier country, leave of absence shall be granted to such 
teacher for the duration of the war and until the beginning of the school 
year next succeeding the date on which said teacher is released from said 
military service: and on or before which date, said teacher must give 
written notice to the employing board of education whether or not he de- 
sires to be re-employed by said board. If such notice is not received by 
the employing board of education, or if the teacher notifies the employing 
board on or before the date specified above that he does not desire re- 
employment, the employing board has no further responsibility with re- 
spect to re-employment of said teacher. The term “military service of 
the United States”, as used herein shall include the Army of the United 
States, the United States Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the 
Army Specialist Corps, the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, and the 
Women’s Volunteer Reserve of the United States Navy, those persons 
commissioned in the public health service, or those persons entering into 
the service of any similar organization heretofore or hereafter formed by 
the government of the United States. A teacher entering the military 
service of the United States, who is nui un cuilinuing seivice status but 
who has accumulated one or more years of teaching experience with an 
employing board of education immediately prior to entering military 
service, shall be given credit for such experience with the employing 
board of education in attaining continuing service status, if such teacher 
is re-employed by said board of education within one year after the re- 
lease of that teacher from military service. 
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Section 16: The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not 
affect the remainder. 


Section 17: All laws in conflict with this Act are repealed to the ex- 
tent of such conflict. 


Section 18: This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval of the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

That 
the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Marshall County, Alabama, before 
entering upon the performance of the duties of Clerk of the County 
Court for Marshall County must give bond with sufficient sureties in 
the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars, payable to the State of Alabama, and 
conditioned faithfully to discharge the duties of Clerk of the County 
Court for Marshall County during the time he may continue therein, 
which bond must be approved by the Judge of Probate and filed and 
recorded in the Office of the Judge of Probate, and with surety as pro- 
vided for bonds of Clerks of the Circuit Courts in this State. 


Section 11. Duty of Clerk. That it shall be the duty of the Clerk 
of said Court to procure and keep all necessary documents, records and 
books for the use of said Court, the same as is now or may hereafter be 
required to be kept by Clerks of the Circuit Court at the expense of said 
County. That he shall at ali times keep an office at the Courthouse at 
Guntersville and an office at the Courthouse at Albertville and at all 
times keep said offices open for the transaction of business and shall at 
all timcs skccp 2 deputy Clerk at his office at Albertville and said Depu- 
ty Clerk in the name “of the Clerk may issue all processes in manner 
and form now required by law for said Court, and the Clerk himself 
when required shall likewise issue all papers and processes for said 
Court, both at Albertville and Guntersville. 


Section 12. Solicitor of Court. That the County Solicitor of Mar- 
shall County, Alabama, shall in addition to the duties now required of 
him by law, be the solicitor of said Court along with the Circuit Solicitor 
and shall be required to attend said Court and therein prosecute all 
cases of a criminal or quasi criminal nature where the State is a party 
to the case, the same as the Solicitors are required to prosecute in Cir- 
cuit Courts and for such services he shall be paid, a salary of Two Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars per month which shaii be in lieu uf the amount now 
fixed by iaw for his saiary as Cuuiiy Golicitor, said salary te be payable 
at the end of each month on his order on the County Treasurer ‘and “shall 
be a preferred claim against Marshall County. In case a judicial circuit 
is later formed, or is in existence at the time of the passage or approval 
of this Act, which Circuit consists only of Marshall County, then, in that 
event, the ‘office of the County Solicitor of Marshall County, Alabama, 
will stand automatically abolished, and in such event all of the duties of 
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the County Solicitor and all of his powers and authorities shall be and 
stand transferred to the Circuit Solicitor of said Circuit and said Circuit 
Solicitor shall thereupon perform all such duties of County Solicitor 
without additional compensation. 


Section 13. Costs and fees of officers and witnesses. That all wit- 
nesses in attendance upon said Court must prove their attendance with 
the Clerk at or by the time of the termination of the cause in which they 
were subpoenaed or called to testify and unless they prove their attend- 
ance within that time their fees and mileage shali not be taxed as cost 
nor shall they be recoverable against either party. That the cost, fees, 
commissions, mileage, per diem or other compensation of the Clerk of 
said Court and Sheriff, as officers of The County Court for Marshall 
County, Alabama, for services in said Court shall be the the same as for 
like services in the Circuit Courts of this state; provided, however, that 
said Clerk and Sheriff shall not be allowed to collect any more as ex 
officio fees from the County Treasury than they were collecting or 
would be entitled to under the general laws of the State and all fines 
and forfeiture funds payable to the Clerk and Sheriff for such services 
shall be payable as is now provided by local Act of the Legislature ap- 
proved the 6th day of September, 1935, from the same funds and in the 
same manner, and at the same times. 


Section 14. Costs and fees of officers—How payable. That the fees, 
costs, commissions, mileage, per diem, and other compensation allowed 
to the officers of this Court, unless otherwise provided herein, shall be 
payable in the same manner, in the same amounts, and from the same 
funds as the same are now paid to such officer for like services in the 
Circuit Courts. 


Section 15. Affidavit and Warrants. That a party aggrieved or de- 
siring to bring a charge of misdemeanor before said Court shall apply 
to the Solicitor of said Court, the Clerk of said Court or his Deputy, any 
of the City Clerks, Recorders or Acting Recorders of any of the incor- 
porated cities or towns of said county, for a warrant of arrest and upon 
making affidavit in writing that he has probable cause for believing 
and does believe, that the offense (designating the misdemeanor by name 
or by some other phrase which in common parlance designates it), has 
been committed in said county by C. D. (naming the offender), on the 
person or property, as the case may be of A. B. (naming the person in- 
jured), and then such official above named shall examine the affiant, 
under oath, and other witnesses, if he do desires, touching the offense 
charged in the affidavit, and if such officer has probable cause for be- 
lieving that the offense alleged in the affidavit has been committed he 
shall issue his warrant of arrest which may be in the following form: 


“State of Alabama, Marshall County, County Court. To any Sheriff 
of the State of Alabama; You are hereby commanded to arrest C. D. 
and take him before the County Court for Marshall County at Gunters- 
ville, Alabama (or Albertville, Allabama, as the case may be) at the 
next term of said Court, to answer the State of Alabama on the charge 
of (describe the offense as stated in the affidavit), preferred by A. B. 


Witness my hand this. day of... 1932. 


Said affidavit shall be sufficient if it alleges the commission of the 
offense in the form or forms known as “Code Form” and as set out in 
the Code of the State of Alabama. The affidavit may be amended at any 
time prior to trial to state the same offense. 


Section 16. Bonds on Warrant. The officer issuing the warrant 
provided for in Section 15 of this Act shall set a reasonable bond endorsed 
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upon the warrant at the time of its issuance, failing to do so such bond 
then shall be set by the officer executing the same. 


Section 17. Call of Cases. That every case, civil or criminal, shall 
have at least one per-emptory call in every month, & cases against pris- 
oners shall be called as many more times as may be necessary to secure 
prompt trials. 


Section 18. Court always open. That said Court shall at all times 
remain open for the transaction of business. 


Section 19. Payment of Fines. etc. That all fines and forfeitures 
accruing from the prosecution and trial of criminal cases in this Court 
shall be paid into the fine and forfeiture fund of Marshall County. 


Section 20. Pleading, Practice—Unlawful detainer. That Chapters 
6, 10, 11, 12, 20, 27 and 25 of Title 7 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as 
amended, “and “Chapter 6 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as 
amended, insofar as they are applicable to the Circuit Courts of this State 
are also applicable and shall be deemed to be the law governing such 
matters in this Court insofar as they do not conflict with the provisions 
of this Act and this Court shall also have exclusive jurisdiction of viola- 
tions under Chapter 7 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 and 
Article 3 of Chapter 4 of Title 34 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and 
jurisdiction of Chapter 35 of Title 7 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 when 
the execution, attachment or other like writ originally issued from 
this Court, is levied on the property involved in such claim suit. Ex- 
clusive jurisdiction for the possession of lands under Chapter 3 of Title 
31 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, forcible entry, unlawful detainer, 
and actions in the nature of unlawful detainer is hereby given to said 
Court. All writs under Chapter 3 of Title 31 and affidavits made with 
reference thereto shall be made before and issued by the Clerk of said 
Court and should the defendant make and file a counter-affidavit 
provided for by Section 39 of Title 31 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
then the procedure fixed before the trial of said case before a Justice of 
the Peace shall govern in this Court and the same shall stand for trial on 
the third day after the filing of said affidavit with the Sheriff or Deputy 
serving the process, and the procedure set up in Chapter 3 of Title 31 
of the Code of Alabama of 1940 shall govern in this Court and appeals 
taken from judgments rendered in such cases shall be governed by the 
provisions of said Chapter 3 of ‘litle 31 of the Code of Aiabama of i940. 
Exclusive jurisdiction for the possession of land under Chapter 3 of 
Title 31 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, forcible entry, unlawful de- 
tainex, and actions in the nature of unlaurful detainer is herehy given to 
said Court. Aticle 12 of Chapter 4 of Title 7 of the Code of "1940, as 
amended, shall also be applicable to cases in this Court. 


Section 21. Recording Certificate of Judgment a lien. The owner 
of any judgment rendered in said Court may file in the office of the 
Judge of Probate a certificate of the Clerk as provided by Article 9 of 
Chapter 11 of Title 7 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 which when filed 
shall be a lien on all of the property of the defendant which is subject 
to levy and sale under execution and such lien shall continue for ten 
years after the date of such judgment and no insolvency proceeding or 
declaration of insolvency shall affect or impair such lien shall continue 
for ten ceeding instituted within four months after the filing of the 
certificate of judgment for record as above (provided. The filing ot said 
certificates ot judgment shali be nviive io ali persuiis ul the Existence of 
the lien thereby created and execution may be issued at any time with- 
in ten years from the date of such judgment whether execution has been 
previously issued or not, provided such certificate has been so filed for 
record within ten years from the date of its rendition. 


Section 22. Withdrawing and filing of warrants. That whenever 
two or more warrants or writs of arrest have been issued from said 
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Court and the defendant has not been arrested thereon the Court may 
order said warrants or writs of arrest to be withdrawn and filed and at 
any time thereafter alias warrants or writs of arrest may isssue in said 
case and the cause proceed and be tried as if alias warrants or alias 
writs of arrest had regularly issued returnable to each term of said 
Court. 


Section 23. Terms of Court. That aterm of said Court shall be held 
at the courthouse at Guntersville on the first Monday of each month 
of each year and may continue in session for one week or until the busi- 
ness of said court is disposed of and a regular term of said Court will 
also be held on the second Monday of each month of each year at the 
courthouse at Albertville and may continue in session for one week or 
until the business of said court is disposed of. Special terms must be 
called by the Judge of the Court at any time the business of the Court 
requires. There may be such temporary adjournments of said Court as 
may be deemed expedient and proper by the Judge thereof and he may, 
by order, fix additional times for the holding of said Court. If said 
cases for violation of the rules of the road or laws regulating the use of 
motor vehicles upon the public highways of this state congest, or tend to 
congest, the docket of said Court, it shall be the duty of the Court to 
set a separate date for the trial of such cases not to exceed one day each 
week at the place of holding of said Court and to keep the docket from 
becoming congested. 


Section 24. Territorial Jurisdiction. That said Court is divided in- 
to two territorial jurisdictions one to be known as the Albertville Branch 
of said Court and the other the Guntersville Branch of said Court. The 
territorial jurisdiction of the Albertville Branch of said Court, both 
civil and criminal, shall be the same, except as in this act otherwise pro- 
vided, as the jurisdiction now conferred by law on the Albertville Branch 
of the Circuit Court of Marshall County, Alabama. The territorial juris- 
diction of the Guntersville Branch of said Court, both civil and criminal, 
shall be the same, except as in this act otherwise provided, as the juris- 
diction now conferred by law on the Guntersville Branch of the Mar- 
shall County Circuit Court. 


Section 25. Transfer of Causes. That should a suit or cause of ac- 
tion be brought in either branch of said Court and it should develop 
either on plea in abatement, or motion to transfer that said cause of ac- 
tion was filed in the wrong branch of said Court, then the Court may 
of his own motion or must on motion of either party transfer said suit 
or cause of action to that branch of the Court having original jurisdic- 
tion thereof for trial as provided by this Act, but if no such plea in 
abatement or motion is made it is waived if not transferred. 


Section 26. Appeals. Any party so desiring may appeal to the Cir- 
cuit Court from a decision rendered against him in this Court in the same 
manner that appeals are now taken from Justice of the Peace Courts; 
provided, however, that an appeal bond must be filed and approved with 
good and sufficient surety or sureties in such reasonable amount as the 
Court may prescribe in the appeal, and said bond shall be filed and ap- 
proved within 3 days from the date of taking said appeal, except, where 
shorter time is prescribed by law such shorter time shall prevail. The 
provisions of Chapter 3 of Title 31 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 and 
the bonds herein required shall be required on appeals from this Court 
to the Circuit Court in such cases to which they are now applicable by 
the provisions of Chapter 3 of Title 31 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 


Section 27. Trial Tax. That a fee of Three Dollars, in addition to 
the other cost, shall be taxed in each criminal or quasi criminal case 
against the defendant on conviction or against the prosecutor, if he should 
be taxed with the cost as provided by law, as a trial tax and if not pres- 
ently paid may be collected by execution or by sentence to hard labor 
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and when collected shall be paid into the County Treasury. That a fee 
of Three Dollars, in addition to the other cost, shall be taxed in each 
civil case as a trial tax, the same to be collected as other costs taxed in 
said case and may be collected by execution and when collected shall be 
paid into the County Treasury. All monies herein required to be paid 
into the County Treasury shall be credited to the General fund of said 
County. 


Section 28. Supplies. That the Clerk, with the approval of the 
Judge of this Court, in writing, is authorized to purchase all necessary 
furniture, records, stationery and supplies for the equipment and main- 
tenance of said Court. That the same shall be paid for out of the County 
Treasury upon certificate by the Clerk and countersigned by the Judge 
of said Court. 


Section 29. Suiis-servises. That civil suits or causes cf action shall 
be brought in the same manner and service had in the same manner as 
now or may hereafter be provided by law for suits originating in the 
Circuit Courts of this State. 


Section 30. Solicitor’s Fees. That there shall be taxed and collected 
as cost in all criminal cases in said Court a Solicitor’s fee which shall be 
in the same amount as now collected in Circuit Courts of this State in 
like cases, for the same offense and when collected shall be paid by the 
Clerk into the County Treasury and there shall be taxed and collected as 
cost on all misdemeanor cases in said court a solicitor’s fee which shall 
be in the same amount as is now taxed and collected for misdemeanors 
in county courts of this State in like cases for the same offense and 
when collected shall be paid by the Clerk into the County Treasury and 
the provisions of Section 86 of Title 11 of the Code of 1940 as amended 
shall apply and, provided further, that no solicitor’s fee shall be taxed 
or collected in any case where the defendant is charged with the viola- 
tion of the law of the road or a legal and reasonable rule or regulation 
governing the use of motor vehicles upon the public highways in this 
State and there shall not be taxed and collected any solicitor’s fee against 
any defendant charged with the violation of a law or a valid rule and 
regulation relating to the Game and Fish Laws, rules or regulations of 
this State relating thereto. 


Section 31. Preliminary Hearings. The Judge of said Court shall 
also make examination of all matters of preliminary proceedings, as 
provided in Article 3 of Chapter 6 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama, of 
1040, arising in said Cannty No other Court or officer shall have au- 
thority to hold preliminary hearings in said county, and in such pre- 
liminary proceedings the Judge of said Court is required to take the 
testimony down in writing at the expense of county and he may for that 
purpose employ a shorthand reporter to take and transcribe the testi- 
mony and certify to it as court reporters are required to do in Circuit 
Courts and have the compensation in such case for so taking and tran- 
scribing such testimony. Such person so employed by the Judge of said 
Court shall be paid for their services by the County of Marshall out of 
any funds not heretofore appropriated by the Legislature belonging to 
said County and the charges therefor shall not exceed the charges al- 
lowed to the Judge of Probate for recording instruments admitted to 
record. When transcribed the original of such testimony shall be filed 
with the Clerk and become a part of the record in said cause and kept 
on file in the Oftice of the Clerk. Ali warranis charging the comunissioi 
of a felony shall be issued by the Clerk or other officer authorized to 
issue warrants of misdemeanors returnable to this Court. 


Section 32. Clerk to Certify cases to this court. That it shall be the 
duty of the Ex officio Clerk of the County Court of said County within 
20 days after the passage and approval of this Act to transfer all cases 
then pending on the docket of the County Court as heretofore constituted 
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in Marshall County, Alabama, together with the original of all papers on 
file in said case and he shall place them on the docket of this Court in 
the same numerical order that they appeared upon the docket of the 
County Court as heretofore constituted. Upon the filing of any such 
case from such Court into this Court, this Court herein created shall have 
the original and exclusive jurisdiction of said matter, or matters, and 
of said case the same as if originally brought in this Court. 


Section 33. Indictments for Misdemeanors. This Court shall not 
have jurisdiction of any indictment returned by the Grand Jury for mis- 
demeanor which jurisdiction, in all misdemeanor cases where an indict- 
ment is returned before the Grand Jury of said county, shall remain 
with the Circuit Court of said county. 


Section 34. Witness Fees Criminal Cases. All fees, per diem and 
mileage for witnesses in criminal cases shall be payable as now provided 
by law for cases in the County Court herein abolished and all fees, per 
diem and mileage of witnesses in civil cases shall be payable as fixed by 
law in cases in Circuit Courts. 


Section 35. Search Warrants. That the Clerk of said Court or other 
officer having authority to issue warrants for misdemeanors, shall have 
authority to issue search warrants in the same manner, for the same 
reasons, on the same grounds, at the same times, with the same limita- 
tions, and in the same form that a magistrate may issue a search warrant 
in this state as now or may hereafter be provided by the general laws of 
this state. 


Section 36. Dockets or Court. The Clerk of said Court must on the 
fifth day preceding the holding of any regular term of court as fixed in 
this Act or as may be fixed by an order of the Court properly entered 
of record on its minutes, prepare a docket of all criminal and civil cases 
pending in said Court at that time and which will be heard, called, or 
tried at such next regular term of said court and must mail to each attor- 
ney of record in any case then pending in said court a copy of said 
docket on at least five days preceding the holding of said term of said 
court and he shall also mail to each member of the Bar of said county 
such docket at said time and no case shall be called for trial, over objec- 
aor of any party to such case, unless this section of this Act is complied 
with. 


Section 37. Repeal of Former Act. That the Act of the Legislature 
entitled “An Act. To establish the County Court of Marshall County, 
Alabama; to create and define its jurisdiction; to provide its officers, 
their powers, duties, qualifications and compensations, and manner of 
payment to them; to regulate the compensation of witnesses in said 
Court; to fix the terms of said Court, and the place of holding the same; 
to provide for the transfer of all misdemeanors now pending in the 
County Court of Marshall County which Court is abolished, as now 
constituted, into this Court for trial and provide for the transfer of all 
juvenile cases now pending in the Probate Court of Marshall County, 
Alabama, and of all domestic relations cases brought under the provi- 
sions of Article 3 of Chapter 4 of Title 34 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 
from the Probate Court into this Court; to abolish criminal jurisdiction 
of Justices of the Peace; to regulate payment of fees of officers, and 
witnesses in said Court; to prescribe ruless, regulating the procedure, 
pleading and practice in said Court; to provide for payment of fines 
and forfeitures paid into said Court into the County Treasury of Mar- 
shall County; to provide for the taxing and collecting of County Court 
cost and fees; to provide for registration of certificates of judgments 
from said Court; to make the provisions of Chapters 6, 10, 11, 12, 20, 27 
and 35 of Title 7 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended, applicable 
to said Court; to provide for the transfer of cases from said Court to 
the Circuit Court in case the Presiding Judge in said Court is incompe- 
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tent to try the same; to give the Court jurisdiction of offenses under 
Chapter 7 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and Article 3 of 
Chapter 4 of Title 34 of said Code; to provide for appeals from said court; 
to provide for taxing and collecting solicitor’s fees in said Court and 
provide for their payment into the County Treasury; and provide for 
appeals from Justice Courts in civil cases in Marshall County to said 
Court; to provide for appeals from said Court to the Circuit Court and 
prescribing rules and regulations governing said appeals; to provide that 
the Judge of said Court shall have authority to make examination of 
preliminary proceedings as provided in Chapter 6 of Title 15 of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940; to regulate the practice of law by the Judge of said 
Court; to provide for acquisition of books, equipment and supplies for 
the operation of said Court and its offices; to provide that should any 
Section or part of a Section of This Act be declared unconstitutional or 
invalid, such unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not affect the re- 
maining Sections or parts of Sections of this “Act; and to provide that 
this Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval. ” as approved 
August 7, 1951, be and the same is hereby repealed and the court there- 
by created is hereby abolished. 


Section 38. Judge’s office and expenses. The County shall furnish 
an office for the Judge of said Court, including stationery, postage and a 
telephone and other usual office expenses and supplies. 


Section 39. Limitation of Cost. That there shall be no trial tax col- 
lected and the cost of the Clerk and Sheriff shall not exceed the cost 
that a Justice of the Peace or arresting officer could tax and/or collect in 
Justice Court where the defendant in said case is charged with a mis- 
demeanor committed within said county involving violation of the Game 
and Fish laws and legal rules or regulations regulating the same, and 
of cases for a misdemeanor involving the violation of the laws or legal 
rules of the road, except driving while intoxicated, whether the rules 
of the road be a violation of the statutes or a legally’ adopted or promul- 
gated rule and regulation governing the use of motor vehicles upon the 
public highways in this state whether the defendant pleads guilty or not. 


Section 40. Laws Repealed. That all laws and parts of laws, gen- 
eral, local or special, in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed insofar as the same apply to said 
Court. 

Section 41. Unconstitutionality. Should any clause, section, part of 
section or provision of this Act be declared unconstitutional or invalid, 
the salne sual Lub eiicct the valluity ul Awmaliiig deClivii, clauses, 

parts of sections or provisions thereof. 


Section 42. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective immedi- 
ately upon its approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law. W4c-5-13

H. 160. Relating to the town of Oxford in Calhoun County; to alter, 
rearrange, and extend the boundaries thereof. 


With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited as 
follows:

Notice is hereby given that at the 1953 Regular session of the Leg- 
islature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced and 
application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the town of Oxford in Calhoun County; to alter, rear- 
range, and extend the boundaries thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The boundaries of the town of Oxford in Calhoun County 
are hereby altered, rearranged and extended so that the land and ter- 
ritory herein described shall be embraced within the corporate limits 
of the town: Beginning at the southeast corner of Block No. 15 in the 
town of Oxford, Calhoun County, said point being the northwest corner 
of the crossing of Elm Street and Hale Street or Friendship Road, thence 
east and parallel to the north lines of Sections 29 and 28, Township 16, 
Range 8, to a point 420 feet east of the west line of said Section 28; thence 
north and parallel to the west lines of Sections 28 and 21 to a point 400 
feet north of the south line of the southwest quarter of the northwest 
quarter of said Section 21; thence west and parallel to the center lines 
of Sections 21 and 20 to the west line of the southeast quarter of the north- 
west quarter of said Section 20; thence south along the west lines of the 
southeast quarter of the northwest quarter and the northeast quarter 
of the southwest quarter of said Section 20 to the north line of the South- 
ern Railway right-of-way, the present Oxford city limit line; thence 
southeasterly along the present Oxford city limit line and along the 
northerly right-of-way of the Southern Railway property to the south 
line of the said northeast quarter of the southwest quarter of Section 20; 
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thence west and southerly along the present Oxford city limit lines to the 
point of beginning. And embracing the following land, to-wit: 


Section 29, Township 16, South, Range 8, East. 


The northeast quarter; the northwest quarter lying east of the pres- 
ent Oxford city limit line; the north half of the southwest quarter; the 
north 675 feet of the south half of the southwest quarter; the north half 
of the southeast quarter; the north 675 feet of the south half of the south- 
east quarter.

to all exemptions provided for in the said statutes and that may be here- 
inafter provided for in amendments of the said statutes. The purpose of 
the levy herin made is to provide funds for certain school and charitable 
purposes in the county, as hereinafter set forth in detail. This act shall 
be liberally construed to give effect to its intent and purpose. 


Section 3. Levy of Sales Tax. There is hereby levied in the county, 
in addition to all other taxes of every kind now imposed by law, and 
shall be collected as herein provided, a privilege or license tax against the 
person on account of the business activities and in the amount to be de- 
termincd by the application of rates against gross sales, or gross receipts, 
as the eace may he. as follows: 


(a) Upon every person engaged, or continuing within the county, in 
the business of selling at retail any tangible personal property whatso- 
ever, including merchandise and commodities of every kind and charac- 
ter (not including, however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks), 
an amount equal to one percent (1%) of the gross proceeds of sales of the 
business except where a different amount is expressly provided herein; 
provided, however, that any person engaging or continuing in business as 
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a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross 
proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates specified, when his 
books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales of 
each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax as 
a retailer on the gross sales of the entire business; 


(b) Upon every person engaged, or continuing within the county in 
the business of conducting or operating places of amusement or enter- 
tainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, 
musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, vauda- 
villes, amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball 
games (including athletic contests conducted by or under the auspices of 
any eductaional institution, or any athletic association thereof, or other 
association whether such institution or association be a denominational, 
state, county, or municipal institution or association or a state, county, or 
municipal school, or other institution, association or school), skating 
rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which any exhibi- 
tion, display, amusement or entertainment is offered to the public or 
place or places where an admission fee is charged including public bath- 
ing places public dance halls of every kind and description within the 
county, an amount equal to one percent (1%) of the gross receipts of any 
such business; 


(c) Upon every person engaged or continuing within the county in 
the business of selling at retail any new automotive vehicle, truck trailer 
or semi-trailer, an amount equal to one-third of one percent (1/3 of 1%) 
of the gross proceeds of the sale of said automotive vehicle, truck trailer 
or semi-trailer; 


(d) Upon every person engaged, or continuing within the county in 
the business of selling at retail any used automotive vehicle, truck trailer 
or semi-trailer, where such vehicle was bought by such person for the 
purpose of resale, an amount equal to one-third of one per cent (1/3 of 
1%) of the gross proceeds of the sale of any such used,.automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer or semi-trailer; provided, however, that no tax shall be 
payable with respect to the sale of any used automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer or semi-trailer where it was acquired by the seller thereof as part 
of the consideration for the sale, trade, or exchange in the county of any 
new or used motor vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer. 


Each exemption provided for in the state sales tax statutes, as they 
now exist and as they may be at any time hereafter be amended, shall, 
during the period of time when such exemption shall be effective in said 
statutes, as at any time amended, be applicable to the tax levied in this 
section; provided, that in the event of the repeal of the state sales tax 
statutes, as at any time amended, the exemptions effective therein im- 
mediately prior to any such repeal shall thereafter be applicable to the 
tax levied in this section. In addition thereto there are hereby exempted 
from the tax levied in this section the gross receipts or gross proceeds of 
any business engaged in by any municipal corporation in the county. In 
the absence of any express provision herein to the contrary, all provisions 
and procedures with respect to the application for and issuance of li- 
censes, the making of returns or reports, the contents of returns or re- 
ports, collection and payment of taxes, keeping of records, reporting and 
paying taxes with respect to sales on credit, determination of the amount 
of the tax due, penalties, assessments, notices, and examinations of tax- 
payers and their books provided for in the state sales tax statutes with 
respect to the tax levied in those statutes shall be applicable to the tax 
levied in this section, excepting however the procedure for appeals from 
assessments, and such appeals shall be made as hereinafter set forth; 
provided however that any procedure or provision involving the State 
Department of Revenue which is incorporated herein by reference to the 
state sales tax statutes shall be deemed to apply, with respect to the tax

levied in this section, to the tax board. Every person engaged in any 
business upon which the tax levied in this section is imposed shall add 
the tax herein levied to the sales and admission price with respect to 
which the said tax is levied, and shall collect the same from the purchas- 
er. The tax levy made in this section shall become effective on the first 
day of the first complete calendar month after the expiration of sixty 
days following the date on which this act becomes law. 


Section 4. Levy of Use Tax. (a) An excise tax is hereby imposed on 
the storage, use or other consumption in the county of tangible personal 
property purchased at retail on or after the effective date of the tax levy 
made in section 3 of this act, for storage, use or other consumption in the 
county at the rate of one percent (1%) of the sales price of such property, 
regardless of whether the retailer who made the sale is or is not engaged 
in business in the county, except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section. (b) An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use, or other 
consumption in the county of any new or used automotive venhicie, truck, 
trailer or semi-trailer purchased at retail on or after the effective date of 
the tax levy made in Section 3 hereof for storage, use or other consump- 
tion in the county at the rate of one-third of one percent of the sales price 
of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer or semi-trailer. Every person 
storing, using or otherwise consuming in the county tangible personal 
property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax imposed by this 
section, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the tax has been 
paid; provided, however, that a receipt from a retailer maintaining a 
place of business in the county, showing that the property in question 
was purchased at retail from such retailer and that the tax levied in Sec- 
tion 3hereof has been paid with respect to the purchase at retail of such 
property, shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability 
for a tax under this section with respect to the use, storage, or consump- 
tion of such property. Each exemption provided for in the state use tax 
statutes, as they now exist and as they may at any time hereafter be 
amended, shall, during the period of time when such exemption shall be 
effective in said statutes, as at any time amended, be applicable to the 
tax levied in this section; provided, that in the event of the repeal of the 
state use tax statutes, as at any time amended, the exemptions effective 
therein immediately prior to any such repeal shall thereafter be applica-

Section 5. Payment and Returns. (a) The tax levied in Section 3 
hereof shall be due and payable monthly on or before the twentieth day 
of the month next succeeding the month in which the tax accrues. On or 
before the day on which said tax becomes due and payable every person 
on whom said tax is imposed shall render to the tax board, on a form 
prescribed by the tax board, a true and correct statement showing the 
gross sales, the gross proceeds of sales, or gross receipts of his business, as 
the case may be, for the then next preceding month, the amount of gross 
proceeds or gross receipts which are not subject to the said tax or are not 
to be used for a measurement of the said tax due from such person, and 
the nature thereof, together with such other information as the tax board 
may require, and at the time of making such monthly report such person 
ee pay to the tax board the amount of the tax levied in Section 3 

ereof. 
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(b) The tax levied in Section 4 hereof shall be due and payable 
quarterly on or before the twentieth day of the month next succeeding 
the quarterly period during which the said tax shall have accrued for the 
storage, use or other consumption of tangible personal property. Every 
person purchasing tangible personal property, the storage, use or other 
consumption of which is subject to the tax levied in Section 4 hereof and 
with respect to the retail sale of which the tax levied in Section 3 hereof 
has not been paid, shall, on or before the twentieth day of the month fol- 
lowing the close of the quarterly period within which such storage, use or 
other consumption shall first occur, file, with the tax board a return for 
the preceding quarterly period in such form as may be prescibed by the 
tax board, showing the total sales price of the tangible personal property 
purchased by such person the storage, use or consumption of which be- 
came subject, during the preceding quarterly period, to the tax imposed 
by Section 4 hereof, and such other information as the tax board may 
deem necessary for the proper administration of this act. The return 
shall be accompanied by a remittance of the amount of tax levied in Seo 
tion 4 hereof. 


(c) Any discount at any time allowed under the State Sales Tax 
statutes, as they now exist and as they may at any time hereafter be 
amended, with respect to the tax levied therein shall at such time be ap- 
plicable to the tax levied in Section 3 hereof. Any discount at any time 
allowed by the State use Tax statutes, as they now exist and as they may 
at any time hereafter be amended, with respect to the tax levied therein 
shall at such time be applicable to the tax levied in Section 4 hereof. 


Section 6. Taxes Constitute Debt. The taxes herein levied shall 
constitute a debt due the tax board, and may be collected by civil suit 
brought within three years after the tax has become due and payable. 
The tax board shall have the power to bring and prosecute any such 
suits in its own name. The provisions of this section 6 are cumulative 
and this section shall not be deemed to abridge or limit the power of the 
tax board to use all other methods of collection that are set forth in the 
state sales tax statutes and the state use tax statutes and that are herein 
conferred on the tax board by reference to such statutes or otherwise. 


Section 7. Injunctive relief and accounting. The tax board may, by 
bill or petition filed in the Circuit Court of the county, in equity, obtain 
orders or decrees for either or both of the following: (a) enjoining the 
operation and conduct of any business activities which are subject to the 
tax imposed by Section 3 hereof and with respect to which the said tax is 
delinquent in whole or in part; and (b) an accounting as to the amount of 
said tax due from any person. Any such bill or petition shall be brought 
in the name of the tax board and shall be verified by its chairman or 
secretary. All procedures provided for in Article 4 of Chapter 15 of Title 
37 of the Code of Alabama, wth respect to bills or petitions filed by mu- 
nicipalities under that article, the dissolution or reinstatement of injunc- 
tions, the making and forfeiture of bonds, appeals, and institution of 
subsequent suits shall be applicable to any proceedings for an injunction 
or accounting filed by the tax board pursuant to the provisions of this 
section. The provisions of this section are cumulative and shall not be 
construed to replace or modify any other remedies or methods of collec- 
tion available to the tax board. The enforcement of the lien provided for 
in Section 8 hereof shall not be deemed a waiver of any right acquired by 
Wee board against the bond of a respondent in any proceedings here- 
under. 


Section 8. Taxes a Lien. The taxes herein levied, together with all 
interest and penalties applicable thereto, shall be a lien upon the property 
of the persons required to pay such taxes and all of the provisions of the 
revenue laws of the State of Alabama with respect to the enforcement of 
liens for license taxes to the State of Alabama shall apply to the enforce- 
ment of the lien of the taxes herein levied. The said lien shall attach as 
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of the date any tax shall be due hereunder,-and the said lien shall be su- 
perior to all other liens, except the liens of the state, the county, and the 
municipal corporations in the county securing ad valorem and licenses 
taxes and the liens of any such municipal corporation securing public im- 
provement assessments. 


Section 9. The Tax Board. There is hereby created a board, which 
shall be designated the “Tuscaloosa County Special Tax Board,’ ’and 
which shall have the duty of administering this act, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


(a) Members. The tax board shall consist of five members, one of 
whom shall be elected by the governing body of each of the following: 
the county, the city, the county board of education, the city board of edu- 
cation, and the hospital board. Any member of the tax board may be 
(but need not be) a member of the governing body that elected him and 
may be (but need not be) an employee of any of the following: the coun- 
ty, the city, the county board of education, the city board of education, 
and the hospital board. As soon as may be practicable after this act be- 
comes law, the five members of the tax board shall be elected for initial 
terms and continuing until and including December 31, 1957. Each term 
of the members of the tax board subsequent to the initial term shall be 
for four years, the first of such subsequent terms to commence on Janu- 
ary 1, 1958. Each member of the tax board shall be elected for each such 
subsequent term not earlier than thirty days prior to the commence- 
ment of such subsequent term. The members of the tax board shall serve 
without compensation but shall be reimbursed for actual expenses in- 
curred in and about the performance of their duties as members of the 
tax board. Members of the tax board shall hold office until their succes- 
sors are elected and qualified. If any member of the tax board dies or 
resigns or becomes incapable of acting as such member or ceases to reside 
in the county, his place on the board shall be deemed vacant and the 
governing body which elected him shall, as soon as may be practicable 
thereafter, elect a successor to serve for the unexpired period of his term. 
Any member may succeed himself in office if again elected. 


(b) Organization. As promptly as may be practicable after their 
election for the initial term herein provided for, the members of the tax 
beard shall hold an organization meeting and shall elect from their num- 
ber a chairman and a secretary. In the event all members of the tax 
board shall not have been elected within forty days after the enactment 
of this act, then those members of the tax board who shall have then 
been elected shaii as promipily as inay be practicable thereafter hold euch 
organization meeting and elect said officers. 


(c) Powers. The tax board shall have the following powers: (1) the 
power to administer this act including the collection of the taxes herein 
levied, the payment of the expenses incurred in the administration of 
this act and the collection of said taxes, the distribution of the proceeds 
remaining after payment of such expenses in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 11 hereof, and the management of all matters in- 
cidental to the administration of this act; (2) the power to fix times for 
meetings of the tax board and to prescribe the proceedings to be fol- 
lowed at such meetings; (3) to employ, and to fix and pay the compensa- 
tion of, agents and employees, including a manager charged with ac- 
tively sunervising the administration of this act, and such clerks, ste- 
nographers, attorneys, and other employees as the tax buaid way deci 
necessary for the administration of this act, all of whom shall serve at 
the pleasure of the tax board and none of whom shall be subject to the 
provisions of any civil service law now in effect; (4) the power to exer- 
cise, with respect to the tax levied in Section 3 of this act, all powers and 
functions as to collection of taxes, giving notices, making assessments, 
enforcing and waiving penalties, issuing executions, summoning and 
examining taxpayers and other witnesses, examining of books and pa- 
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pers, and making of demands that are conferred on the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue by the state sales tax statutes with respect to the tax 
levied therein; (5) the power to exercise, with respect to the tax levied in 
Section 4 of this act, all powers and functions as to collection of taxes, 
giving notices, making assessments and jeopardy determinations and 
redeterminations, enforcing and waiving penalties, issuing executions, 
summoning and examining taxpayers and other witnesses, examining 
books and papers, and making of demands that are conferred on the 
State Department of Revenue by the state use tax statutes with respect 
to the tax levied therein; (6) the power to file and enforce the lien pro- 
vided for herein as security for each of the taxes herein levied; (7) the 
power to bring and prosecute suits, to conduct litigation, and to take any 
other legal action necessary to enforce the provisions of this act; (8) the 
power to prescribe forms and fix regulations not in conflict with provi- 
sions of this act; (9) the power to designate from time to time a deposi- 
tory or depositories for tax moneys collected hereunder, and to make 
agreements with such depository or depositories for the custodianship 
and withdrawal of any such moneys; (10) the power to pay premiums on 
fidelity bonds, in such amounts as the tax board may deem expedient, 
covering any of its employees whose duties include the handling of mon- 
eys; and (11) the power to exercise all powers incidental to, and reason- 
ably necessary to the accomplishment of, the powers hereinabove set 
forth in clauses (1) to (10) of this subsection. 


Section 10. Appeals from Assessments. Whenever any taxpayer 
who has duly appeared and protested a final assessment made by the tax 
board is dissatisfied with the assessment finally made, he may appeal 
from said final assessment to the Circuit Court of the county, sitting in 
equity, by filing notice of appeal with the secretary of the tax board and 
with the register of said court within thirty (30) days from the date of 
said final assessment, and in addition thereto by giving bond conditioned 
to pay all costs, such bond to be filed with and approved by the register 
of said court. All provisions of Section 140 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940 pertaining to payment of an assessment unless a su- 
persedeas bond shall be filed and approved, the burden of proof, and the 
procedure to be followed in appeals from the judgment of the said court, 
shall be applicable to appeals from final assessments made hereunder, 
and the tax board shall have with respect to such appeals all the rights 
conferred on and the functions assigned to the Department of Revenue by 
said Section 140. 


Section 11. Disposition of Revenues. Any and all expenses, includ- 
ing (but without limitation to) salaries, office rent, and other expenses 
that may be necessary to provide for the collection and distribution of 
the taxes herein levied as may be authorized or approved by the tax 
board, shall be deducted by the tax board and paid out of the proceeds 
from said collections before any distribution of said proceeds. After 
deduction of said expenses, the tax board shall distribute the remaining 
proceeds from the said taxes as follows: 


(a) Forty percent (40%) of said proceeds remaining shall be paid to 
the county board of education, which shall use said proceeds solely for 
public school purposes in the county, including (but without limitation 
to) payment of any warrants, notes and other obligations of the county 
board of education which have heretofore or may hereafter be issued for 
any public school purposes, together with the interest thereon and the 
necessary expenses in connection with the issuance thereof, acquiring, 
providing, or constructing school houses and related buildings necessary 
or convenient for public school purposes, and equipping, furnishing, 
maintaining, repairing or replacing any such buildings and acquiring 
sites therefor; 


(b) Forty percent (40%) of said proceeds remaining shall be paid 
to the city, which shall use said proceeds solely for public school pur- 
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poses in the city, including (but without limitation to) payment of any 
bonds, warrants, notes and other obligations of the city which have here- 
tofore or may hereafter be issued for any public school purposes, together 
with the interest thereon and the necessary expenses in connection with 
the issuance thereof, acquiring, providing, or constructing school houses 
and related buildings necessary or convenient for public school purposes, 
and equipping, furnishing, maintaining, repairing or replacing any such 
buildings and acquiring sites therefor; 


(c) Twenty percent (20%) of said proceeds remaining shall be paid 
to the hospital board, which shall use said proceeds solely to defray all, 
or a part of, the charges of any hospital operated by the hospital board 
for hospital services furnished to charity patients who are resident citi- 
zens of the county, including any municipality therein. 


The tax proceeds for which distribution is provided in subsections 
(a), (b) and (c) of this section shall be paid over to the county board of 
education, the city, and the hospital board, respectively, on or before the 
tenth day of the calendar month next succeeding the calendar month in 
which such proceeds shall have been received by the tax board. The tax 
board is hereby authorized to retain on hand at all times as a revolving 
or contingent fund for payment of its expenses, as provided for in Section 
9 (c) of this act, such amount of said tax proceeds as it deems expedient; 
provided, that as disbursements are made from said revolving or con- 
tingent fund the tax board shall have the power, immediately or at such 
time as it deems convenient, to restore the moneys so disbursed out of 
the proceeds from the taxes herein levied; and provided, further, that 
the said revolving or contingent fund shall not at any time exceed 10% 
c the peeons made under this act during the then preceding calen- 

ar month. 


Section 12. Suspension of City Ordinance. The accrual of taxes 
under the city’s ordinance No. 1163 adopted on May 6, 1952, as amended 
by the city’s Ordinance No. 1173 adopted on September 30, 1952, shall be 
suspended commencing with the effective date of the tax levy’ made in 
Section 3 of this act; provided, however, that any taxes which shall have 
accrued under said ordinance, as so amended, prior to the effective date 
of the tax levy made in Section 3 of this act may be collected by the city 
after such effective-date Whenever this act shall be repealed or when- 
ever for any reason the levy of taxes hereunder snaii be suspended sor 
shall cease, then aecrual and collection of taxes under said Ordiance No. 
1163, as amended as aforesaid, shall then commence again and continue 
to the same exieut as if this act had not heen enacted. 


Section 13. Severability. If any section, clause or provision of this 
act shall be invalid, and shall be held so to be by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, any such invalidity shall not affect any other section, clause, 
or provision hereof that is not in and of itself invalid; it being the intent 
of the legislature that each section, clause or provision hereof that is not 
in and of itself invalid shall remain in effect in spite of the invalidity of 
any other section, clause or provision of this act.

Section 1. The provisions of any other law or the provisions of any 
rule, regulation or order of the director of the Department of Conserva- 
tion to the contrary notwithstanding, it shall be lawful to hunt, and to 
capture or kill raccoons and opossums in Madison County in the 
nighttime with a light using a 22-caliber rifle or 22-caliber pistol firing 
22-caliber rim-fire ammunition.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment of the Constitution of Alabama 
is proposed: to become valid when approved and proclaimed as provided 
by law: 


Proposed Amendment 


“Any provision of the Constitution or laws of the State of Alabama 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the municipalities of Haleyville and 
Double Springs in Winston County shall have full and continuing power 
and authority, after an ellection held in accordance herewith, to do any 
one or more of the following: 


“1. To purchase, construct, lease, or otherwise acquire real prop- 
erty, plants, building, factories, works, facilities, machinery and equip- 
ment of any kind. 


“2. To lease, sell for cash or on credit, exchange, give and convey any 
such property described in subdivision 1 above, to any person, firm, as- 
sociation or coporation. 


“3. To promote local industrial, commercial or agricultural develop- 
ment and the location of new industries or businesses therein. 


“4, To become a stockholder in any cooperation, association or com- 
pany. 
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“5. To lend this credit or to grant public money and things of value 
in aid of, or to any individual, firm, association, or corporation whatso- 
ever. 


“6. To become indebted and to issue and sell interest bearing bonds, 
warrants (which may be payable from funds to be realized in future 
years), notes or other obligations or evidences of indebtedness, to a 
principal amount not exceeding fifty percent of the assessed value of 
taxable property therein as determined for state taxation, in order to 
secure funds for the purchase, construction, lease or acquisition of any 
of the property described in subdivision 1 above or to be used in further- 
ance of any of the other powers or authorities granted in this amend- 
ment. Such obligations or evidence of indebtedness may (in addition 
to any pledge or pledges authorized by subdivision 8 of this amendment) 
be issued upon the full faith and credit of the municipalities of Haley- 
ae and Double Springs, or may be limited as to the source of their pay- 
ment. 


“7. To levy and collect annually, in addition to all other taxes now 
authorized or permitted, a special tax or taxes of not exceeding two per- 
cent on the value of all taxable property therein as determined for state 
taxation, in the same manner as other county or municipal taxes are 
levied and collected. Such tax may be upon all property in the munici- 
palities of Haleyville and Double Springs, of upon all property in any 
district the boundaries of which the governing body of such munici- 
pality shall describe and which it shall determine to be specially im- 
proved a benefited by any proposed use or expenliture of the proceeds 
of such tax 


“8. To pledge to the payment of any bonds, warrants, notes or ditties 
obligations or evidences of indebtedness the annual proceeds from any 
such special tax or taxes annually until such obligations or evidences of 
indebtedness are paid in full and to pledge thereto any rental or sales 
proceeds of property leased or sold by it. 


“The recital in any ands. warrants, notes or other obligations or 
evidences or indebtedness that they were issued pursuant to this amend- 
ment or that they were issued to provide funds to be used in further- 
ance of any power or authority herein authorized or that any special 
tax herein authorized has been pledged to the payment thereof shall be 
conclusive; no purchase or holder thereof need inquire further; and the 
levy and collection of such tax shall continue until the principal of and 
interest on such obligations or evidence of indebtedness shall have been 
paid in full. The bonds, warrants, notes or other obligations or evidences 
of indebtness issued hereunder shall not be considered an indebtness 
of the municipalitics of Haleyville and Double Springs for the nurnose 
of determining the horrawing canacity. of the county under Section 225 
of the Constitution; and the taxes herein authorized shall be in addition 
to those provided ‘for or permitted in Section 216 of the Constitution 
and all amendments thereto. 


“This amendment shall be self-executing; but the Legislature shall 
have the right and power by general, special or local act to adopt laws 
supplemental to this amendment or in furtherance of the purpose and 
objectives herein above set forth. 
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10. The municipalities of Haleyville and Double Springs shall not 
make any engagement or commitment or undertake any project under 
the provisions hereof unless and until the proposition has been approved 
by a majority of the qualified electors of the respective municipality. 
The governing body may provide for holding such elections, but in no 
case shall an of each of the two municipalities election be held until 
notice of the election and of the proposition to be voted on has been pub- 
lished for at least three successive weeks.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the date of the general election next succeeding the final ad- 
journment of the current session of the Legislature. The election shall 
be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the 
Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 
17 of the Code of Alabama (1940). 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor which proclamation shall 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of 
the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office.

The clerk shall deduct for the 
use of the county five per cent of any sum or sums collected for and re- 
mitted to the state. The trial tax in each criminal case shall be $3.00 and 
the trial tax in each civil case shall be $1.00. The sheriff's fees collected 
by said court shall be paid over to the sheriff by the clerk on the first 
Monday of each month. Any money paid to said clerk on judgments 
rendered in said court shall be paid to the plaintiff or his attorney, on de- 
mands. All the costs, fees, commissions, percentages, and allowances 
allowed the solicitor and clerk of said court, and all witness’ fees shall 
be collected by said clerk and all such amounts so collected, except wit- 
ness’ fees and allowances, shall be paid by said clerk into the county 
treasury on the first Monday of each month, provided that the witness’ 
fees assessed and collected by the clerk shall be retained by him and 
paid over to the witness entitled to same, and to be assessed, collected 
and handled as are witness’ fees so assessed, collected and handled in the 
circuit court of Tuscaloosa County.

The allowances for salaries 
or compensation shall be fixed by resolution of the board of revenue, and 
may be changed at any time by similar resolution. The clerk of the in- 
ferior court shall, subject to the county civil service system, have the 
right to discharge such deputies and assistants as he appoints. The sal- 
aries or compensation of his deputies and assistants shall be paid in 
equal monthly installments out of the general funds of Tuscaloosa Coun- 
ty upon warrants drawn in the same manner as other employees of Tus- 
caloosa County are paid. Immediately upon the passage and approval of 
this Act, the judge shall appoint a competent qualified person to the of- 
fice of clerk, such clerk to have civil-service status and be removable by 
the judge only for cause in accordance with the county merit system 
Act; and it shall be the duty of the board of revenue or like governing 
body to ascertain, determine and fix by resolution the amount of the 
combined salaries or compensation to be paid to the deputies or other 
assistants in the office of the clerk of the inferior court.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To Establish a City of Dothan Pension and Retirement System. 
Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


; Section 1. There is hereby established for the City of Dothan, here- 
inafter called the “City”, a Pension and Retirement System, hereinafter 
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called the “System”, which shall exist and be maintained for the benefit 
of the persons hereinafter named, the funds for which shall be derived 
and raised in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. Membership. The membership of the System shall be 
composed as follows: 


(1.) All persons who are employees of the City of Dothan on the 
date of the enactment of this Act, and who are members of the Alabama 
Employees Retirement System. 


(2.) All persons who become employees after the date of the en- 
actment of this law, their becoming members to be a condition of their 
employment. Elected Officials, City Attorneys, the City Recorder, inde- 
pendent contractors, and temporary employees employed for less than 
ninety (90) days shall not be eligible for membership. 


(3.) Employees drafted or entering directly into the Armed Forces 
of the United States during a national emergency, provided such em- 
ployee does not withdraw his contributions as provided in Section 4 (1), 
and provided such employee returns to the service of the City within one 
(1) year after having been honorably discharged from the Armed Forces, 
and such employee avails himself of the first opportunity for discharge 
or release from the service following the cessation of hostilities, which 
return to the service of the City during this period of one (1) year 
after such honorably discharge or release shall entitle such employee to 
credit for continuous service toward the attainment of conditions required 
for retirement or benefits. 


Section 3. Pension Board. (1.) - There is hereby created a Pension 
Board who shall act as Trustees, and in whom is vested the general ad- 
ministration and management of the System, and the making effective 
the provisions of this Act. The members of the Pension Board, all of 
whom shall serve without compensation, shall consist of the Mayor and/ 
or President of the Board of Commissioners of the City, Chairman of the 
City Board of Education, the City Attorney, the Treasurer of the City or 
Dothan, who shall be the Treasurer of the System and be bonded as re- 
qauired by the Pension Board, and an Employee-Department Head to be 
chosen by other Employee-Department Heads. 


(2.) The Mayor shal] act at all times as Chairman of the Pension 
Board, and in his absence, the majority of the Board shall elect a Chair- 
man to act in his stead. A majority of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, and any action taken shall 
be approved in writing by not less than three (3) of its members. The 
Pension Board shall hold such meetings as are necessary to transact its 
business, and in any event not less than one (1) meeting each three 
(3) months. The City Clerk shall act as Secretary of the Pension Board 
and shall give sufficient notice to its members of all meetings called by 
its Chairman and shall keep a written minute record of all meetings, and 
shall attest all official written documents of the board, which shall be 
written into the official document records of the City Clerk’s Office. All 
necessary accounting records shall be kept under the supervision of and 
in the office of the Clerk-Treasurer of the City, and the necessary clerical 
expense and supplies for keeping required records shall be deemed as an 
authorized expenditure from the general funds of the City. Payments 
from funds shall be made by check drawn by the Clerk-Treasurer and 
countersigned by the Cairman, after having been authorized and di- 
rected by the Board as shown in the minutes. 


(3) Oath of Office of the Pension Board Members. All members of 
the Pension Board, as trustees for the System, within ten (10) days after 
his appointment or election, shall take an oath of office that he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Pension Board and 
that he will not knowingly violate or willingly permit to be violated any 
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of the provisions of law applicable to the System. Such oath shall be sub- 
scribed to by the members making same, certified by the official before 
whom it is taken, and immediately filed in the Office of the Probate 
Judge of Houston County. 


Section 4. The Method of Financing and Composition of Funds. All 
of the assets of the System shall be accounted for according to the pur- 
pose for which they are held among three (3) funds, namely, the An- 
nuity Fund, the Pension Accumulation Fund and the Retirement Fund. 


(1 The Annuity Fund shall be a fund in which shall be accumulated 
contributions from the compensation of members. Contributions to and 
payments from the Annuity Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Five percent (5%) to be deducted from each member’s pay on 
each and every payroll. Each member, as a condition of his or her 
employment, shall be deemed to consent and agree to the deduction 
provided for herein and the payment of such salary or compensation less 
such deductions shall be a complete and full discharge and acquittance of 
all claims and demands whatsoever for the services rendered by such 
person during the period covered by such payment, except as to the 
benefit provided under this Act. The deductions herein provided for 
shall be made notwithstanding that the minimum compensation provided 
for by law for any member shall be reduced thereby. Each amount so 
deducted shall be paid into the Annuity Fund, and shall be credited to the 
individual account of the member from whose compensation said deduc- 
tion was made. 


(b) In addition to the contributions deducted from the compensa- 
tions as herein before provided, any member may redeposit in the An- 
nuity Fund by single payment or by an increased rate of contribution, an 
amount equal to the total amount which he previously withdrew there- 
from as provided in this Act or any part thereof. 


(c) Membership in the System is cancelled upon termination of em- 
ployment, and upon such termination the amount of the deduction made 
from such employees compensations shall be refunded out of the Annuity 
Fund on the following basis and conditions: 


Members employed five years and less, all annuity payroll deduc- 
tions, less ien percent (1690) of such dcductions, which shall he deemed 
as payment to the System to cover the cost of protection afforded therein 
during the term of membership. 


Members employed ten (10) years and over, all annuity payroll de- 
ductions, less two and one-half percent (2%) of such deductions, which 
shall be deemed as payment to the System to cover the cost of protection 
afforded therein during the term of membership. 


Upon termination by death, all annuity payroll deductions shall be 
returned to the properly designated beneficiary of the member without 
any charge or deduction being made for protection as mentioned above. 


(dad) Upon the ierminaiion of cauployiment and momborchip in the 
System, the amount deducted from the refund to such employee as pro- 
vided in Sub-Section (c) above, shall be transferred into the Retirement 
Fund hereinafter provided for. 


(e) Upon the retirement of any employee-member of the system, 
the amount of the annuity funds accumulated or deposited to the credit 
of such retired employee, shall be transferred and credited to the in- 
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dividual account of the retired member in the Retirement Fund. All pay- 
ments to such retired employee shall be charged to his individual ac- 
count, so as to indicate from time to time the total amounts paid to such 
employee as benefits under the system. 


(2) Pension Accumulation Fund. The Pension Accumulation Fund 
Shall be a fund into which the City of Dothan shall deposit each month 
a ieee equal to the payroll annuity deductions from employee-members’ 
salaries. 


(a) Upon the termination of employment and membership in the 
System, the amounts deposited into the Pension Accumulation Fund to 
the credit of such employee terminating employment and membership 
shall be transferred from the Pension Accumulation Fund into the Re- 
tirement Fund to be used for the payment of retirement benefits herein- 
after provided for. 


(b) Upon the retirement of any member as hereinafter provided 
for, the amounts deposited into the Pension Accumulation Fund to the 
credit of such retiring employee shall be transferred from the Pension 
Accumulation Fund into the Retirement Fund and credited to the indi- 
vidual account of the retired employee-member as provided in Section 4 
(1) (e) above, who shall receive benefits from the Retirement Funds as 
hereinafter provided. All payments to such retired employee shall be 
charged to his individual account, so as to indicate from time to time the 
total amounts paid to such employee as benefits under the System. 


(3) The Retirement Fund. The Retirement Fund shall be a fund 
into which shall be deposited all funds transeferred from the Annuity 
Fund and from the Pension Accumulation Fund as provided for in Sub- 
sections (1) and (2) above of Section 4, from which retirement benefits 
are paid. 


(a) In addition to transfers from the Annuity and Pension Accumu- 
lations Funds, the Pension Board may take by gift, grant, devise or be- 
quest, any money, personal property, real estate, or interest therein for 
the benefit of the fund. 


(b) All amounts in excess of $10,000.00 deposited in any one bank 
of any or all the three (3) funds provided for herein shall be forthwith in- 
vested in bonds or securities issued by the Treasurer of the United States, 
and the Pension Board may direct that any portion of the $10,000.00 be 
placed on deposit so as to draw interest. Interest and earnings from in- 
vestments and deposits shall be deposited into the Retirement Fund. 


Section 5. Creditable Service. For the purpose of attainment of the 
period of service required for retirement under the provisiuns of this Act, 
the following conditions shall prevail and none other: 


(1) All persons who are employees of the City of Dothan on the 
date of the enactment of this Act and who are members of the Alabama 
Employees Retirement System, shall receive credit for all prior service 
evidenced by Alabama Employees Retirement System prior years certifi- 
cates, and so long as membership continues, such prior service certificate 
shall be final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to such service 
credited prior to this Act. When membership ceases, such prior service 
certificates shall become void. Should an employee again become a 
member, he shall enter the System as an employee not entitled to prior 
service credit. 


(2) Employee-members drafted or entering directly into the Armed 
Forces of the United States and complying with Section 2. Sub-section 3. 
will receive credit for continuous service. 


(3) Creditable service at retirement, on which retirement allow- 
ances of a member shall be based, shall consist of the membership 
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service rendered by him since he last became a member, and also if he 
has a prior service certificate which is in full force and effect, the amount 
of the service certified on his prior service certificate. 


(4) Anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, any 
member having thirty (30) or more years of creditable service shall be 
eligible to continue in the membership of the System whether employed 
by the City or not, until he files application for service retirement, at 
which time he shall be eligible for all benefits for full retirement as 
though all other conditions and requirements had been attained and ful- 
filled. Continuation of employment beyond thirty (30) years shall en- 
title such an employee’s benefits to be computed on the basis of his total 
years service multiplied by fifty percent (50%) of his average annual 
salary for the previous five (5) years, and divided by thirty (30). 

Section 6. Service Retirement Benefits. 

(1) Any member in service may retire upon written application 
to the Pension Board setting forth at what time, not less than thirty (30) 
days nor more than ninety (90) days subsequent to the execution and 
filing thereof, he desires to be retired, provided said member at the time 
so specified for his retirement, shall have become disable, attained the 
age and/or served the period required under the provisions of this 
Act which said employee desires to be retired. 


(2) Full Retirement. Any employee-member who shall have serv- 
ed or accumulated thirty (30) heed of creditable service, shall be eligible 
for full retirement. Such employee may be retired upon proper applica- 
tion and for the rest of his life receive as a retirement allowance a sum 
payable from the Retirement Fund amounting to the number of years 
creditable service accumulated multiplied by fifty percent (50%) of his 
averere annual salary for the previous five years divided by thirty (30) 
payable in monthly installments, provided no monthly payment shall ex- 
ceed a maximum of $200.00 for thirty (30) years service. 


(3) Any employee-member who has attained the age of sixty (60) 
on his last birthday, and has served or accumulated a total of fifteen 
(15) years creditable service, may retire voluntarily for reasons of his 
own. Upon retirement under the provisions of this section, such em- 
ployees shall receive as a retirement allowance the rest of his life, a 
sum payable from the Retirement Fund equal to the number of years 
creditable service accumulated multiplied by fifty percent (50%) of his

thirty (30), payable in ‘monthly installments. 


(4) Disability Retirement. Any employee-member who has served 
or accumulated as much as ten (10) years creditable service, may be re- 
tired on a disability retirement allowance, provided that a Medical 
Board, to be composed of the County Health Officer and two (2) other 
practicing medical doctors designated by the President of the Houston 
County Medical Association, after an examination of such employee, shall 
certify that such member is mentally or physically incapacitated for fur- 
ther performance of duty, that such incapacity is likely to be permanent 
and that such member should be retired. Upon retirement for disability 
such employee-member shall receive as a retirement allowance for the 
rest of his life, unless such amount shall be modified or changed by 
proper action as hereinaiter provided tor, a sum payabie irom ithe Re- 
tirement Fund amounting to fifty percent (50%) of his average annual 
salary for the previous five (5) years multiplied by the number of years 
creditable service limited to a maximum of twenty (20), and divided by 
twenty (20), payable in monthly installments. 


(5) Any member who, as a result of his employment, in line of 
duty or while discharging his duties, or in the performance of his duties, 
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or as a result of hazardous assignment, and not the result of his own 
misconduct, shall become permanently or totally disable or to the extent 
that he cannot perform properly his former duties of employment or 
duties of a less streneous nature, as an employee of the City of Dothan, 
shall be retired, and shall receive the same retirement allowance as if 
he had served as an employee for twenty (20) years, and become 
totally disabled. Provided, however, that such retired member shall sub- 
mit to medical examinations hereinafter required. In the event an em- 
ployee retired under this section shall be found mentally or physically 
capable of performing duties of a less streneous nature, then such em- 
ployee may upon the concurrence of the Pension Board, and the Gov- 
erning body, be employed in such capacity at the prevailing salary 
for such work as is provided by the City of Dothan Civil Service Act. 
Upon the return to employment under the provisions of this section, the 
period of retirement provided herein, together with all prior services 
shall be credited to such employee, in the ultimate attainment of full 
retirement. 


(6) Re-Examination Of Members Retired On The Account Of Dis- 
ability. 


Once each year during the first five (5) years following the retire- 
ment of a member on a disability allowance and once in every three (3) 
year period thereafter, the Pension Board may, and upon his application 
shall, require any member so retired who has not yet attained the age 
of sixty (60) to undergo a medical examination such examination to be 
made at the place of residence of such members, or other place mutually 
agreed upon by a physician or physicians of, or designated by the Medical 
Board. Should any member drawing disability retirement allowance who 
has not attained the age of sixty (60) refuse to submit to such medical ex- 
amination, his allowance will be discontinued until such member submits 
to an examination, and should his refusal continue for one (1) year, all 
his right in and to his pension may be revoked by the Pension Board. 
Should the Medical Board report and certify to the Pension Board that 
a member retired on disability is engaged in or is able to engage in a gain- 
ful occupation paying more than the difference between his retirement 
allowance and his average final compensation and should the Pension 
Board concur in such report, then the amount of his pension shall be re- 
duced to an amount which, together with his annuity and the amount 
earnable by him, shall equal the amount of his average final compensa- 
tion for the last five (5) years of his of her employment with the City. 
Should his earning capacity be later changed, the amount of his pension 
may be further modified; provided, that the new pension shall not ex- 
ceed the amount of the pension originally granted, nor an amount which, 
when added to the amount earnable by the beneficiary together with 
his annuity, exceeds the amount of his average final compensation for 
the last five (5) years of his or her employment with the City. 


Section 7. Death Of Retired Employee. In the event any retired 
employee dies before having received as retirement allowancs, a sum 
equal to his annuity payroll deductions, and the like amount deposited 
to his credit by the City in the Pension Accumulation Fund, the balance 
of this sum shall be paid to his properly designated beneficiary in a lump 
sum payment. 


Section 8. Exemptions. No portion of, or any of the funds or se- 
curities, either while held by the System or after distribution to em- 
ployee-members as retirement allowances, shall be subject to, or exacted, 
on account of any taxes, nor be subject to garnishment, levy, execution, 
attachment, nor be subject to assignment or any process of collection of 
debts, provided this shall not apply to assignments or debts to the System 
or to the City. No liability of the System for the return of contributions 
shall be subject to assignment and payment to personal representatives, 
except to properly designated beneficiaries in case of death, and no lia- 
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bility of the System for return of contributions shall be subject to any 
process in connection with debts. 


Section 9. Perpetuity Of System And Relief Of Members Already 
Retired. 


(1) Until such time that a sufficient amount is available to the Re- 
tirement Fund from the sources hereinabove provided for to meet the 
retirement obligations of the Systems, the City, upon concurrence of the 
Pension Board, shall appropriate a sufficient amount of its general reve- 
nue not otherwise pledged to meet such Retirement Fund obligations as 
they mature each month, such appropriation for any year shall not ex- 
ceed two percent (2%) of the total revenue of the City from general 
sources and for general purposes. 


(2) For the purpose of additional relief and benefit to its employee- 
members already retired through the Alabama Employees’ Retirement 
System prior to the enactment of this Act, the City may, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Pension Board, appropriate an additional sum to the 
Retirement Fund as provided in Sub-Section (1) above, provided that 
such appropriation, and payment, to such retired employee-member 
shall be an equal percentage to each retired member not to exceed fifty 
percent (50%) of the amount such retired employee-member was receiv- 
ing upon the enactment of this Act. 


Section 10. Withdrawal From The Alabama Employees’ Retirement 
System. 


(1) Funds paid over to the City System from the Alabama Employ- 
ees’ Retirement System, including all annuity payroll deductions, pen- 
sion accumulation funds paid by the City, both normal and accrued lia- 
bility, together with all funds held in reserve for City of Dothan em- 
ployees already retired under the Alabama Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem, shall be deposited into the respective funds named in Section 4 
hereof and credited to each individual member’s account, which funds 
shall be held in trust and retrospectively considered as funds contributed 
for all purposes provided in this Act. 


(2) In consideration of the transfer of such funds from the Alabama 
Employees’ Retirement System, all funds contributed by the City of Do- 
than to ihe Expense Puna of the Alabama Employces’ Retirement Sys- 
tem, shall be deemed as full payment by the City and its employees for 
the expenses of the administration of the Alabama Employees’ Retire- 
ment Svstem in so far as the City and its employees are concerned. In 
further consideration of the transfer of funds to the City System by the 
Ala. Employees’ Retirement System, the City shall assume all obli- 
gations for the payment of benefits to City employees already retired 
under the provisions of the Alabama Employees’ Retirement System pre- 
vious to the approval of this Act. 


Section 11. Excess Retirement Funds. 


(1) All annuity payroll deductions and pension accumulation funds 
transferred to the Retirement Fund upon the retirement of any member 
shall be credited to such members’s account and held in trust for no other 
purpose except for the payment of such members retirement benefit or to 
such member’s properly designated beneficiary upon termination by 
death. Payments to such member shall be charged against his account, 
so as to reflect the unpaid baiance. 


(2) After the amounts accumulated for such retired member’s cred- 
it in (1) above have been paid back to such member as benefits, con- 
tinued benefits shall be paid out of funds accruing to the Retirement Fund 
under the provisions of Section 4 and payment of such continued bene- 
fits shall be continually charged to such retired member’s account so as 
to reflect the amount paid in excess of credits provided for in (1) above. 
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(3) When the Retirement Funds which have not been acquired by 
transfer to the account of an individual retired member reaches an 
amount sufficient to pay all retired members who have exhausted funds 
transferred to their credit from the Annuity and Pension Accumulation 
Funds for a period of ten (10) years and longer, then such an amount in 
excess of that required to pay such members for such ten (10) year 
period, based upon the previous months retirement payments to such 
members, which have been paid into the Retirement Fund by the City 
under the provisions of Section 9 shall be returned to the General Funds 
of the City. 


Section 12. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming a law, 
and upon the enactment of an amendment to the Alabama Employees’ 
Retirement System Acts which shall permit the City and its employees to 
withdraw from said Alabama Employees’ Retirement System, and upon 
the assurance of payment of funds held for present City Employee mem- 
bers over to the City System.

the situation.

JOINT REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FROM ALABAMA AND THE 
COMMITTEE FROM FLORIDA ON THE FLORIDA-ALABAMA 
BOUNDARY AT THE MOUTH OF THE PERDIDO RIVER 


At the locality of the Perdido River the Constitution of Florida de- 
scribed the state’s boundary as: 


“Commencing at the mouth of the river Perdido; from thence up the 
middle of said river to where it intersects the south boundary line of the 
State of Alabama, and the thirty-first degree of north latitude; thence 
due east...” et cetera. 


The last two calls of the boundary description are: 


“thence northwestwardly three leagues from the land to a point west 
of the mouth of the Perdido river; thence to the place of beginning.” 


The Constitution of the State of Alabama in the same locality de- 
scribes that state’s boundary as: 


“Beginning at the point where the thirty-first degree of north lati- 
tude crosses the Perdido river;” 


and then east, north, west, and 


“thence southwardly along the line of the State of Mississippi, tu the 


of the shore, to the Perdido river; thence up the said river to the begin- 
ning;” 


While the Alabama boundary description does not specify middle of 
the river as does that of Florida, it is clear that the boundary between the 
two states cannot be other than common, wherever that boundary may 
be. 


The particular locale in question is at the mouth of the Perdido river 
where the same passes between a headland in Florida and a headland in 
Alabama as the river reaches the Gulf of Mexico. 


Both headlands are the termini of low-lying narrow sand ridges or 
peninsulas, between which the river enters the gulf. These ridges border 
directly upon the open gulf and are subiect to the action of the wind, 
wave and current. Even under normal conditions of sea and weather 
ihere is constant, though imperceptible, day by day movement along the 
shore of the headlands and at either side of the mouth of the river which 
in time produces a slow shifting of the river’s mouth or pass. During 
severe winds from the gulf the change is relatively rapid and has at times 
breached the narrow peninsula on one side or the other, forming a new 
mouth or pass. One such occurred in 1906 as the result of a hurricane 
which breached the peninsula on the Florida side. The new pass became 
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filled some years later. The original pass or mouth remained open, shift- 
ing back and forth. 


Resulting from the shifting of the river’s mouth, the boundary be- 
tween Florida and Alabama in that locality has likewise shifted. 


The problem of the two committees was to find a location for the 
common boundary between Florida and Alabama at the mouth of the 
river which would satisfy as nearly as practicable the middle of the river 
location and permanently fix the boundary at that location. The two 
committees, acting jointly, examined the locality on the ground, the phys- 
ical characteristics of the terrain, studied maps, plats, charts, aerial photo- 
graphs and other data disclosing what had taken place through the years 
since 1827, and procured information from residents in nearby areas fa- 
miliar with conditions, past and present, within their lifetime. 


Originally, on the Alabama side, a narrow peninsula extended from 
just inside the mouth of the Perdido river eastward for a distance of ap- 
proximately five miles. On the Florida side a narrow peninsula south 
of that in Alabama extended westward for approximately six miles to 
the mouth of the river. The Florida peninsula, overlapping that of Ala- 
bama, borders upon the open gulf and is separated on the north from 
the Alabama peninsula by the river. At the west end of the Florida 
peninsula is the mouth of the river commonly referred to as Perdido 
Pass. The river separating the two peninsulas passes landward around 
the west end of the Florida peninsula and eastward between the two to 
the east end of the Alabama peninsula; thence around the east end there- 
of and westward along the north side of that peninsula between it and 
the bank of the river on the Florida side. At about the middle and north 
ot Alabama peninsula, the river opens up into Perdido Bay. Upstream 
to the northeastward, approximately fifteen miles, the bay becomes nar- 
row and river characteristics again prevail continuously to the Alabama- 
Florida line at parallel thirty-first degree north latitude. 


About 1882 an opening believed to have been artifically made came 
into existence across the Alabama peninsula to the northward of the 
mouth of the Perdido river and provided a short direct connection be- 
tween Perdido Bay and the Gulf of Mexico. This opening made an is- 
land of that part of the Alabama peninsula to the eastward, called “Ono 
Island”. This opening has persisted through many years and will prob- 
ably continue unless, through some freakish behavior of nature’s agen- 
cles, it becomes closed. This short cut from the bay to the gulf diverted 
the river current and the ebb and flow of tide from the former channel 
around the Alabama peninsula, causing, together with wind blown sand, 
a slow shoaling of the old river channel between that peninsula and the 
one on the Florida side. From a former depth of six to ten feet the old 
river is now but a foot or two in depth in its shallow places. It is not 
unlikely that it may become completely filled as time goes on, and there- 
fore the suggestion hereinafter made for its marking. 


Without going into detail covering our reasons therefor other than 
as may be drawn from that hereinbefore stated, the two committees act- 
ing jointly make the following recommendations: 


1. That for boundary purposes, the middle of the Perdido River at 
its mouth be fixed at Latitude 30° 16’ 53” North and Longitude 87° 31’ 06” 
West; that this point be the control point; that said point be referenced 
to permanent concrete witness monuments on the shore safe against de- 
struction. Said point is within the eastern and western limits of the 
migratory movement of the mouth of the river. 


2, That a boundary line be fixed, as nearly as may be, in the axis of 
the mouth of Perdido River. That this line shall pass through the control 
point and run due north and south and have as its northern terminus 
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a point at Latitude 30° 17’ 02” North and Longitude 87° 31’ 06” West 
and as its southern terminus a point one thousand feet due south of the 
control point. 


3. That from the northern terminus of the boundary line at the mouth 
of the Perdido River, a line passing up the middle of the old river be- 
tween Ono Island in Alabama and the peninsula to the southward in 
Florida, extending to and around the east end of Ono Island, be deter- 
mined for boundary purposes as follows: 


From the north end of the boundary line at the mouth of the river; 
thence by a straight line to a point at Latitude 30° 18’ 00” North, Longi- 
tude 87° 27’ 08” West; thence to a point in the center line of the Intra- 
coastal Canal at Longitude 87° 27’ 00” West. 

4. In view of the recent Act of Congress restoring ta the maritime 
states of the Union the offshore areas within their respective limits, that 
the seaward boundary between Florida and Alabama be fixed conform- 
able, as nearly as may be, to the boundary calls of the Constitution of the 
respective states as follows: 


From the south end of the boundary line at the mouth of the river; 
thence south 00° 01’ 00” West to the seaward boundary of the respective 
states. 


5. That upon completion of the work described in 1 to 4, accurate 
drawing thereof, accompanied by field notes of survey, be prepared. 
That for Florida, in pursuance of Section 253.41 Florida Statutes, the 
same be filed as a state survey for Florida in the field note division of 
the office of Commissioner of Agriculture as a permanent record. That 
for Alabama the same be filed as a permanent record in the office of the 
Secretary of State of the State of Alabama. 


6. That the Legislature of both states, now in session, take such ac- 
tion as may be appropriate for confirming the location at the mouth of 
the Perdido River mutually agreed upon by the two committees, acting 
jointly, as the common boundary between the State of Florida and the 
State of Alabama conforming to the boundary as defined in the Consti- 
tution of the respective states. 


Attached hereto is a map of the area herein referred to showing the 
recommended location for the boundary between Florida and Alabama 
conforming to the Constitution of each respective state as the same re- 
lates to the Perdido Hiver.

The Commissioner of Corrections, with the approval of the Board, 
shall have the authority to appoint Deputy Commissioners, not to exceed 
two, and to define their duties. Their salaries shall be fixed by the Board, 
not to exceed $8,000.00 per year.

“Section 2 (a). The Board shall consist of five members who shall be 
residents and qualified electors of the State of Alabama, no two of whom 
shall reside in the same congressional district. No members of the Board 
shall hold any other office or profit or trust under the United States, the 
State of Alabama or any political subdivision thereof. The first five 
members of the Board shall be appointed to serve for the following 
terms: One member shall be appointed for 10 years; one for 8 years; one 
for 6 years; one for 4 years and one for two years. Their successors shall 
be appointed for terms of 10 years. No person who has served on the 
Board shall be eligible for reappointment. The Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Alabama, the presiding Judge of the Court of Appeals of 
Alabama and the Lt. Governor of Alabama shall nominate three persons 
for each of the five members of the Board on the original appointment of 
same and they shall designate in their nominations the term for which 
each three names are nominated and submit these names for each of the 
original terms to the Governor who with the advice and consent of the 
Senate shall appoint one person for each term from the list submitted by 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, the presiding Judge 
of the Court of Appeals and the Lt. Governor of Alabama for original 
appointment to the Board. Vacancies on the Board for any unexpired 
term shall be filled in the following manner: The Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Alabama, the presiding Judge of the Court of Appeals 
of Alabama and the Lt. Governor of Alabama shall nominate three per- 
sons and submit their names to the Governor, who, with advice and con- 
sent of the Senate shall appoint one person from the list submitted to the 
Board for the unexpired term. The method of appointment by the Gov- 
ernor to the Board for a full term shall be the same as to fill a vacancy 
for an unexpired term. In the event the Senate refuses to confirm any 
appointment of the Governor for the initial term, for an unexpired term, 
or for a full term, then the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama, the presiding Judge of the Court of Appeals of Alabama and the 
Lt. Governor of Alabama shall nominate three additional persons for that 
position on the Board and submit their names to the Governor so that he 
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may select an appointee for the original term, an unexpired term or a 
full term which appointee by the Governor shall be submitted to the Sen- 
ate for confirmation. Add interim appointments by the Governor shall 
be made from those nominated by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Alabama, the presiding Judge of the Court of Appeals of Alabama and 
the Lt. Governor and shall be effective in all cases. No member of the 
Board shall have any financial interest in any transaction with the Board 
or in any transactions involving any institutions under the Board or the 
Commissioner of Corrections.”

A chairman of the Board shall be 
elected at the general election to be held in 1958, and every four years 
thereafter. The chairman shall be elected from the county at large by 
the qualified electors of the entire county. A candidate for chairman of 
the Board must be a qualified elector and legal resident of Lauderdale 
County. One associate member of the Board shall be elected from each 
district established by Section 3 of this act by the qualified electors of 
such district. However, the present county commissioners shall serve 
as associate members of the Board until their successors are elected and 
qualified. Associate members of the Board from Districts 2 and 4 shall 
be elected at the general election to be held in 1956, and every four years 
thereafter. Associate members of the Board from Districts 1 and 3 shall 
be elected at the general election to be held in 1954, and every four years 
thereafter. A candidate for associate member of the Board must be a 
resident and qualified elector of the district he represents and shall con- 
tinue to reside therein during his continuance in office. The chairman 
and associate members of the Board shall hold office for terms of four 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
ene their election and until their successors are elected and quali- 
ied. 
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Section 3. For the purposes of this act Lauderdale County is divided 
into four districts, as follows: District 1 shall be composed of Beats 1, 
2, 3, and 4; District 2 shall be composed of Beats 5, 6, 7, 8, and 19; District 
3 shall be composed of Beats 9, 10, and 11; and District 4 shall be com- 
posed of Beats 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18. 


Section 4. The Board shall hold regular meetings on the first and 
third Monday of each month and may hold special meetings upon the 
call of the chairman or any three members of the Board. Three mem- 
bers of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. The Board shall keep complete and accurate minutes of all meet- 
ings, business transactions, and resolutions; and the vote of each mem- 
ber shall be recorded in the minutes. At each meeting the minutes of 
the previous meeting shall be read, and all minutes shall be open to 
public inspection at reasonable times. 


Section 5. The chairman of the Board shall devote his entire time to 
the duties of his office, and shall receive an annual salary of five thous- 
and two hundred dollars ($5,200.00) for the performance of his duties as 
chairman and as purchasing agent as hereinafter provided. The associ- 
ate members of the Board shall each receive an annual salary of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000). The salaries of the chairman and associate 
members of the Board shall be paid in equal monthly installments out 
of the general fund of the county. 


Section 6. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, the 
chairman and associate members of the Board shall each execute a bond, 
in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) in the case of the chair- 
man, and in the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) in the case of 
the associate members. Such bonds shall be payable to Lauderdale 
County, with good and sufficient surety, and shall be conditioned upon 
the faithful discharge of their duties of office. The bonds shall be filed 
and recorded in the office of the judge of probate of Lauderdale County, 
and the premium thereon shall be paid by the county. 


Section 7. Except as otherwise provided herein, the Board shall 
have all the jurisdiction and powers which are, or hereafter may be, 
vested in courts of county coimmissiviiers ur vilier iike county govern- 
ing bodies by the general laws of the State, and the members of the Board 
shall perform all the duties and services and exercise all the powers 
which are, or hereafter may be. provided by law for memhers nf enurts 
of county commissioners or other like county governing bodies. The 
Board of Revenue of Lauderdale County shall have no authority: 


1) To employ or discharge or regulate or control in any manner 
personnel for the construction, maintenance, or repair of county roads 
and bridges; 


2) To contract for or purchase any services, supplies, equipment, 
machinery, or materials used in the construction, maintenance, or re- 
pair of county roads or bridges; 


3) To pay or order payment to any person, firm, or corporation for 
services rendered or supplies, equipment, machinery, or materials piro- 
vided in the construction, maintenance, ar repair of county reads or 


bridges. 


Section 8. 1) The chairman of the Board shall be purchasing agent 
for the county. He shall purchase for the county officials, the county 
offices, and every department of the county, all books, stationery, sup- 
plies, office equipment, printing and printed matter, blanks, forms, ma- 
chinery, equipment, tools, materials, and supplies needed by such coun- 
ty officials, offices, and departments. The purchasing agent shall pur- 
chase such commodities and supplies at the best prices obtainable, and 
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shall receive competitive bids on purchases or contracts whenever com- 
petitive bidding is possible and practicable. However, the purchasing 
agent shall make no purchase involving an amount in excess of two hun- 
dred fifty dollars ($250.00) without the prior approval of the Board. 


2) Such commodities and supplies shall be furnished only upon writ- 
ten requisition setting forth the articles needed and signed by the officer 
for whose office the articles are requested. The requisitions are to state 
by items the articles that are desired and needed, that the articles are 
necessary, that the amount of the ‘requisition is not excessive, and that 
no part of the articles will be used except in conducting the public busi- 
ness. The requisitions, with the purchase invoices attached, shall be 
kept on file in the office of the chairman of the Board of Revenue, in an 
orderly manner, as a permanent record subject to public inspection at all 
reasonable times. 


3) The purchasing agent shall keep a current inventory of all prop- 
erty owned or leased by the county, which inventory record shall show 
where such property is located and in whose possession or under whose 
control it is. 


Section 9. The Board of Revenue shall have the right to employ 
a clerk-stenographer for the chairman of the said board at a salary not 
exceeding $300.00 per month, which salary is to be fixed by the board. 


Section 10. Should any vacancy occur in the said Board of Revenue 
such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the Governor for the un- 
expired term. 


Section 11. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this act, and Act. No. 198, Acts of Alabama, Regular Session, 1951, page 
459, specifically, are repealed.

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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Act approved August 19, 1949, entitled “An Act to 
provide for absentee voting in primary, general, special, and municipal 
elections: Prescribing penalties for violations of the Act and repealing 
conflicting laws” (Act No. 424, H. 351, Acts of 1949, p. 601), as amended 
by Act No. 4, H. 5, approved August 11, 1950 (Acts, Fourth Special Ses- 
sion, 1950, p. 43), is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all elections 
hereafter held in the State of Alabama, except elections on constitutional 
amendments and other questions submitted to popular vote. 


“Section 2. Any qualified elector of this State whose regular busi- 
ness or occupation is regulated either by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission or by the Alabama Public Service Commission, or who is in 
service as a member of the armed forces of the United States, and whose 
regular duty requires that he be absent from the county on the date any 
primary, general, special, or municipal election is to be held, may vote in 
whe election in the manner and under the regulations hereinafter pre- 
scribed, 


“Section 3. Not less than twenty-one days prior to the holding of any 
election to which this Act pertains, the officer charged with the printing 
and distribution of the official ballots and election supplies shall cause 
to be delivered, to the register in chancery of each county in which the 
election is held, or the person designated to serve in his stead as provided 
in Section 4 of this Act, a sufficient number of the absentee ballots and 
the envelopes hereinafter provided for and other necessary election sup- 
plies. In the event the register is a candidate in the election, he shall, 
immediately upon receipt of such ballots and envelopes and supplies, 
deliver the same to the person herein authorized to act in his stead. 


“Section 4. (a) In any election to which this Act pertains, when 
the register is a candidate for any office, he shall be disqualified from 
performing any of the duties in reference to the handling of absentee 
ballots which are herein imposed on him. The register shall, at least 
thirty days prior to the date of the election, certify his candidacy or that 
he is disqualified to so serve or that he is otherwise prevented from 
serving to the presiding circuit judge of the county. Thereupon, the 
judge shall appoint a person qualified by training and experience and 
who is a qualified elector of the county and who is not a candidate in 
the election to perform the duties of the register as prescribed by this 
Act and designate the place or office where said duties shall be per- 
formed.

The voter shall present to the register or to the person 
designated to serve instead of the register a certificate signed by his 
employer certifying the occupation or business of the voter, that the 
occupation or business is regulated by either the Interstate Commerce 
Commission or the Alabama Public Service Commission, and that the 
voter’s regular duties will require him to be absent from the county of 
his residence on the date of the election. If the name of the voter is 
on the official list of qualified voters of the county, or if the voter makes 
an affidavit for a challenged vote or presents a certificate from the 
judge of probate, and the register is satisfied that the voter is the per- 
son he claims to be, and a member of the party in which he claims to 
be a member, the register shall tender the voter the duplicate absentee 
ballot required for this Act, including necessary carbon paper, and the 
required envelope, first filling in the blanks in the upper left corners 
thereof.

“Any prospective absentee voter meeting the requirements of Section 
2, above, who is a member of the Armed Forces of the United States of 
America, may, not more than forty nor less than five days prior to the 
election at which he desires to vote, make application by United States 
mail in writing, to the register or person designated to serve instead of 
the register, for an absentee ballot as herein provided to be made by 
a prospective voter in person. Such application shall have attached 
thereto a certificate signed by the commanding officer of such person, 
certifying that such person is then serving in the Armed Forces of the 
United States. The affidavit herein provided to be attached to the ab- 
sentee ballot shall be executed by the prospective voter in person be- 
fore his commanding officer who shall certify to such fact. Such ballot 
shall be returned by United States mail to the register or to the person 
acting in his stead and shall be by him marked the day and hour of the 
receipt thereof. When received by the register or person acting in 
his stead, the ballot shall be handled and counted in the same manner 
as ballots voted before the register in person. 


“Section 10. The voter shall mark his ballot in secret in a booth to 
be provided for the purpose and subscribe before the register or other 
person designated in the register’s stead to the affidavit hereinabove 
required without departing from the office of the register and with- 
out any assistance unless incapacitated as prescribed by law. The 
register then shall complete the statement and affix his signature as 
prescribed in Section 6 or 7, above, and return the ballot to the voter. 
The original of the ballot then shall be sealed by the voter in the 
envelope marked ‘Original for County Election Officials’; the carbon 
copy, sealed by the voter in the envelope marked ‘Carbon Copy for 
Secretary of State’; both sealed envelopes shall be given to the register. 
At the close of each day, the envelopes for the Secretary of State shall 
be placed in a larger envelope by the register and mailed by registered 
mail on that day to the Secretary of State, State Capitol, Montgomery, 
Alabama, The register shall retain the envelopes, marked ‘Original for 
as Election Officials,’ securely in his possession until the day of 
election. 


“Section 11. For every primary, general, special, or municipal elec- 
tion, there shall be appointed three managers, two clerks, and a returning 
officer, named and notified as are other election officials under the 
general laws of the State, who shall meet, at the regular time of clos- 
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ing of the election on that day, in the office of the judge of probate for the 
purpose of receiving, counting, and returning the ballots cast by absent 
voters. The returns from the absent box shall be made as required 
by law for all other boxes. It shall be unlawful for any election official 
or other person to publish or make known to anyone the results of 
the count of absentee votes before the polls close. It is provided, how- 
ever, that in counties with populations of 50,000 or more, there shali be 
appointed three managers, two clerks, and one returning officer for each 
200 absentee ballots, or fractions thereof, cast at the election. In such 
counties, the appointing board for the election shall meet in the office 
four days before the election, determine the number of officials to be 
appointed, and appoint and notify them as other election officials are 
appointed and notified. It is provided, further, that this Section shall 
not apply to municipal elections, in cities and towns of less than 10,000 
inhabitants, which are held at a time different trom a regular primary 
or general election. 


“Section 12. On the morning of the day of the election, the register 
shall deliver all ballots in sealed envelopes marked ‘Original for County 
Election Officials’ to the election officials provided for in Section 11. 
In counties with populations of 50,000 or more, the register shall deliver, 
as nearly as may be, an equal number of ballots to each set of officials 
appointed to receive, count, and return them. As regards cities and 
towns with populations of less than 10,000 in the case of municipal elec- 
tions held at a time different from a regular primary or general elec- 
tion, such ballots shall be delivered to the election officers of the pre- 
cincts of the respective voters. The ballots in sealed envelopes marked 
‘Carbon for Secretary of State’ shall each day as voted be properly 
packaged and labeled and sent by registered mail to the Secretary of 
State, State Capitol, Montgomery, Alabama. 


“Section 13. The ballots delivered by the register to the election 
officials as provided by Section 12 shall be counted and disposed of and 
returns therefor made as regular ballots are counted and disposed of and 
returns therefor made under the general laws of the State. 


“Section 14. The packages of ballots mailed by the register to the

request to the Secretary of State. In event of a contest, the ballots 
procured from the Secretary of State may be used in lieu of the original 
ballots cast at the election. 


“Section 15. The register shall each day post at the county court- 
house on the regular bulletin or notice board, an accurate list of the 
names, residences, and polling places of voters voting absentee ballots 
on that day. Three days before the holding of any election, he shall post 
at the courthouse, on the regular bulletin or notice board, a complete 
list of the names, residences, and polling places of all voters voting 
absentee ballots in the election. At the time the register delivers the 
ballots to the election officials at the office cf the Judge of Probate, he 
shall file a similar list of all voters voting ahsentes hallats with the Pro 
bate Judge, who shall keep the same for public inspection. A copy of 
the list filed with the Judge of Probate shall on the same day be sent 
by registered mail to the Secretary of State, and Secretary of State 
shall keep the copy available for public inspection for 90 days. 


_ “Section 16. The register shall, before the polls open at any elec- 
tion, cause to be delivered to the election officers of each polling place 
a list showing the name and address of every person whose name ap- 
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pears on the official list of qualified electors for such polling place 
who voted an absentee ballot in the election. The name of every such 
person shall be stricken from the list of qualified electors kept at the 
polling place, and the person shall not vote again. 


“Section 17. For his services under this Act during the twenty days 
prior to each election to which this Act pertains and for his services on 
the day of the election, the register, or person acting in his stead, shall 
be paid the sum of fifty dollars ($50). Such payment shall be made from 
the county treasury, except in the case of a municipal election held at 
a time different from a primary or general election, in which event 
payment shall be from the city or town treasury. 


“Section 18. In any municipal election that is held at a time 
different from a primary or general election, the duties with reference 
to the handling of absentee ballots which are required in this Act to 
be performed by the register shall be performed by the city or town 
clerk or other officer performing the duties of the clerk. In the event 
the clerk or other officer performing the duties of the clerk is also a 
candidate in the election, the governing body of the city or town shall 
appoint a qualified elector of the city or town to perform the duties. 
Any such city or town official or employee or person shall have all the 
powers, duties, and responsibilities of the register under this Act and 
shall be entitled to the compensation provided by Section 17, above. 


“Section 19. All necessary and proper expenses and costs incurred 
in the carrying out of the provisions of this Act, for which no special 
provision is made herein, shall be paid for in the same manner as are 
necessary cost and expenses incurred in the several classes of elections 
enumerated hereunder. 


“Section 20. Any person who wilfully changes an absentee voter’s 
ballot to such an extent that it does not reflect the voter’s true ballot, 
or destroys an absentee voter’s ballot, or otherwise violates this Act is 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction must be punished by a 
sentence to hard labor for the county for not more than twelve months 
or by a fine of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) and not more 
than two thousand dollars ($2,000), or by both fine and a sentence to hard 
labor. It shall be unlawful for any candidate to aid or assist; or to tell 
or suggest the name of any candidate to any person when he or she is 
voting his or her absentee ballot before the register. Any person who 
wilfully aids any person unlawfully to vote an absentee ballot, and any 
person who knowingly unlawfully votes an absentee ballot, and any 
voter who votes both an absentee and a regular ballot at any election, 
shall be similarly punished. 


“Section 21. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
repealed. Act 478, approved July 7, 1945, entitled ‘An Act to provide 
for absentee voting in primary, general, and municipal elections; and 
prescribe penalties for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Act,’ and Section 8 of Title 17 of the 1940 Code of Alabama, are ex- 
pressly repealed.”

Section 1. Section 20, Title 30, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 20. The jury commission shall meet in the court house 
at the county seat of the several counties annually, between the first 
day of August and the twentieth day of December, and shall make in a 
well bound book a roll containing the name of every citizen living in 
the county who possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who 
is not exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be ar- 
ranged alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order and the 
jury commission shall cause to be written on the roll opposite every 
name placed thereon the occupation, residence and place of business of 
every person seiected, and if the residence has a street number it must be 
given. Upon the completion of the roll the jury commission shall cause

placed on the jury roll; writing or printing but one person’s name, 
occupation, place of residence and of business on each card. These 
cards shall be placed in a substantial metal box provided with a lock 
and two keys, which box shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office 
of the probate judge, and if there be none in that office, the jury com- 
mission shall deposit it in any safe or vault in the court house to be 
designated on the minutes of the commission; and one of said keys 
thereof shall be kept by the president of the jury commission.

“Section 21. The jury commission shall place on the jury roll and 
in the jury box the names of all male and female citizens of the county 
who are generally reputed to be honest and intelligent men and women 
and are esteemed in the community for their integrity, good character and 
sound judgment; but no person must be selected who is under twenty- 
one or who is an habitual drunkard, or who, being afflicted with a 
permanent disease or physical weakness is unfit to discharge the duties of 
a juror; or cannot read English or who has ever been convicted of any 
offense involving moral turpitude. If a person cannot read English and 
has all the other qualifications prescribed herein and is a freeholder or 
householder his name may be placed on the jury roll and in the jury 
box. The jury commission shall give written notice to any woman whose 
name is to be placed in the jury box. Upon her written request within 
thirty days of the receipt of such notice her name shall not be placed 
in the jury box. No person over the age of sixty-five years shall be re- 
quired to serve on a jury or to remain on the panel of jurors unless he is 
willing to do so.

SPEECH DELIVERED TO THE SENATE OF ALABAMA 
BY HON. VIRGIL M. SMITH 


Legislatures like this one may come and Legislatures like this one 
may adjourn, but this beautiful Alabama State Capitol Building, which 
sits serenely at its place of vantage on Capitol Hill, one mile from the 
beginning of Dexter Avenue in downtown Montgomery, stands as a 
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symbol of government in Alabama. Keats said, “A thing of beauty is a 
joy forever”. This Capitol building is truly a thing of beauty. It isa 
joy which will be remembered forever for one who loves the history of 
this State and one who appreciates the beauty of this magnificent Capitol 
building, to stand at the beginning of Dexter Avenue in downtown Mont- 
gomery and view the Capitol. It has been said that this Capitol building 
is an architectural gem and ranks among the best of the few Greek Re- 
vival Capitols built during the ante bellum days. It has also been said 
that this Capitol building stands as a monument to the minds that con- 
ceived it and to the hands that built it. Its design and structure reflects 
the flush times of what has been called the Golden Age in Alabama— 
Ante Bellum Days. 


Tremendous events in the history of Alabama and the South have 
taken place in this beautiful structure. Here the Alabama Secession 
Convention, at which this State voted by a vote of fifty-three to forty- 
five to leave the Union of the United States of America and join with 
other Southern states in the formation of the Confederate States, was 
held. The Confederate Government was organized and its Constitution 
written here in this Capitol building. Jefferson Davis took the oath of 
office as President of the Confederacy beside the six tall, white Corinthian 
columns, which grace the front of the Capitol. The United Daughters of 
the Confederacy have placed a brass, five pointed star on the spot where 
Jefferson Davis was inaugurated as President. The Alabama Governors 
now take their oath of inauguration on the very spot where Jefferson 
Davis was inaugurated as President of the Confederate States. In this 
building convened the first Congress of the provisional government of 
the Confederacy. 


The first man to speak in the new Capitol building after it was com- 
pleted in 1851 was Sam Houston of Texas. In 1825, when Gen. LaFayette 
visited Alabama, while visiting all the states in the Union Gov. Isreal 
Pickens held a celebration for the General on the spot where now stands 
this Capitol building. After the celebration, Gen. LaFayette, Gov. Pickens 
and their party moved down the river to Cahaba, which was then Ala- 
bama’s Capitol City. President Grover Cleveland, while President of 
the United States, visited the Capitol in 1888. Shortly before taking of- 
fice in 1933, President Franklin Roosevelt spoke from the Capitol steps. 


Not always has Montgomery been the Capitol City of Alabama. Un- 
der an Act of Congress, March 3, 1817, St. Stephens on the Tombigee 
River, near Mobile, was designated as the Capitol of the Alabama Terri- 
tory. The Alabama Territory embraced most of the present states of 
Alabama and Mississippi. William Wyatt Bibb, a man for whom this 
Legislature has recently made an appropriation to beautify his grave, was 
appointed by President James Monroe as Governor. 


The first session of the Alabama Territorial Legislature convened 
in January, 1818, at St. Stephens. On March 2, 1819, Congress authorized 
the Alabama Territory to frame and adopt a Constitution preparatory to 
Alabama becoming a State. The Act stated that Huntsville should be the 
temporary site of government until Cahaba could be laid out and neces- 
sary Capitol buildings erected. Cahaba would then be the permanent 
Capitol of Alabama. 


The first Constitutional Convention assembled at Huntsville July 5, 
1819, and completed the job of drafting Alabama’s first Constitution in 
28 days. The first session of the Alabama Legislature met in Huntsville 
October 25, 1819, and adjourned December 17—3 days after Alabama was 
admitted into the Union December 14, 1819. The second session of the 
a onion Legislature convened November 6, 1820, at the new state house 
in Cahaba. 


The selection of Cahaba as Alabama’s Capitol did not prove to be a 
wise choice. The town was situated on low ground, subject to over- 
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flows of the Alabama and Cahaba Rivers and to epidemics of fever dur- 
ing the summer. When the Legislature of 1825 was in session, a flood of 
unrecorded proportion swept over the town causing Legislators to have 
to be rowed in boats to the second story of the Capitol to reach their legis- 
lative halls. When a portion of the Capitol building crumbled, this was 
a crowning blow to the hopes of the citizens of Cahaba to retain their 
City as the Capitol City of Alabama. The abandoned Capitol at Cahaba 
was used for a short time as a Court House for Dallas County. This build- 
ing collapsed on March 26, 1833. 


Tuscaloosa became the Capitol in 1826 and held this distinction until 
1846. In less than 10 years, there came a demand for removal of the 
Capitol from Tuscaloosa due to the growth and shift of wealth and popu- 
lation to the great Montgomery area and eastern Alabama. On January 
28, 1846, the Senate and House met in joint session for the purpose of 
selecting a new Capitol City. Many towns put in bids for the Capitol. 
There was a strong element who wanted to keep the Capitol at Tusca- 
loosa, but as the balloting progressed, this element grew weaker. The 
votes of the first ballot were as follows: Tuscaloosa, 39; Wetumpka, 28; 
Mobile, 6; Montgomery, 3; Statesville, 2; Selma, 9; Marion, 4; and Hunts- 
ville, 6. On the 16th ballot, Montgomery received 66 votes and the Speak- 
er declared Montgomery to be constitutionally selected as the site of gov- 
ernment. 


It was not until two days after the selection had been made that 
Montgomerians were awarc that their City had been selected as the Capi- 
tol City. A great torch light parade traveled up Dexter Avenue and a 
ratification meeting was held where the people of Montgomery approved 
the choice of the Legislature. In selecting Montgomery, the Legislative 
Act provided that the Capitol would be built without any expense to the 
State. Montgomery was so anxious for the Capitol that the city council 
voted $60,000.00 in bonds for the erection of a new building. When the 
building was completed and accepted, the State’s valuable papers, in the 
fall of 1847, were packed in 113 boxes, loaded on 13 wagons at Tuscaloosa 
and hauled to Montgomery. The entire load weighed 26,704 pounds. The 
amount of freight charged was $1,325.00. 


Only two sessions of the Alabama Legislature were destined to meet 
in the new Capitol building. On the afternoon of December 14, 1849, 
while the Legislature was in session, a major tragedy occurred. The 
handsome new Capitol building caught fire and was completely destroyed 


hinnd affanta af Gin day-A~ 
in less then three hours, The combined cffcoris of humdrcdas of peopie 


saved the “public documents in the basement, first and second floors. A 
large collection of law books, legislative journals and other public docu- 
ments, which the young State had accumulated and housed on the third 
floor, were destroyed with very few being saved. Immediately the old 
controversy which had been discussed so hotly three years earlier over 
the removal of the Capitol site, was reopened. Many cities over the State 
put in their bids to have their City as the Capitol City. However, within 
a week after the destruction of the Capitol—the legislative and govern- 
mental offices having moved temporarily in various hotels and other 
buildings in Montgomery—a bill was introduced providing for rebuilding 
of the Capitol at Montgomery. The original building had been built by 
the citizens of Montgomery. The Legislature felt that it was only fair, 
as Montgomery had built the building which was destroyed ‘that a new 
Capitol building be built in the City of Montgomery and at State ex- 
pense. The new Capitol, which is this beautiful Capitol building, was 
erected on the foundation of the old Capitol building. There was a 
change in the plans which included the addition of a dome and six white 
Corinthian columns. This building is ante bellum in style and was de- 
signed and built by Stephen D. Button of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
It was completed in 1851. Some say that Mr. Button, while on his way 
to Alabama, spent several days in studying the National Capitol at Wash- 
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ington and that this Capitol is copied from our National Capitol. This 
I have never been able to clearly substantiate, but during the war, Jour- 
nalists from other southern states would compare the Alabama Capitol 
with the National Capitol at Washington. This Capitol is located at the 
head of Dexter Avenue, which compares favorably with Pennsylvania 
Avenue in its approach to the National Capitol. 


Many people think this building was once the Capitol of the Con- 
federacy. This is not true, though the Alabama Secession Convention, 
which adopted the ordinance of secession, was held here. The Confed- 
erate Constitution was written in this building and the first Congress of 
the provisional government worked in this building. Jefferson Davis 
took the oath of office as President of the Confederacy on the portico. 
Alabama continued to use this building as its Capitol. The Confederate 
Government occupied office buildings in front of the Exchange Hotel. 


The same cornerstone was used in this Capitol as was used in the 
Capitol which burned in 1849. The following words were inscribed on 
this cornerstone: 


WITHIN THIS CORNERSTONE OF THE ALABAMA STATE 
CAPITOL, ERECTED IN 1846, MANY DOCUMENTS OF HISTORI- 
CAL VALUE ARE PRESERVED FOR POSTERITY.

A budding rod, and pot of Manna (Masonic symbols). 

The Holy Bible and the Silver Key. 


When one enters the Capitol, he finds two flights of winding stairs 
running from the first to the third floor, built without nails, iron, steel 
and without any visible means of support. Architects from all over the 
world come to view these stairs. They are unsurpassed throughout the 
North American Continent. 


In 1930, Mr. Roderick D. Mackenzie of Mobile, painted for the State 
for a nominal sum, eight pictures, which, to him, illustrated the history 
of Alabama. These pictures represent the following historical events: 


1. Hostile meeting of DeSoto and Chief Tuscaloosa, 1540. 


2. ae establishing first white Colony in Alabama—Mobile, 1702- 
1711. 


3. Surrender of William Weatherford, Hostile Creek leader to Gen. 
Andrew Jackson, 1814. 


4. Pr eal home seekers led into Alabama Wilderness by Sam Dale, 


ad 
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5. Gov. Wm. W. Bibb’s committee drafting the first Alabama Con- 
stitution at Huntsville, 1819. 

6. Wealth and Leisure product of the “Golden Period” Ante-Bellum 
Life in Alabama, 1840-60. 

7. secen and the Confederacy, inauguration of Jefferson Davis 
in p 

8. Prosperity following development of Resources, Agriculture, 
Commerce and Industry, 1874-1930. 


The large black-faced clock which one sees when approaching the 
Capitol and which is located above the 6 white Corinthian columns, was 
given to the State by the Town Council of Montgomery. 


Three wings have been added to the Capitol building since its con- 
struction in 1851; the East Wing in 1885, the South Wing in 1907 and the 
North Wing in 1912. At the end of the North Wing stand six white Ionic 
columns. The columns on the front of the Capitol are Corinthian. In 
1886, a large Confederate Monument honoring Alabama’s war dead, was 
erected on the Capitol grounds beyond the South Wing of the Capitol. 
Jefferson Davis came from Mississippi to lay the cornerstone. 


The Montgomery Daily Advertiser of April 29, 1886, had this to say 
of Jefferson Davis: 


A Roman general with kings at his Chariot wheels saw the 
heavens rent with shouting, might well have believed himself a God. 
Yet he knew in his heart those were fruits of victory, and defeat 
would hurl him to the dust of forgetfulness or disclaim. The same 
people who “threw high their ready caps in Air” for him would re- 
peat the show in honor of his rival”. Today they weep for Caesar 
slain; tomorrow build a monument to Brutus.” Not so with the peo- 
ple whom Davis led. They were with him in the hour of victory, 
in the hour of defeat, and are with him now and will be to the last. 


To my mind, the Montgomery Daily Advertiser could have paid no 
higher tribute to any man or any people than it did to Jefferson Davis 
and the people of the South. 


On motiui of Mr. Robison the foregoing speech was ordered spread 
upon the Journal.

Section 1. Act No. 199, H. 603, Local Acts of Alabama 1947, page 113, 
approved July 24, 1947, enttiled “An Act to create and establish in Lime- 
stone County, in lieu of the existing court created by Act No. 362, ap- 
proved July 6, 1931, and amendments thereto, a court of record with 
county-wide limited jurisdiction of criminal cases and of civil actions at 
law and in equity, providing it with officers, regulating its procedure and 
fixing the costs and charges collectible therein,” as amended by Act No. 
70, S. 263, Acts of Alabama, 1949, page 93, approved June 14, 1949, is 
amended as follows: 


Section 6 of said act is amended-to read as follows: “Section 6. Juries. 
(a) The Judge shall draw petit jurors to try cases in the same manner as 
they are drawn in circuit court. (b) In all civil cases the judge shall de- 
cide all issues of fact without the intervention of a jury, except in civil 
actions at law where the plantiff demands a jury trial in writing at the 
commencement of the suit, or in cases where the defendant demands a 
jury trial in writing within thirty days after the perfection of service 
upon him; in cases where the amount involved is one hundred dollars or 
less or Where # jusiice of the peace would have final jurisdiction, a jury 
must be demanded not later than the date set for trial if such is less than 
thirty days after service of process. In civil cases at law brought by 
appeal or certiorari from judgements of justices of the peace or other 
inferior courts, a jury trial may be demanded in writing by the appellant 
within ten days after taking the appeal, or by appellee within ten days 
after notice of the appeal shall have been perfected. (c) In all misde- 
meanor cases the judge shall decide issues of fact without the interven- 
tion of a jury, except in cases where the defendant files a written de- 
mand for a jury trial with the clerk within thirty days after his arrest, 
or not later than the trial date if such is less than thirty days after his 
arrest, or if an appeal, within thirty days after the taking of the appeal. 
(d) No jury shall be allowed in equity cases except where such is pro- 
vided for fn equity cases in the circuit court. (e) In all cases of forcible 
entry and “unlawful detainer brought under Chapter 26 of ‘Vitle 7, Code 
of Alabama, 1940, and in all suits to recover possession of real estate 
brought under Chapter 3 of Title 31, Code of Alabama, 1940, the judge 
shall proceed to try the cause without the intervention of a jury unless 
the defendant at the time of demanding a jury trial, also executes bond, 
with sufficient sureties to be approved by the clerk, payable to the plain, 
tiff in the sum of twice the yearly value of the reasonable rent of the

premises, to be ascertained by the judge, with condition to pay the plain- 
tiff all such rent and damages he may sustain by reason of the delay 
caused by the demand for a jury trial. 


Section 8 of said Act is amended to read as follows: “Section 8. 
Criminal Prosecutions. (a) No prosecution shall be commenced in the 
court except by transfer from the circuit court of Limestone County or 
upon sworn complaint made to either the judge, clerk or solicitor of the 
court, who shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reasonably satisfied that 
the offense has been committed and that there is reasonable cause to be- 
lieve that the accused is guilty. When the accused is arrested, the case shall 
be docketed for trial, and the trial shall be held and conducted as trials 
after indictment. The clerk shall keep a docket of all complaints made or 
warrants issued. If the original complaint or warrant is lost, mislaid or de- 
stroyed, a certified copy of the record shall be sufficient for the arraign- 
ment and trial of the accused. (b) An amendment of the sworn complaint 
or affidavit without the defendant’s consent shall entitle the edfendant to 
acontinuance. (c) There is created the office of the Solicitor of the Lime- 
stone County Court in lieu of a deputy solicitor or county solicitor, who 
shall receive a salary of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, payable in 
equal monthly installments out of the general fund of the county as the 
salaries of county employees are paid, and all solicitors fees taxed in the 
courts of Limestone County shall be paid into the general fund of said 
county. The Hon. Thomas G. Steele, the present County Solicitor, shall 
hold said office until the First Monday after the second Tuesday in Janu- 
ary, 1955, and until his successor shall be elected and qualified. A solici- 
tor of the Limestone County Court shall be elected at the general election 
to be held in 1954 and each four years thereafter, and the term of such 
solicitor shall be for four years commencing on the First Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January following his election, and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified. Vacancies in the office of solicitor of 
said court shall be filled by the governor, and such appointee shall hold 
said office for the unexpired term. In the event the solicitor of said 
Court is absent or disqualified, the Judge shall appoint a special prosecu- 
tor, who shall be paid Five Dollars for each day or fraction thereof that 
he is called upon to serve, out of the general fund of the county. The 
Solicitor of the Limestone County Court shall be charged with all the 
duties which have been heretofore or may be hereafter granted to or 
imposed upon Deputy Solicitors, and shall, when requested by the judge 
of any Court of said County possessing juvenile jurisdiction, to attend 
sessions of such Court to represent the interest of the State of Alabama, 
and shall prosecute for the State all criminal cases commenced in the 
Limestone County Court, and shall prepare any and all complaints, affi- 
davits or other pleadings in which the State is a party. 


Section 12 of said act is amended to read as follows: “Reporter. The 
Judge shall secure the services of a competent Reporter to attend the 
sessions of the Court and report all cases tried when request therfor is 
made by any party to the suit. The Reporter shall serve at the will and 
pleasure of the Judge. The Reporter shall receive $15.00 for each day, 
or fraction thereof, that he is called upon to serve, to be paid out of the 
general fund of the County, and in addition he shall receive for his own 
use from the parties interested, at their request, fifteen cents (15c) per 
hundred words for making a transcript of evidence taken by such re- 
porter, and five cents (5c) per hundred words for each copy thereof, to be 
paid to said Reporter in advance, upon ordering such transcript or copy 
thereof. He shall be required to keep his notes and records for public 
use and inspection.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section 
or part hereof is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration 
shall not affect the remainder. 
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Section 3. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are ex- 
pressly repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To Establish the Provisions Of Law Applicable To Monroeville 
Parks, Playgrounds, Etc. 


Section 1. APPLICATION OF ARTICLE: The provisions.of this 
article shall apply to the City of Monroeville, Alabama. 


Section 2. MAY ACQUIRE AND IMPROVE LANDS: FEES FOR 
USE. The city may use for parks, playgrounds, recreational centers, 
and other recreational purposes and activities, any public parks or park 
areas of the city, or any lands or buildings or both owned or leased by 
the city; and any such city, may by and through its park and recreation 
board, in such manner as may be authorized or provided by law by the 
acquisition of lands or buildings for public purposes by the city, acquire 
or lease lands or buildings or both within or beyond the corporate limits 
of such city for parks, park areas, park boulevards, playgrounds, recrea- 
tional centers, and other recreational purposes and activities, and when 
acquired for any such purposes such city shall have full police jurisdic- 
tion thereover, whether within or beyond the corporate limits of the 
city, and such police jurisdiction shall also extend over any highway or 
highways connecting any such lands or places with the city, except as to 
such parts thereof as may lie within the corporate limits of some other 
municipality. The city may, by and through its park and recreation 
board, establish, provide, conduct, develop, equip, improve, and maintain 
parks, park areas, park boulevards, playgrounds, recreation centers, and 
other recreational activities and facilities, and for any or all such pur- 
poses or in connection therewith, by and through its park and recreation 
board, may employ engineers, architects, landscape artists, playground 
directors, play leaders, supervisors, recreation superintendents, or such 
other officers or employees as may be deemed necessary. Reasonable 
fees or charges for access or to use or enjoyment of any playground, rec- 
reation centers, recreational activities, or other places of recreation so 
established, maintained, or conducted by the city may be charged and 
collected, all funds received from such sources to be paid into and become 
a part of the park and recreation fund of the city. 


Section 3. MAY ACCEPT DONATIONS: The city may, by and 
through its park and recreation board, accept any grant or devise of real 
estate or any gift or bequest of money or other property, or loan of per- 
sonal property, or any donation to be applied, principal or income, or 
both, for either temporary or permanent use for parks, playgrounds, or 
other recreational purposes, and if any such gift, bequest, devise of do- 
nation or loan be conditional, the proper authorities of the city shall 
have authority to accept the same upon the conditions attached, and to 
comply with such conditions, if in the judgment of such authorities such 
condition or conditions be reasonable, and to the best interests of the 
city. Money received in any such manner unless otherwise provided by 
the terms of the gift or bequest, shall accrue to and become a part of the 
park and recreation fund of the city. 


Section 4. MAY ENTER INTO REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS. 
For any or all of the purpose mentioned in this subdivision, the city upon 
the recommendation of the park and recreation board may purchase on 
time or partly for cash with balance on time or deferred payments, or 
otherwise acquire any real property or interest in real property, within 
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or without the limits of the city, securing the note or notes, claim or 
claims for deferred payments and interest thereon, with mortgages or 
deed of trust on the land purchased, or with or by means of an instru- 
ment in writing retaining title thereto in the vendor, or enter into any 
other contractual arrangement whereby provision is made that such 
note or notes, claim or claims, or other instruments for deferred pay- 
ments and interest thereon, and all lawful charges, shall not be a charge 
or charges against the general credit of the city or be a general liability 
thereof, but that the liability shall only extend to and be a charge against 
the land so purchased, or tion provided for in this section shall not be 
considered or deemed exclusive, but cumulative and in acquisition of 
lands or interest therein for public purposes heretofore, hereafter or by 
other provisions in this subdivision provided. 


Section 5. MAY CO-OPERATE WITH OTHER MUNICIPALITIES. 
The city may, by and through its park and recreation board, join or co- 
operate with one or more other municipalities having like powers, or 
with boards of education in providing, establishing and conducting parks, 
playgrounds, recreation centers, and other recreation facilities and ac- 


tivities. 


Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF BOARD. TERM OF OFFICE, ETC. 
There shall be established and constituted in accordance with the terms 
of this section a park and recreation board for the city. The planning 
of a park system, administration improvement, development, conduct 
and supervision of the parks, park areas, park boulevards, playgrounds, 
recreation centers and other recreational activities of the city shall be 
vested in the park and recreational board of the city, which shall be 
composed of four members, who shall be residents of such city, and two 
of whom shall be members of the governing body of the city, one being 
the Mayor, who shall be an ex officio member with no voting power, and 
the other a member of the council, to be selected by a majority of the 
council or governing body of the city. The other two members of the 
board shall be selected by a majority of the council or governing body 
of the City, and shall receive the sum of ten dollars per month each to 
be paid monthly from the funds of said board. The full term of office of 
said members of said board shall be for four years and shall be for the 
same term as the Mayor and Council are elected, beginning October 1, 
1956. 


The first members of said board selected shall be appointed by the 
present Mayor of said City, and for the unexpired term of his office and 
until October 1, Lyo0. 


As vacancies occur in the membership of the board by reason of ex- 
piration of the terms of said members or for any other reason, such va- 
cancies shall be filled by nomination upon a majority vote of the gov- 
erning body of the City, which nomination and election shall be certified 
to the park and recreation board. 


Section 7: DUTIES AND QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS OF 
BOARD: The members of the park and recreation board, when such 
board is constituted in accordance with the preceding section, shall im- 
mediately meet and organize by electing one of the members thereof as 
president and stich other officers as may be necessary. The governing 
body of the city may, in addition to ihe powers directly vested in such 
board by this subdivision conie: upon and delegate to the park and rec- 
reation board of the city, when established and constituted, any othe: 
power or authority conferred upon the city by the terms of this subdivi- 
sion or conferred upon such city by any other provision of law, with 
respect to or in connection with the establishment, conduct, develop- 
ment, improvement, equipment, and maintenance of parks, park areas, 
park boulevards, playgrounds, recreational centers, and recreational ac- 
tivities, as fully and completely as any or all such powers may be con- 
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stitutionally delegated to such board. The members of the park and 
recreation board of the city may be impeached and removed from the 
office upon the same grounds and in the same manner as is or may be 
provided by law for the impeachment or removal from office of the 
members of the governing body of the city. No member of the park and 
recreation board of the city, and no person who has been a member of 
such board within six months from the time of making of any contract 
in behalf of the city by or through the agency of such board, shall be 
directly or indirectly pecuniarily interested in any contract or in the 
profits of any contract made through the agency of such board; and any, 
and all contracts made in violation of this provision are and shall be held 
to be against public policy and void, except that such contract may be 
enforced by the city, and no such contract at the instance of the con- 
tractor or person or corporation claiming under or through the contrac- 
tor shall be enforced by any court, nor shall any contractor or person or 
corporation claiming under or through such contractor recover on a 
quantum meruit for any work or labor done, or material or supplies 
furnished when the work or labor done or material furnished was done 
or furnished under a contract which is void under the provisions hereof; 
and the city may sue for and recover all money paid under any contract 
which is void under the provisions hereof without abatement on account 
of any work or labor done or material] furnished under the contract. No 
member of the park and recreation board of the city, and no person who 
has been a member of said board within six months from the time of 
making of the sale, shall be directly or indirectly pecuniarily interested 
in the sale of any material or supplies of any kind or character for con- 
struction, betterment, or improvements in developing, beautifying or 
otherwise improving any park or other property by and through the 
agency of such board, or in the sale of any material or supplies to any 
contractor or subcontractor to be used on or in furtherance of work 
let by or through the agency of the park and recreation board, and no 
suit can or shall be maintained in any court by the seller or person or 
corporation claiming under or through the seller for the purchase price 
or value of material or supplies sold in violation of the provisions hereof, 
and the city may sue for and recover from the seller the amount of all 
money paid to the seller for material and supplies sold in violation of 
the provisions hereof, and no person who has been a member of the said 
board within six months from the time of the making of the sale or pur- 
chase shall be directly or indirectly pecuniarily interested in the sale to 
or purchase from the city by or through the agency or instance of said 
board of any land or interest in land, and any sale to or by the city made 
in violation of this provision shall, at the instance of the city, be held 
to be against public policy and void, and may be rescinded by the city. 
Provided, however, that if any member of the park and recreation 
board is a stockholder in a corporation owning land or interest in land 
desired by the city for park and recreation purposes, or is the owner 
of an undivided interest in the land desired for such purposes, or if any 
member of the board is a stockholder in a corporation desiring to pur- 
chase land proposed to be sold by the city at the instance of the park 
and recreation board, such member may, in open meeting of the board, 
disclose his interest, which shall appear on the minutes of the meeting, 
and retire from the meeting of the board and the other members of the 
board, if the quorum remains may consider the matter and decide the 
same as they deem best; and any such sale shall be legal and valid. Pro- 
vided further, that if any member of the park and recreation board is 
the owner of land which it is desired to acquire for the city for any pur- 
pose, the same if acquired shall be acquired bv the exercise of the right 
of eminent domain, and the petition or proceeding for condemnation 
shall set forth the facts in regard to the ownership of said board. 


_ Section 8: ELECTION FOR ISSUANCE OF BONDS. If, in the 
opinion of the park and recreation board of the city, the funds available 
for such purposes be inadequate to provide ample, appropri- acquired. 
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Such method of acquisi- ate, and suitable grounds, buildings and equip- 
ment for all the needed parks, park areas, park boulevards, playgrounds, 
park and playground systems, recreation centers and other recreational 
centers and other recreational facilities and activities of the city, the 
park and recreation board may petition the governing body of the city 
to call an election for the issuance of bonds on the credit of the city in 
an amount sufficient to provide the necessities of such city in these re- 
spects, subject to the limitations set out in the constitution of the state, 
and the governing body of the city shall call or cause to be called the 
election at the time requested in said petition. (Ib.) 


Section 9: PARK AND RECREATION FUND: The governing body 
of the city shall cause to be set aside and kent and maintained a park 
and recreation fund, and cause to be held an account of all receipts for 
and disbursements of such fund. Each year during which there is not 
levied and collected for such city a special tax to be devoted to park pur- 
poses, the governing body of each such city shall appropriate and cause 
to be paid into and credited to the park and recreation fund, a minimum 
amount of Five Hundred Dollars, per annum, which appropriation shall 
be made at such time as appropriations are made for other departments 
of the city. The governing body of the city may from time to time make 
additional appropriations to the park and recreation fund and cause the 
same to be paid into or credited to said fund. The proceeds from sale 
ef all bonds issued by the city for park purposes shall be kept with the 
funds of the city in such depository to the credit of the city as the gov- 
erning body of the city may direct, and all payments and disbursements 
from this fund as and when made shall be validated by the countersig- 
nature of the officer or person designated by the governing body of the 
city to countersign or validate checks drawn for other municipal pur- 
poses. The park and recreation board of the city shall have no power 
or authority in behalf of or in the name of the city to contract any debts 
or obligations in any year in excess of the amount paid into or appro- 
priated for the park and recreation fund during such year, and no debts 
or obligations contracted by such board in violation of this provision 
shall be or shall be held to be a personal or general obligation to the 
city, nor shall the general credit for the city be pledged for the purpose 
or acquisition of lands or buildings unless the same be authorized by a 
resolution of the governing body of the citv. The limitations contained 
‘n this subdivision shall be applicable to each and every power con- 
ferred by any provision of this subdivision upon the park and recreation 
board of the city. 


Section 10. DEEMED GOVERNMENTAL FUNCTIONS. The estab- 
lishment, conduct, equipment, and maintenance of parks, playgrounds, 
recreational centers and recreational activities, by the city shall each and 
all be public and governmental functions of the city. 


Section 11. MEETINGS OF BOARD; QUORUM; ETC. The Park 
and Recreation Board shall hold a regular meeting at the City Hall in the 
City of Monroeville, Alabama, at ten A. M. on the second Tuesday in each 
month. Special meetings of the Board may be called, to be held at any 
time and place, by the President of said Board or a majority of the mem- 
bers thereof. At any meeting of said Park and Recreation Board three 
members thereof or two regular members and the ex officio member 
thereof shali constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

said court and to provide for the execution of process of said court and 
the operation thereof, and to provide for the time and place of the hold- 
ing of said court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in and for 
St. Clair County, Alabama a court which shall be known and designated 
as The Inferior Court of St. Clair County. The court hereby established 
shall have and evercise concurrent jurisdiction in all criminal cases aris- 
ing in the county with that vested in and exercised by the several justices 
of the peace of said county. The said court shall have and exercise con- 
current jurisdiction with the Circuit Court of St. Clair County in all civil 
cases in which the amount involved does not exceed three hundred dollars 
Seon except in cases of libel, slander, assault and battery, and 
ejectment. 


Section 2. That said court shall be composed and consist of two 
separate judical divisions, to be known and designated as the Northern 
Judical Division and the Southern Judical Division, said separate judical 
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divisions to be composed of that territorial area now included within the 
similar styled judicial divisions of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County, 
that is, that geographical area now known and designated as the Northern 
Division of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County shall likewise be known 
and designated as the Northern Judical Division of the court herein es- 
tablished, while that geographical area now known and designated as 
the Southern Judicial Division of the Circuit Court of St. Clair County 
shall likewise be known and designated as the Southern Judicial Division 
of the court herein established, and the present laws pertaining to and 
governing venue in the judicial divisions of the Circuit Court of St. Clair 
County shall likewise pertain to and govern the venue of all cases in 
the court herein established. 


Section 3. That there shall be two judges of said court, one of whom 
shall reside in the Northern Judicial Division and preside over said divi- 
sion of the court, and the other shali reside in the Southern Judicial Divi- 
sion and preside over that division of said court. 


Section 4. That within thirty days after the effective date of this 
act there shall be appointed by the Governor two judges of said court, 
one for the Northern Judicial Division thereof and a second for the South- 
ern Judicial Division thereof, each of whom shall hold office until the 
date of the next general election at which justices of the peace are elect- 
ed, and until their successors are elected and qualified. At such general 
election, and every four years thereafter there shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of St. Clair County two judges of said inferior court 
of the county, one for the Northern Judicial Division and one for the 
Southern Judicial Division as herein constituted. To be eligible for elec- 
tion as judge of such court the person so seeking election must have been 
a resident and qualified elector of the particular judicial division of the 
court for which he seeks election as judge for at least one year prior to 
the date of the election at which such office is to be filled. At the time 
of such election only the qualified voters Pending in that area of the 
county composing the Northern Judicial Division shall participate in the 
election for judge of such court for that division, and only the qualified 
voters residing in that area of the county composing the Southern Judi- 
cial Division shall participate in the election for judge of such court for 
this latter division. Vacancies in the office of judge of said court for 
either judicial division shall be filled by appointment of the Governor 
and the term of office of the person so appointed shaii be iur the unex 
bined term of his predecessor and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Section 5. That the judges of said court shall have and exercise aii 
the powers and authority and perform all the duties now prescribed by 
law for justices of the peace of said State, except as otherwise provided 
herein. Said judges shall have the same rights and privileges and suf- 
fer the same disabilities and penalties as now, or may hereafter, apply 
by law to justices of the peace, except as otherwise provided herein. 
They shall, before entering upon the duties of such office, take an oath 
of office in the form and manner now required by law to be taken by 
justices of the peace of the State of Alabama, copy of which shall be re- 
corded in the Office of the Judge of Probate of St. Clair County, and a 
commission shall be issued to said judges by the State as provided by 
law icr other county officers. Said judges may be removed from office 
for the eances and in the manner provided by law for removai of justices 
of the peace. Said judges may punish tor coniempi iu those cases where 
justices of the peace may punish for contempt, by a fine of not more than 
$6.00 and by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than six 
hours, one or both, at their discretion. 


_ Section 6. That the judges of said court shall receive as compensa- 
tion for their services as such in each criminal case disposed of in said 
court a fee of $3.00, said fee to be taxed and collected in the same man- 
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ner as now provided by law for the taxing and collecting of costs and 
fees in the county court. For their services in each civil case disposed 
of in said court the judges shall receive as compensation the following: 


In those cases in which the amount in controversy is $50.00 or less, 
$2.00; in those cases in which the amount in controversy is greater than 
$50.00 but not more than $100.00, $3.00; in those cases in which the amount 
in controversy is greater than $100.00 but not more than $200.00, $4.00; 
ru those cases in which the amount in controversy is greater than $200.00, 

5.00. 


The above prescribed fees shall be in lieu of all other costs, fees, com- 
missions or other compensation allowable to such judges for their serv- 
ices in such cases and shall be taxed and collected in the manner now 
provided by law for the taxing and collecting of costs in justice courts. 


Section 7. That the Circuit Clerk of St. Clair County, Alabama shall 
be Ex-Officio Clerk of The Inferior Court of St. Clair County, and all 
duties performed by or required of said clerk shall be by virtue of his 
being clerk of the circuit court. Said clerk shall, before entering upon 
the duties required of him as Clerk of The Inferior Court of St. Clair 
County, execute an additional bond in the amount of two thousand dol- 
lars ($2,000.00), to be approved by the judge of Probate of St. Clair Coun- 
ty, and filed in the office of the judge of probate of said county, said bond 
to be conditioned in the same manner as now required of the bonds of the 
clerks of the circuit courts. In criminal cases he shall perform the 
same duties as are now required to be performed by him in the circuit 
court and for his services shall receive the same fees, allowances, com- 
missions or other compensation now allowed him under the general law 
for services performed in the circuit courts of the State and said fees, 
allowances, commissions or other costs shall be taxed and collected in 
the same manner as now provided by law for taxing and collecting fees, 
allowances, commissions or other costs in the circuit courts. In civil 
cases in such court he shall perform the same duties as now required 
for clerks in the circuit courts of the State for which he shall receive the 
same fees, allowances, commissions, costs or other compensation as for 
the performance of like service in the circuit courts. Such fees, allow- 
ances, commissions or other items of cost shall be taxed and collected in 
the same manner as now provided by law for the taxing and collecting 
of same in the circuit courts. All fines, forfeitures and other monies 
collected by the clerk for the State of Alabama shall be remitted monthly 
by such clerk to the appropriate department, agency or official of the 
State of Alabama now designated by law for the receipt of such monies. 
All fines, forfeitures and other monies collected by the clerk or St. Clair 
County shall be paid monthly by said clerk into the Fine and Forfeiture 
Fund of St. Clair County. The fees accruing to the judges, sheriff, clerk 
and witnesses, when collected, shall be paid directly to those persons or 
officers entitled thereto. 


Section 8. That the Sheriff of St. Clair County, Alabama shall be 
deemed an officer of said court and in all criminal cases shall receive as 
compensation for his services rendered in and about the proceedings of 
said court the same fees, or other compensation, as provided under the 
general law for the performance of like services in the circuit courts of 
the State, said fees, commissions, allowances or other items of cost, to 
be taxes and collected in the same manner as now provided by law for 
taxing and collecting fees in the circuit courts. In civil cases in such 
court he shall serve all process and perform all the duties which are re- 
quired of him in similar cases in the circuit courts and justice courts and 
for his services he shall receive the same compensation as for like serv- 
ices rendered in the circuit courts, said fees, commissions, allowances or 
other items of cost or compensation to be taxed and collected in the same 
manner as now provided for the taxing and collecting of same in the 
circuit courts. 
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Section 9. That in all criminal cases docketed in said court wherein 
the State fails to convict, or such cause is otherwise abated, withdrawn, 
dismissed or an order of nolle prosequi is entered by the State, the 
judges, clerk, sheriff and witnesses for the State shall be entitled to and 
shall receive those fees so due them in such cases out of the Fine and 
Forfeiture Fund of St. Clair County in the same manner and under the 
same conditions as now provided by law for the payment of such fees in 
like cases in the county court. 


Section 10. That the rules and regulations governing justice courts 
shall apply as nearly as possible to all civil actions in said court and the 
rules and regulations governing the operation and administration of the 
county courts of the various counties shall apply as nearly as possible in 
all criminal actions, except as otherwise provided herein. All parties 
against whom judgment or sentence has been rendered by said court 
shall have the right and privilege of appeal from such judgment or 
sentence to the circuit court of the county if notice of such appeal be 
given within ten days from the date of rendition of such judgment or 
sentence, such appeals to be perfected in the same manner prescribed by 
law for the taking of appeal from justice courts. In all civil cases the 
judges may, at their discretion, set aside judgment, on motion of either 
party, within five days after such judgment is entered. In civil cases 
when an execution has been issued within twelve months after the rendi- 
tion of judgment and has not been returned noted as satisfied, an alias 
execution may be issued thereon at any time within six years from the 
date of revival of such judgment. The owner of any judgment or de- 
cree rendered by or in said court may file a certificate of same for rec- 
ord in the office of the judge of probate of the county and same shall be 
and constitute a lien on all of the property of the defendant located in 
said county, the manner of filing said certificate of judgment and the 
effect of such filing to be governed by the provisions of law now found in 
Article 9 of Chapter 11, Title 7, Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 11. That in the event either of the judges of said court is 
absent, disqualified or otherwise unable to act, a special judge shall be 
appointed in the manner provided by Section 160 of the Constitution of 
Alabama 1901 and Section 124 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 

Section 12, That it shall be the duty of the Deputy Circuit Sulicitor 
of St. Clair County to prosecute all criminal cases in said court and a 
solicitor’s fee shall be taxed and collected in the same amount and man- 
ner as now provided for the taxing and collecting of same in similar 
Cases im ine county courts. Al! solicitor’s fees, when collected, shall 
be paid into the General Fund of St. Clair County. Provided, however, 
that in those cases heard and determined in and by said court wherein the 
defendant enters a plea of guilty and no appeal is taken from the judg- 
ment or sentence of said court no fee shall be taxed or collected in said 
court for solicitor’s fees in such cases. 


Section 13. That witness fees in all cases, criminal and civil, shall 
be taxed as cost and paid in the same amount and manner as provided 
by law for the payment of witnesses in the county courts of the various 
counties. 


Section 14. That it shall he the duty of the court of county commis- 
sioners, or other similar governing bodv of St. Clair County, to provide 2 
courtroom in the courthouse of each of the judicial divisions for the 
holding of said court and to further provide said court with all necessary 
forms, stationery, books and other articles and supplies which may be 
reasonably necessary for the operation of said court. 


_. Section 15. That the judge of the Northern Judicial Division of 
said court shall hold same in the courthouse at Ashville on the first 
Tuesday in every month and at such other or further times as he may 
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desire. That the judge of the Southern Judicial Division of said court 
shall hold same in the courthouse at Pell City on the second Tuesday in 
every month and at such other or further times as he may desire. 


Section 16. That all laws, and parts of laws, local, special, or gen- 
eral, in conflict with the provisions of this act are, insofar as they con- 
flict with the provisions hereof, are specifically repealed. 


Section 17. That the provisions of this act are hereby declared to be 
severable. If any section or portion thereof be declared unconstitutional, 
or otherwise invalid, such declaration shall in no wise affect the remain- 
ing portions thereof. 


Section 18. This act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby creuicd and established in and for Cal- 
houn County, Alabama, a court which shall be known and caiieud me 
“Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court of Calhoun County,” which court 
shall have and exercise in the county jurisdiction of assaults, or assaults 
and batteries, of husbands on their wives or wives on their husbands; of 
assaults, or assaults and batteries, of parents on their children, and chil- 
dren on their parents; and such offenses on children by persons who have 
the custody or control of such children, or who stand in loco parentis to 
such children, concurrent in such misdemeanor cases with the jurisdic- 
tion now conferred, or which may be conferred, by law upon the circuit 
court. The court shall have and exercise original and exclusive jurisdic- 
iiom over juveniles for the purposes declared in Chapter 7 or Title 13 of 
the Code of Alabama (1940), and non-support cases arising in the county 
under Title 34, of the Code of Alabama (1940), and amendments and ad- 
ditions thereto, and shall have all of the powers therein coufcrred on the 
probate courts and the Calhoun County Court. The court shall have 
power, concurrently with the circuit court, to issue, hear, and determine 
writs of habeas corpus in civil matters, for purposes of determining the 
custody of children; and the procedure, practice, and rules of the circuit 
courts relating to such writs as are now, or hereafter may be, provided 
by law, shall prevail in this court. The Juvenile and Domestic Relations 
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Court of Calhoun County shall have jurisdiction to try and determine 
under the terms of this act causes begun or initiated in other courts, in- 
cluding recorders courts and the Calhoun County Court, and which causes 
are by law authorized to be transferred by such other courts to the Juve- 
nile and Domestic Relations Court of Calhoun County for trial; and such 
causes shall be so transferred. 


Section 2. There is hereby created the Calhoun County Juvenile 
Court Commission, which shall be composed of seven resident citizens of 
the county, who shall be chosen on account of their knowledge of and 
interest in the care, education, and welfare of children and the home and 
family life; and who shall serve without compensation. The presiding 
judge of the seventh judicial circuit shall appoint one member of the 
Juvenile Court Commission, who shall serve a term of four years. The 
Calhoun County Bar Association shall appoint one member who shall be 
appointed for a term of two years, and one member for a term of four 
years; their successors shall be appointed for terms of four years. The 
Calhoun County Board of Education shall appoint one member who shall 
be appointed for a term of two years, and one member who shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of four years; their successors shall be appointed for 
terms of four years. The City of Anniston Board of Education shall ap- 
point one member who shall be appointed for a term of two years and 
one member who shall be appointed for a term of four years; their suc- 
cessors shall be appointed for terms of four years. Four members of 
the Commission shall constitute a quorum. The Commission shall an- 
nually choose its chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary, who shall hold 
office until their respective successors have been elected and qualified. 
The secretary shall record its proceedings, and its officers shall perform 
the duties indicated by their titles. The Juvenile Court Commission shall 
perform among others the following duties: It shall appoint a judge of 
said Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court; appoint all probation of- 
ficers and servants of the court except the clerk of the court, and such 
probation officers and servants shall hold their positions during good be- 
havior and may be discharged only after charges have been preferred 
and a hearing before the Juvenile Court Commission, and all appoint- 
ments shall be made subject to the approval and with the consent of the 
judge of the court; bring to the attention of the judge of the court any 
inefficiency and dereliction of duties of any officer or employee of the 
court; study the work of the court and other similar courts, and from 
time to time, as such Commission shall see fit, to recommend to the judge 
of the court such measures as in the opinion of the Commission would fur- 
ther the intent and purposes of this act; inform the public from time to 
time of the problems sought to be met by this act, by reports of the work 
of the court and through such other means as the Commission shall deem 
wise; see that the court has an adequate and efficient staff for the proper 
functioning of the court; make recommendations concerning the im- 
provement of detention facilities and the construction of other detention 
facilities; and approve the annual budget. The Commission shall meet 
at least six times each year and as often as called together by the judge 
of the court or the chairman of the Commission, and as often as the Com- 
mission shall see fit. 


Section 3. There shall be a judge for the Juvenile and Domestic Re- 
lations Court, who shall be appointed by the Juvenile Court Commission, 
and whose term of office shall be for four years from the date of his ap- 
pointment and until his successor is appointed and qualified. His succes- 
sors shall be appointed by the Juvenile Court Commission of the cvuunty. 
The judge shall have been a citizen of the State and the county for at 
least one year before his appointment. He shall be a qualified voter, 
shall be learned in the law, and shall be not less than twenty-five (25) 
years of age. The judge shall be of high moral character, of clean life, 
and shall be selected for his special fitness by training, education, and 
experience to deal with the problems of dependent, neglected, and delin- 
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quent children, and of the home and family life. The judge of the court 
shall not engage in the practice of law in or out of the courts of Alabama. 
The judge of the court shall receive a salary of six thousand dollars 
($6,000) per annum, payable monthly out of the county treasury, upon 
his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer or proper custodian of 
county funds. The judge of the court, before entering upon the duties of 
his office, shall take an oath of office in the form required by law to be 
taken by judges of the circuit courts of Alabama, which oath shall be re- 
corded in the office of the probate judge of Calhoun County, and a com- 
mission shall be issued to him as provided by law for other county of- 
ficers. The judge may be removed from office for the causes and in the 
manner now provided by law for the judges of the circuit court. The 
judge of the court may punish for contempt in cases where the judges 
of the circuit court can punish for contempt, by a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars ($20.00), and by imprisonment in the county jail for 
not exceeding five (5) days, one or both, at the discretion of the judge. 
The judge shall have the right to issue and sign in his name any process 
or other paper of the court. The fees allowed for taking affidavits, ac- 
knowledgments and performing the rites of matrimony, may be collected 
and retained by the judge for his service. 


Section 4. There shall be a clerk of the court who shall administer 
oaths; issue process and writs from the court, and papers from the judge; 
file and keep all books, records, papers and ‘other property pertaining to 
the court; keep dockets of the proceedings of the court, and certify all 
appeals and certioraries; and collect all monies due the court. And his 
duties shall be generally those performed by clerks of the circuit court 
and such additional duties as assigned by Judge of the Court from time 
to time. The clerk shall also have the power and authority to take af- 
fidavits and issue search warrants and warrants of arrest thereon, mak- 
ing same returnable to the Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court of 
Calhoun County. The costs and fees in the Juvenile and Domestic Rela- 
tions Court of Calhoun County shall be the same as in the Calhoun Coun- 
ty Court, but shall be taxed and collected, or any part thereof, only when 
so ordered by the judge of the court. Realizing that most of those who 
will have to deal with the court are poor and without means to pay 
costs and fees, the judge of the court is hereby authorized by order to tax 
as costs in any cause which shall be in lieu of all other costs provided for 
in this act, a fixed sum not to exceed $25.00. All such costs shall be paid 
monthly by the clerk to the county treasurer or other proper custodian.

MLA 
clerk shall give ‘bond before he enters upon his duties, with good and suf- 
ficient surety thereon, in the penal sum of two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($2,500), payable to the State of Alabama; and conditioned to faith- 
fully discharge the duties of such office and to pay all monies to the prop- 
er authorities or persons to whom it is due, and to faithfully account for 
all monies coming into his hands by virtue of his office. The bond shall 
be approved by the chairman of the county commission or like governing 
body and, together with his oath of office, shall be filed in the office of 
the Probate Judge in Calhoun County. The clerk of the Juvenile and 
Domestic Relations Court of Calhoun County shall be appointed by and 
hold office at the pleasure of the judge of the court and shall receive a 
salary of an amount to be determined by the Juvenile Court. Commission 
subject to the governing body of Calhoun County, payable in equal 
monthly installments out of the county treasury upon his warrant drawn 
upon the county treasurer or other proper custodian of county funds. 


Section 5. There shall be a chief probation officer and as many other 
assistant probation officers as might be necessary and proper in order to 
perform the duties made necessary by the business of the court. In the 
event of the appointment of additional probation officers other than the 
ones herein specified, the salaries of said additional probation officers 
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shall be fixed by the Juvenile Court Commission, with the approval of 
the governing body of the County of Calhoun. The salary of the chief 
probation officers shall be not more than four thousand, eight hundred 
dollars ($4,800.00) per annum, the amount to be determined by the Juve- 
nile Court Commission, subject to the approval of the governing body of 
Calhoun County. The probation officers shall have all the powers and 
duties and qualifications as are given probation officers in Chapter 7, of 
Title 13 of the Code of Alabama (1940). 


Section 6. The sheriff and constable of Calhoun County shall be 
officers of this court, and shall execute all processes from the court, when 
directed by the court, and shall make their due return thereon; and all 
processes issued out of the court shall be addressed to any lawful officer 
of Calhoun County, Alabama. The sheriff or his deputy shall be re- 
quired to attend the court, when directed by the court, on trial days of 
criminal cases, for which he shall be paid as provided by law in county 
courts. 


Section 7. In the event of sickness or absence of the judge of the 
court, the presiding judge of the circuit Court of Calhoun County shall 
appoint a special judge to hold court during the absence of the regular 
judge, whose compensation shall be at the same rate as herein provided 
for the regular judge and paid on his warrant drawn on the proper cus- 
todian of county funds. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the deputy solicitor for Calhoun 
County to prosecute criminal cases involving adults, when requested by 
the Judge of said Court in the court. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of the County Commission or other 
like governing body of the county, to provide proper offices in the Court 
House for the court and to provide for the necessary accommodations 
therefor, and to provide the court with all blanks, stationery, docket 
books, typewriters, telephones, postage, and other articles and adequate 
Hen portetion and supplies which may be reasonably necessary for this 
court. 


Section 10. The rules and regulations governing county courts shall 
apply as nearly as possible in all criminal cases in this Court, except as 
herein otherwise stated.

Section 11. The compensation of all the officials herein provided, 
and the operating expenses of the court, shall be paid from the general 
fund of the county in the same manner as other county salaries and ex- 
penses are paid. Semi-annually the governing body of Calhoun County 
shall prorate the total sum which it has expended for the purposes of this 
act between itself and the City of Anniston in the following manner: The 
county shall be charged fifty per cent of the total sum so expended, end 
the remaining fifty per cent shall be charged to the oly of Anniston. 
The sum so arrived at by the county governing body as the proper con- 
tribution of each shall be certified to the chairman of the Juvenile Court 
Commission, and when approved by him in writing shall become a lia- 
bility of the City of Anniston and shall be paid immediately to the coun- 
ty.

But such liability shall arise only when the person so bit- 
ten or injured is upon property owned or controlled by the owner of such 
dog at the time such bite or injury occurs or when such person has been 
immediately prior to such time on such property and has been pursued 
therefrom by such dog.

The county governing body of Cullman County shall have 
and excrcise only the powers and functions relative to the construction, 
maintenance and repair of the county roads and bridges as are confered 
upon it by this Act, as follows: 


a) To levy road and bridge taxes and to appropriate money for the 
construction, maintenance and repair of county roads and bridges in the 
same manner and to the same extent as it may presently do so under the 
laws of the State; 


b) To borrow money and issue bonds or other evidences of indebt- 
edness, subject to the approval of the State Highway Department, for 
the purpose of constructing, maintaining and repairing county roads and 
pee to the same extent as it may presently do so under the laws of 
the State;

provisions of Section 4 of this Act. Nothing contained in this Act, how- 
ever, shall be construed to relieve Cullman County of the liability for 
paying any of its financial obligations now existing or hereafter incurred 
under the provisions of Section 2 (b) hereof in the event the funds paid 
over to the State Highway Department are insufficient to do so, or to 
require any of the financial obligations presently existing or hereafter 
incurred under the provisions of Section 2 (b) hereof the county to be 
paid from funds of the Highway Department. 


Section 7. The State Highway Department shall construct, main- 
tain and repair the county roads and bridges of Cullman County from 
the funds paid over to it pursuant to Section 4 of this Act, and from 
funds which would otherwise accrue to Cullman County for road and 
bridge work from any source whatsoever.

Section 8. Any contract for the construction, maintenance and re- 
pair of county roads and bridges entered into by Cullman County prior 
to the adoption of this Act, shall remain in full force and effect until the 
terms thereof have been complied with. 


Section 9, At the time the governing body of the County transfers 
to the department county-owned road equipment, machinery, and sup- 
plies, under the provisions of this Act, an inventory thereof shall be 
made, a copy to be kept on file by the County and by the department, 
and in the event this Act is repealed or becomes inoperative, the depart- 
ment shall return to the county road equipment, machinery, and supplies 
of like kind and equal value.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There are hereby levied in Franklin County additional 
privilege license and excise taxes, as follows: 


1. Upon every person, firm, corporation engaged or continuing with- 
in Franklin County in the business of selling at retail any tangible per- 
sonal property whatsoever, including merchandise and commodities of 
every kind and character, excent bonds or other evidences of debt or 
stocks, an amount equal to one percent of the gross proceeds of the sales 
of the business. 


2. Upon every person, firm, or corporation engaged or continuing 
within Franklin County in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertaininent, billiard and pool rooms, bowling 
alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, mov- 
ing picture shows, vaudevilies, amusement parks, athletic contests, in- 
cluding wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhibitions, 
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football and baseball games (including athletic contests conducted by or 
under the auspicies of any educational institution or any athletic associa- 
tion thereof, or other association whether such institution or association 
be denominational or a state, county or city school or other institution, 
association or school) skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any 
other place at which any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertain- 
ment is offered to the public or any place or places where an admission 
fee is charged (including public bathing places, public dance halls of 
every kind and description) conducted or carried on within Franklin 
County, an amount equal to one percent of the gross receipts of any 
such business.

The taxes levied in paragraph 1, 2, and 3 shall parallel the state sales 
tax and be subject to all exemptions, definitions, proceedings, rules, 
regulations, requirements, fines, penalties, punishments and deductions 
as are provided in Article 10, Chapter 20, Title 51, of the Code of Ala- 
bama (1940) and amendments thereof, except where the same are in- 
applicable or where they are herein otherwise provided for. 


Every person storing, using, or otherwise consuming in Franklin 
County tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable 
for the tax imposed by paragraphs 4 or 5 above, and the liability shall 
not be extinguished until the tax has been paid, provided that a re- 
ceipt from a retailer maintaining a place of business in Franklin County 
showing the payment of said tax shall be sufficient to relieve the pur- 
chaser from further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer.

Section 2. The taxes herein levied shall be collected by the Depart-

required to be made to the Commissioner of Revenue shall, on request of 
the Department of Revenue, be available for inspection by the chairman 
of the governing body of Franklin Countv, or his designated agent, at 
reasonable times during business hours.

collected for each fiscal year ending September 36. Such charge for 
collecting said special taxes shall be deducted once each year from the 
special sales and special use taxes collected in the month of September 
of each year before certifying the amount of special sales and special use 
taxes due Franklin County for said month. The Department of Revenue 
shall have full authority to employ such special counsel as it deems 
necessary from time to time to enforce collection of the taxes levied by 
this Act, and otherwise enforce the provisions of this Act, including any 
litigation involving said Act; and said Department of Revenue shall pay 
such special counsel such fees as it deems necessary and proper from 
the proceeds of the taxes collected by it for Franklin County. Except as 
herein after provided, the proceeds of the taxes herein imposed, less 
the cost of collection and lawful charges against the same shall be used 
for the purpose of constructing and maintaining school buildings in 
Franklin County, and shall be pro rated between the county board of 
education and any city board of education in the county on the basis 
of the number of pupils in average daily attendance. It is provided, 
however, that the first one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) of 
the proceeds of the taxes herein imposed, or so much thereof as is nec- 
essary, shall be used for the construction of an agricultural building in 
which to provide quarters for the governmental agencies in the county 
whose functions relate to agriculture. Upon the passage of this Act the 
Governor shall annoint three qualified electors of Franklin County who 
shall act as a commission to plan, iocate, and provide for the construction 
of such agricultural building. 

Section 3. The ‘Laxes levied hercin tegether with the interest and 
penalties which are authorized by this Act, shall be a lien upon the prop~ 
erty of any person, firm, or corporation liable for said taxes under the 
provisions of this Act, and all of the provisions of the revenue laws of 
the State of Alabama applying to or relating to the enforcement of liens 
for license taxes due the State of Alabama shall apply fully to the col- 
lection of taxes herein levied. The taxes imposed by this Act shall be in 
addition to all other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condition 
ee to engage in any business taxable hereunder in Franklin 

ounty.

Section 1. That Section V of an Act to create and establish in Mobile 
County, Alabama, a County-Wide Civil Service System (Local Acts 1939, 
page 298, approved September 15, 1939) be and the same is hereby 
amended to read in words and figures as follows: 


“Section V. Citizens’ Supervisory Committee: The members of the 
Citizens Supervisory Committee shall consist of the qualified electors in 
Mobile County who are respectively the President or other chief execu- 
tive officer, by whatever name called, of the following respective organi- 
zations, clubs and institutions now existing in Mobile County and com- 
monly known as: (1) Chamber of Commerce of the City of Mobile, (2) 
Mobile County Bar Association, (3) Mobile County Medical Association, 
(4) Junior Chamber of Commerce of Mobile, (5) Central Trades Council, 
(6) Mobile County Farmers Association, (7) Rotary Club of Mobile, (8) 
Kiwanis Club of Mobile, (9) Lions Club of Mobile, (10) Exchange Club 
of Mobile, (11) Mobile Chapter of Alabama Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
(12) Forum Club of Mobile, (13) Pilot Club of Mobile, (14) Business and 
Professional Women’s Club of Mobile, (15) Prichard Civic Forum, (16) 
Kiwanis Club of Chickasaw, (17) Kiwanis Club of Citronelle, together 
with the person who is the Judge of the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of Alabama, which includes Mobile County 
or the largest part thereof. If there be more than one organization or 
group commonly known by any of the names above mentioned, then 
the one hereby intended is the one of greatest age. The above men- 
tioned Judge, as an individual, if he acts, shall be permanent Chairman 
of the Committee, and shall be entitled to vote only in case of a tie. The 
Chairman shall pass upon the credentials and right of each person 
presenting himself or herself for membership on said Committee. Each 
member shall hold office so long as he or she holds the chief executive 
position of his or her respective organization or club. Each qualified 
elector holding the chief executive position in the respective organization 
or group above described shall have the right respectively to membership 
during the period of his or her holding such position upon first present- 
ing to the Committee his or her credentials, at any meeting of the Com- 
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mittee. At any time any citizen of Mobile County may file with the 
Chairman of the Committee written objection to the right of any person 
to sit on said Committee. No grounds of objection shall be considered 
except those based on the averment that such person is not one of those 
designated by this Act for membership on such Committee. The Chair- 
man shall rule upon said objection in writing and the first order of busi- 
ness at the next meeting of the Committee shall be a report by the 
Chairman of the objection and his ruling thereon. His ruling shall be 
final unless appealed from within five days to the Committee; in which 
such event the then sitting members shall, upon notice and opportunity to 
be heard afforded to the person objecting and against whom the ob- 
jection is made, determine the qualifications on such appeal. On all mat- 
ters a majority vote of the membership, if a quorum be present, shall 
govern. The Committee shall adopt, from time, such rules, regulations 
and modes of procedure as it deems expedient to enable it to dispatch its 
business in an orderly manner. The Chairman may call upon the Sheriff 
of the County or any Deputy Sheriff thereof to attend the meetings of the 
Committee and preserve order and execute the decisions, rulings and 
orders of the Committee and of the Chairman thereof. The Chairman 
may punish for contempt of the Committee in like manner and to the 
same extent as Judges of the Circuit Courts of this State. The Chair- 
man of this Committee shall be the keeper and custodian of the minutes, 
records, property and paraphernalia of the Committee, and may call 
upon the Director of Personnel to furnish him such clerical assistants, 
supplies and place of safe deposit for such records and property as he 
deems necessary.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as follows: 


Section 1. That Section 283 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, be and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 283. QUALIFICATIONS FOR PERMISSION TO PRAC- 
TICE COSMETOLOGY. The Board shall determine the qualifications of 
each applicant for examination on the following basis: A. Such proof as 
the Board, by rule, may require of good moral character. B. Such proof 
as the Board, by rule, may require that the applicant is free from con- 
tagious or infectious diseases. C. That the applicant shall provide the 
Board with a certificate from a licensed school of beauty culture 
approved by the Board as herein referred to and described, showing that 
the applicant has satisfactorily completed all the courses of instruction 
provided by this approved school, which certificates shall be signed and 
verified by the individual owner or owners of the approved school, if 
owner be an individual or partnership, or the proper and lawful officer, 
if a corporation; in any case, before an applicant shall be eligible to 
receive such a ecrtificate, the applicant shall have received in accordance 
with the curricular established by the Board 1000 hours of instruction in 
theory and practice in classes actually attended by the applicant except 
for manicuring only, in which case, 250 hours of instruction shall be 
deemed sufficient. D. Payment of an examination fee of $5.00, except 
for manicuring only, in which case the examination fee shall be $3.00. 
2. EXAMINATIONS. Upon the determination by the Board of the 
sufficiency of the qualifications of the applicants for examination as an 
operator, the Board shall conduct theoretical examinations and practical 
examination, 1n accordance with the rules promuigaied and prescrived 
by the Board. 3. REQUISITES OF EXAMINATION. Such examination 
shall include both practical demonstration and written or oral tests, which 
shall include business management and shall not be confined to any 
specific system or method of hair dressing or beauty culture, and such 
examination shall be consistent with the practical and theoretical re- 
quirements as provided by this subdivision. If a student shall fail to pass 
this examination, he or she shall be required to take further training 
before being permitted another examination, such further training time 
shall be specified by the Board, but shall not exceed 200 hours; upon 
compliance with all provisions herein referring to schools, together with 
compliance with the rules and regulations lawfully prescribed here- 
under.” 


Section 2. That Section 285 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, be and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


‘Section 285. REQUIREMENTS OF A SCHOOL TEACHING 
COSMETOLOGY. (a) Any person, firm or corporation desiring to 
establish a hairdressing and beauty culture school shall apply to the 
Board for a certificate of approval for such school, and have such school 
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rated by the Board as an approved school in hairdressing and beauty 
culture, and placed upon its list of such approved schools, upon compli- 
ance with the following provisions; Each applicant, whether individual, 
firm or corporation, shall, prior to the opening of said school, present to 
such Board. a verified application containing the following information: 
1. Full name of individual, firm or corporation; including all the mem- 
bers, owners, partners, and directors of such firm or corporation and, if 
the corporation is a foreign corporation, or if the individual persons or 
partners applying for such certificate of approval are not residents of 
the State of Alabama, then the application shall designate a resident 
agent for service; 2. The previous occupation of such individual or in- 
dividuals, firm or corporation and complete information concerning the 
occupations of the directors in the case of a corporation; 3. A complete 
financial statement showing all the assets and liabilities of the applicant 
and, if the applicant is an individual or partnership, a complete financial 
statement showing all assets and liabilities of the individual or of the 
individual partners; 4. A complete plan of operation setting forth such 
information relating thereto as the Board in its application form may law- 
fully require. Upon receipt of such application, the Board shall, within 
45 days, set the application for public hearing. B. QUALIFICATIONS. 
At the time set for hearing of the application, the applicant shall show 
by competent evidence its qualifications. After the duly held hearing 
and upon proper showing at the hearing of the qualifications of the 
applicant, the Board may then issue a certificate of approval to the 
school. C. FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY. The Board shall take into 
consideration the financial qualifications of the applicant and in no case 
shall the Board grant a certificate of approval to any applicant if the 
applicant fails to show sufficient financial worth and responsibility to 
properly conduct a school and fails to assure the Board that the appli- 
cant’s financial resources will be ample to maintain and operate the 
school and assure the graduation of students who are registered with 
and have paid their tuition to the school. D. MISREPRESENTATIONS 
TO DISQUALIFY APPLICANT. If the applicant, prior to the issuance 
to it of a certificate of approval knowingly makes any false or fraudulent 
statements or in any way misrepresents or makes false statements in its 
application, the applicant shall be disqualified and no certificate of 
approval shall be granted to it by the Board. E. FRAUD CAUSE FOR 
CANCELLATION OF CERTIFICATE OF APPROVAL. Should any ap- 
plicant, after receiving a certificate of approval from the Board, be found 
guilty of committing fraud, the Board shall have the authority to 
revoke and cancel the certificate of approval. F. LIMITATION OF 
TRANSFER OF CERTIFICATE. The certificate of approval shall be 
transferable only to such persons, individuals, or corporations who 
shall make a showing to the Board of financial responsibility, in the 
same manner as required of an original applicant. G. An approved 
school shall maintain upon its staff one full time competent and qualified 
instructor for each 20 students; such-instructor must have had one year 
or more experience as a licensed operator. Such school shall give and 
require a course of training and instruction of 1000 hours of classroom 
work divided into classified hours conforming with the curriculum issued 
by the Board, provided however that the course of instruction in theory 
shall not be less than 100 hours, said hours not to exceed eight hours per 
day; to include both practical instruction and study and recitation in 
sanitation, sterilization, and the use of antiseptics consistent with the 
practical, theoretical requirements as applicable to, and as provided in 
this chapter, and shall comply with all rules and regulations relating to 
schools as in this chapter contained. Where the registrant in a school 
is enrolled for the entire beauty course, the requirements set forth by 
this chapter relating to the hours of study in manicuring may be modified 
at the discretion of the Board. H. Each approved school shall display in 
the entrance reception room of its student section, a sign indicating 
that all work therein is done exclusively by students. I. CHARGES FOR 
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STUDENT WORK. Nothing contained in this chapter shall prevent any 
duly approved school teaching hairdressing and beauty culture from 
making a charge for student work done in the school to cover the cost 
of materials used and expenses incurred in and for the operation of the 
school. All practice of cosmetology done in a school shall be advertised, 
and held forth as being student work and not otherwise. J. All teachers 
and instructors shall be prohibited from practicing cosfetology for pay 
or hire, directly or indirectly.” 


Section 3. That Section 288 of Title 62, of the Code of Alabama of 
1940, be and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 288. ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND BOARD DUTIES. 
The members of such Board shall, after their appointment, annually 
elect from among their members a chairman and may do all things neces- 
sary or convenient for carrying into effect the provisions of this sub- 
division. The members of the Board shall serve in their capacity as 
members of said Board and perform their duties as set out and provided 
in this subdivision, without compenstaion except as herein otherwise 
provided. The Board shall obtain such office space, furnishings, and 
other proper conveniences as it shall deem reasonably necessary for 
carrying out the provisions of this subdivision. The county governing 
body may assign such to it in the courthouse provided that the actual 
cost to the county shall be paid by the Board.

Section 4. Any qualified elector in any county whose name is 
omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in the county by 
reason of his failure to reidentify himself, as hereinabove required, or

“Section 8. Criminal Prosecutions. (a) Prosecutions may be com- 
menced in such courts upon the sworn complaint made to the judge of the 
court, who shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reasonably satisfied 
that the offense has been committed and that there is reasonable cause 
to believe that the accused is guilty or upon sworn complaint made as 
prescribed by Code of Alabama 1940, Title 13, Section 327, the case shall 
be docketed for trial, and the trial shall be held and conducted as trials 
after indictments. The clerk shall keep a record of all complaints made 
and all warrants issued. If the original complaint or warrant is lost, 
mislaid, or destroyed, a certified copy of the record shall be sufficient 
for the arraignment and trial of the accused. 


“(b) All warrants issued in Lee County for misdemeanors for vio- 
lations of the rules of the road and other misdemeanors defined or pro- 
vided for in the Code of Alabama 1940, Title 36, shall be there docketed 
and tried. In each rule of the road case docketed there shall be imposed 
and collected as other costs in said case a docketing tax of two dollars 
($2.00), which shall be paid into the county treasury. 


“(c) Solicitor. The present deputy solicitor in Lee County shall be 
the solicitor of the Court of Common Pleas of Lee County, and without 
additional compensation shall attend all sessions of said court and do and 
perform all duties of a solicitor therein, and in addition shall attend and 
represent the state at all preliminary hearings therein, and shall do and 
perform all duties required of a deputy solicitor by Code of Alabama 
1940, Title 13, Section 256.” 


Section 4. Section 11 of said Act No. 242, H. 678, approved July 15, 
1949, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 11. (a) The circuit clerk of Lee County shall be the clerk 
of the court herein established. The clerk shall receive for such services 
the sum of $600.00 per annum which sum shall be payable in equal 
monthly installments from the general fund of the county, and in addi- 
tion to his regular salary, fees, commissions or compensation, he shall be 
entitled to receive as compensation for his services as clerk of this court 
the same fees, commissions, percentages, allowances, and other compen- 
sation that are, or may hereafter be, allowed to circuit clerks in the 
State of Alabama. In making his settlement with the state or county, as 
the case may be, the clerk shall retain such fees, commissions, percent- 
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ages or allowances from any moneys collected as fees, fines and costs in 
said court. He shall have authority to purchase at county expense such 
records, stationery, office supplies and equipment as may be necessary to 
conduct the court’s business. He shall keep a seal, which shall be the 
official seal adopted by the court. Before entering upon the performance 
of his duties as clerk of the court of Common Pleas of Lee County, he 
must give bond as required by law for clerks of county courts. 


“(b) It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep all the records, files, 
and dockets of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all other 
duties required by the judge. 


“(e) The clerk shall have power and authority: (1) to administer 
oaths and take acknowledgements and affidavits; (2) to sign and issue all 
processes issuing out of the court, including warrants, affidavits, sum- 
monses, subpoenas, wrils, executions, commitmenis and reieases; (3) 
to approve bonds in civil and criminal cases including appeal bonds; 
(4) to enter all judgments, orders, and decrees of the court; (5) to certify 
all appeals and transcripts; (6) to exercise all powers and authority which 
are now or may be hereafter, conferred on clerks of county courts.” 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the 1953 
regular session of the Legislature of Alabama, for the introduction and 
passage of a local act, substantially, as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To alter, rearrange, and increase the boundaries of the Town of 
Cherokee, Colbert County, Alabama, to provide for an election to submit 
to the qualified voters of the territory to be annexed to said Town of 
Cherokee, Colbert County, Alabama, for their approval or rejection of 
such alterations, and extensions. 


Section 1. That the boundaries of the Town of Cherokee, in Colbert 
County, Alabama, are, subject to the other provisions hereof, hereby 
altered, rearranged and extended so that said boundaries shall include 
within the corporate limits of said Town of Cherokee, Colbert County, 
Alabama, the following described additional properties and territory, not 
presently located within said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, to-wit: 


Commence at the northeast corner of Section 34, Township 3 South, 
Range 14 West, in Colbert County, Alabama; thence west along the 
north line of said Section 34, a distance of 560 feet to the west boundary 
line of the present Town Limits of Cherokee, Alabama; thence north 13

Section 2. Upon the filing of a copy of a resolution by the Town 
Council of Cherokee, Alabama, certified to by the Mayor of said Town, 
to the effect that the public good, or , Public heaith reyuives that the ter- 
ritory described in Seciiuu i of tis Act, be brought within the corporate 
limits of said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, and of a petition signed by at 
least 25 per cent of the qualified electors in said territory described in 
Section 1 of this Act, and proposed to be annext to said Town of Chero- 
kee, Alabama, with the Judge of Probate of Colbert County, Alabama, 
such Judge of Probate shall make and enter an order upon the minutes of 
the Probate Court of said County, directing and ordering an election to be 
held by the qualifgied voters residing within said territory to be annexed, 
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as described above, said election to be held within forty days from the 
entry of said order. Said election shall be held to determine whether or 
not a majority of the voters residing within said territory described in 
Section 1 of this Act, favor the annexation to said Town of Cherokee, 
Alabama, or said territory. Said Judge shall give notice of the holding 
of said election not less than 10 days before said election by posting 
notices in three public places in said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, which 
notices shall state the date on which the election is to be held, the voting 
place or places designated by said Judge of Probate, the boundaries within 
which the voters must reside to vote at the respective voting place, which 
must be within the boundaries of the territory described in Section 1 of 
this Act, and said notices must give a description of the territory to be 
annexed, and must state that a map of said territory to be so annexed is 
on file in the Office of the Judge of Probate of said County, and open to 
inspection by the public. 


Section 3. The said Judge of Probate of said county may designate as 
many voting places within the said territory to be annexed, which he may 
deem necessary for the convenience of the voters and he must designate 
the boundaries within which the voters must reside to vote at the respec- 
tive place or places, and the appointing board consists of the Judge of 
Probate, Sheriff, and Clerk of the Circuit Court, of said county, as pro- 
vided by law, shall appoint three inspectors of election, two clerks, and 
one returning officer for each voting place, which inspectors shall manage 
the election at the respective voting place at which they are appointed 
as inspectors. 


Section 4. Each qualified elector, who has resided within the bounda- 
ries of the territory as described in Section 1 of this Act, for three months 
next preceding the said election, shall be a voter at said election, and 
may vote at said election, and he must vote at the voting place so desig~ 
nated by said Judge of Probate. 


Section 5. Said election must be conducted in all respects as pro- 
vided by the general election laws, and under the same sanction and 
penalties, except as changed by the provisions of this Act. 


Section 6. The said Judge of Probate shall cause to be prepared for 
said election all election supplies including official ballots, and shall tax 
the costs of such supplies to the Town of Cherokee, Alabama. The of- 
ficial ballot for such election shall have printed thereon: “For Annexa- 
tion,” if the voter wishes and desires to vote in favor of annexation of 
said territory to the Town of Cherokee, Alabama, and “Against Annexa- 
tion,” if the voter desires to vote against annexing said territory to said 
Town of Cherokee, Alabama. It shall not be necessary for the ballot to be 
of any particular size, color or form. 


Section 7. The inspectors at said voting place or places, must as 
soon as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the results of the elec- 
tion to the Judge of Probate of Colbert County, Alabama, and deliver the 
same to the returning officer, who must at once return the same to the 
said Judge of Probate, and said Judge of Probate must at once canvass 
the return or returns, as made by the inspectors, and if it appears that a 
majority of the votes cast at said election were “For Annexation,” said 
Judge shall make and enter an order on the records of said Probate 
Court recording such fact, and from the time of the entry of such order 
this Act shall be fully effective as to said territory described in Section 1 
of this Act, and the boundaries of said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, shall 
be such as to include said territory. If it appears that a majority of the 
votes cast at said election were “Against Annexation,” of said territory, 
the said Judge of Probate shall make and enter an order on the records 
of said Probate Court recording such fact, and this Act shall not be ef- 
fective as to said territory designated in said Section 1 of this Act, and the 
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boundaries of said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, shall be and remain as 
they were before the passage of this Act. 


Section 8. The result of said election may be contested by any 
qualified elector lawfully voting at said election, to be contested under 
the same provisions as are provided by general law for contesting the 
election of a Justice of the Peace, making the said Town of Cherokee, 
Alabama, as contestee. 


Section 9. The said Town of Cherokee, Alabama, shall pay all costs 
incident to said election. 


Section 10. The said Judge of Probate shall be entitled to the same 
fees for his services performed under the provisions hereof as he is 
authorized to charge and collect for similar services rendered by him, 
and all other officers shall be entitled to the same compensation for 
services rendered by them, as they are authorized by law to charge and 
collect for similar services rendered by them. 


Section 11. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon 
ies passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Section 1 of an Act approved July 13, 1951 (Act No. 203, S. 377, Acts 
of Alabama, 1951, p. 463), which divided Winston County into five road 
districts, provided for the appointment of one member of the highway 
board from each district, and provided additional duties and compensa- 
tion for members of the highway board, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 1. Winston County is hereby divided into five road or highway 
districts: beats 1 and 4 are designated as district 1; beats 6, 7, and 8 are 
designated as district 2; beats 2 and 11 are designated as district 3; beats 
3 and 10 are designated as district 4; and beats 5 and 9 are designated as 
district 5.

Section 1. All criminal and quasi-criminal jurisdiction of whatever 
kind, whether final or for the purpose of binding over to await the action 
of the grand jury, is hereby withdrawn and taken away from justices of 
the peace and notaries with powers of justices of the peace in the County 
of Cherokee; and justices of the peace and notaries ex officio who have 
already been or who may hereafter be elected or appointed for any 
portion of Cherokee County shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction 
only, and shall not have or exercise any criminal or qua-criminal juris- 
diction whatsoever. Provided that this Act shall not deprive the Cherokee 
Law and Equity Court or the recorder of any municipality of any 
criminal jurisdiction now exercised by it or him. 


Section 2. This Act shall not apply to or affect any criminal or quasi- 
criminal case pending in any court on the effective date hereof. 
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Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming

Legislature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will be introduced 
and application for its nassage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish a Jury Board in Jefferson County, Alabama, to fix the 
membership of said Board, to prescribe the qualifications and terms of 
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office and provide for the appointment of the members thereof; to 
fix heir compensation and to define their duties; to provide for the 
appointment, duties and compensation of the clerks of said Board, for the 
qualification of jurors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the filling 
and refilling of jury boxes; to provide for the method of serving notice 
upon jurors requiring their attendance for jury service and to provide 
for the payment of the necessary expenses of such Board. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That a Jury Board be and the same is hereby established 
in Jefferson County. 


Section 2. That such Jury Board shall be composed of three members 
who shall be qualified electors of Jefferson County and shall be men 
or women reputed for their fairness, impartiality, integrity and good 
judgment. Members of the Board shall not during the term for which 
they are appointed and during their tenure in said office hold any other 
office by appointment or election or perform any other public duty under 
the state, county or municipal government, which carries with it any 
compensation whatsoever. 


Section 3. That upon the passage of this act and its approval by the 
Governor, the present members of the Jury Board of Jefferson County, 
namely: George W. Clayton, Mrs. Robbie Acker Strickland anl Fred H. 
Batson shall be and are hereby appointed members of the Jury Board 
provided herein, whose terms of office shall be as follows and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified; George W. Clayton shali hold 
office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1954, 
Mrs. Robbie Acker Strickland shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1955, and Fred H. Batson shall hold 
office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1956. 
Upon the expiration of each of these terms, the Governor shall appoint 
successors who shall hold office for three years from the expiration of the 
term of office of their respective predecessors. 


Section 4. The members of the Jury Board shall elect one of their 
number President of the Board. Any two members of the Board shall be 
a quorum for the transaction of business. Every member of the Board 
before entering upon the discharge of his duties must take the oath of 
office prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and must be com- 
missioned by the Governor. 


Section 5. Each member of the Jury Board shall be paid the sum 
of Fifty ($50.00) dollars per month, to be paid monthly out of the County 
Treasury. 


Section 6. In the event that two of the Jury Board are absent from 
the State, sick, or for any reason cannot discharge the duties imposed 
upon them by this article, then the other member of the Board shall notify 
any judge of a court of record residing in the County to appear and take 
the place of the absent members and in such case one judge and one 
member shall constitute a quorum. If no such judge is present or able 
to serve, the other member must immediately notify the Governor, who 
shall appoint competent persons to act as members of the Board until the 
regular members are present and able to discharge their duties. 


Section 7. Should any member of the Board become disqualified 
under the provisions of this Act, the fact of such disqualification and 
the ground or reason therefor shall be certified to the Governor by the 
presiding judge of the Circuit Court of the county, and when so certified 
his office shall become vacant and the Governor shall appoint his suc- 
cessor to fill out the unexpired term. In case of any vacancy from any 
other cause in the office of a member of the Board, the Governor shall 
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appoint a member to fill such vacancy who shall hold office for the un- 
expired term. 


Section 8. The jury board may appoint subject to the applicable 
civil service law such clerical or other assistants and incur such other 
expenses as may be needful and necessary for the proper discharge of 
the duties of their office, the expense of which shall be a proper charge 
against the county treasury. The county governing body shall fix the 
number of the clerks employed in the office of the Jury Board. Every 
clerk performing duties relative to the preparation of jury rolls shall before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties take and subscribe to the oath 
of office prescribed by the constitution and file the same for record in 
the office of the probate judge of the county. 


Section 9. Every clerk of the Jury Board before entering upon the 
discharge of his duties under this Act, must take and subscribe the oath 
of office prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and file the same 
for record in the Probate Office of the County. 


Section 10. Any member of the Jury Board or clerk thereof who 
wilfully neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act, 
or any person who, being duly summoned to attend before the Jury 
Board, wilfully fails to do so, or attending, refuse to testify, shall be guilty © 
of a misdemeanor. 


Section 11. The Clerk of the Jury Board, under the direction of the 
Jury Board, obtain the names of every male ‘citizen of the County, over 
twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age, and his occupation, place of 
residence and place of business, and shall perform all such other duties 
required of him by law under the direction of the Jury Board. 


Section 12. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this Act, 
the Jury Board shall meet in the County Court House, in Birmingham, 
on the last Tuesday in August, 1953, and on said day each two years 
thereafter, make in a well-bound book a roll containing the name of every 
male citizen living in the County who possesses the qualifications herein 
prescribed and who is not exempted by law from serving on juries. The 
roll shall be arranged alphabetically and by precincts in their numberical 
order and the Jury Board shall cause to be written on the roll opposite 
every name piaced thereon, the occupation, residence, and piace oi 
business of every person selected, and if the residence has a street 
number, it must be given. Upon the completion of the roll the Jury 
Roard shall eause ta he nrenared nlain white cards, all of the same size 
and texture, and shall have written or printed on the cards the name, 
occupation, place of residence and place of business of the person whose 
name has been placed on the jury roll; writing or printing but one person’s 
name, occupation, place of residence and of business on one card. When 
the cards have been so prepared, the Jury Board shall then segregate, 
remove and set aside the cards bearing the names of all jurors who 
served as jurors during the two years next preceding July 15th of that 
year. The names of the jurors on the cards so removed shall continue on 
the rolls as qualified jurors, but the cards shall not then be placed in the 
jury box, but shall be retained as a reserve to be used as hereinafter 
provided. All other cards prepared as herein provided, shall then be 
placed in a substantial metal box, provided with a lock and two keys, 
which box shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office of the Probate 
Judge, and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall deposit 
it in any safe or vault in the Court House to be designated on the minutes 
of the Board, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept by the President 
of the Jury Board. The other of said keys shall be kept by the Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court for the sole use of the judges of the Courts of 
said County needing jurors. The jury roll shall be kept securely and for 
the use of the Jury Board exclusively. It shall not be inspected by any 
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one except the members of the Board or by the Clerk of the Board 
upon authority of the Board, unless under an order of a Judge of the 
Circuit Court or other court of record having jurisdiction. 


Section 13. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this 
Act, the Jury box now in use in the county shall continue to be used 
until the last Tuesday in August 1953 or until such time thereafter as 
the box is refilled as herein provided. Thereafter the Jury Board shall 
proceed to refill the box on the last Tuesday in August each two years 
in the manner prescribed in this Act. 


Section 14. The Jury Board shall place on jury roll and in the 
jury box as herein provided the names of all male citizens of the County 
who are generally repuated to be honest and intelligent men and are 
esteemed in the community for their integrity, good character and sound 
judgment; but no person must be selected who is under twenty-one or 
over sixty-five years of age or who is an habitual drunkard, or who, 
being afflicted with a permanent disease or physical weakness, is unfit 
to discharge the duties of a juror; or cannot read English or who has ever 
been convicted of any offense involving moral turpitude. If a person 
cannot read English and has all the other qualifications prescribed herein 
and is a freeholder or householder, his name may be placed on the jury 
roll and in the jury box. 


Section 15. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing that 
the name of every person possessing the qualifications prescribed by 
this act to serve as a juror and not exempted by law from jury duty, is 
placed on the jury roll and in the jury box, and they may summon and 
cause to attend before them any person residing within the County and 
examine him on oath touching the name, residence, occupation and 
qualification of any person residing in the County, and they may require 
the production of any books, papers or documents and generally to do 
and perform whatever acts to estalish to their satisfaction that the jury 
roll conforms to all legal requirements. 


The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be used for a juror’s 
name, but one full Christian name, or given name, shall in every case 
be used and in case there are two or more persons of the same or similar 
name, the name by which he is common distinguished from the other 
persons of the same or similar name shall also be entered as well as his 
true name. The Jury Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan 
the registration lists and lists returned to the tax assessor, any city di- 
rectory, telephone directories, and any and every other source of infor- 
mation from which he may obtain information, and to visit every precinct 
at least once a year to enable the Jury Board to properly perform the 
duties required of it by this Act. 


Section 16. The Jury Board shall have performed the duties required 
of it by law when they have prepared a jury roll and filled a jury box 
otherwise in compliance with the law consisting of the names of qualified 
jurors in number equal to at least six per cent of the population of said 
County in accordance with the latest Federal Censur, and having prepared 
said roll and filled such box with said number of jurors, said Jury Board 
shall not be deemed or held to be guilty of wilful neglect of duty nor 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 17. Whenever the names in the jury box are exhausted or 
so far depleted that they will probably be exhausted at the next drawing 
of jurors; or whenever it shall appear to the Presiding Judge of the 
Circuit Court or Court of like jurisdiction that the jury box is so nearly 
exhausted as to require refilling, and the said Judge shall notify the 
president of the Jury Board; the said Jury Board shall thereupon place 
into the jury box all cards containing the names of jurors as prepared 
under the provisions of this Act in Section 12 and which have been 
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withheld from the box when filled and set aside as a reserve. Provided, 
however, that in placing the cards held as a reserve in the box the Jury 
Board may delete and withhold the cards of the names of any jurors 
who have died or otherwise have been disqualified because of age or 
other reasons from serving as jurors. 


Section 18. For any court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit 
juries, and now or hereafter established for and held in a territorial 
subdivision of the County, the Jury Board shall make and keep a separate 
roll and make and refill a separate box for that court and territorial 
subdivision as provided by this Act, on which roll and in which box only 
the names of jurors residing in that territory shall be placed, which 
box shall be kept by the clerk of said court and the key thereof by the 
Judge of said court, and all jurors for that court shall be drawn by the 
Judge of said court as provided in this Act from the separate jury box 
provided under his section, and shall be summoned as provided in this Act 
for summoning jurors otherwise drawn. The names of jurors whose 
names are required to be placed on the roll and in the box in this 
section provided for, shall not be placed on any other roll nor in any other 
box nor shall any such person be authorized or required to serve as a 
juror in any court outside of said territorial subdivision. If there is 
more than one court requiring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, 
established for and held in such territorial subdivision of the County, 
all of such courts shall procure their juries from the box in this section 
provided for, and this section is intended to apply to any division of a 
court that is held in such territorial subdivision, including the Probate 
Court. The preparation of a separate jury roll and the filling and refilling 
of a separate jury box as provided in this section shall be governed 
in all respects, in so far as applicable, by the same rules and regulations 
as are prescribed in this act for the jury roll and jury box used outside 
of such territorial subdivision of the County. In ascertaining the number 
of qualified jurors equal to six per cent of the population of such ter- 
ritorial subdivision, the Jury Board may consider the latest public school 
census of such subdivision and any other authentic data on the subject. 


Section 19. Notices of the requirement of the attendance of jury 
service may be served by registered mail, or may be served as provided 
by section 33 of Title 30, Code of Alabama of 1940. Stouid in the discre- 


tion of the sheriff the service be made by registered mail, such service 
shall be as follows: 


It shall be the duty of the Sheriff of the County to enclose the 
summons in an envelope addressed to the person to be served and place 
all necessary postage thereon and demand a return receipt. When a 
return receipt, signed by the addressee is returned to the sheriff by the 
post office department of the United States the sheriff shall thereupon 
mark the process executed and it shall be considered for all purposes as 
sufficient personal and legal service. In the event said jury summons 
so mailed should be returned to the sheriff by the post office department 
of the United States without delivery to the addressee then the sheriff 
shall immediately make every effort personally to serve said summons. 
The provisions of this section in reference to service by registered mail, 
however, shall not apply to jury summons returnable hefore the court 
instanter, but such summons shall be served only as provided by section 


33 OL Title 30, Code ot Alabama of 1940. 


Section 20. The County Commission or other like governing body of 
the County shall, upon the request of the President of the Board, pur- 
chase the necessary books in which to keep the jury rolls and the record 
of the proceedings, and the necessary cards, stationery and things of all 
kinds required by the Board and shall draw its warrant on the County 
Treasury for the payment of the same.

in which they were empaneled. 


Section 22. The clerks of the several courts shall also certify to the 
Jury Board the names of all persons yho have been found by the Court 
to be disqualified or exempt, which fact shall be noted opposite their 
respective names on the jury roll. 


Section 23. Any authority, right, power and duty heretofore im- 
posed by law on the Jury Board of the County or the clerk thereof, and 
which is not by this Act specifically repealed, shall hereafter be exercised 
or performed by the Jury Board or the Clerk thereof, respectively. 


Section 24. That all laws, general or local, in conflict with any of the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed, it being the 
intent of the Legislature that the subjects covered by this Act be the 
exclusive law on such subjects in Jefferson County. 


Section 25. That in the event any section, clause or provision of this 
Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be held to 
affect any other section, clause or provision of this Act, but the same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


Section 26. That this act shall ttke effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

of the County from all available sources. He shall gather all necessary 
and proper information as to the assessed valuation of property in the 
County; and in the exercise and discharge of his duties he shall report 
to the Commission at each meeting his actions and make recommenda- 
tions relating to the County’s finances to the end that the County ex- 
penditures shall not exceed its income. 


OF THE INDUSTRIAL AND CIVIC COMMISSIONER: He shall 
make a survey of the resources of the County and have the same avail- 
able for the Commission from time to time, to the end that the agricul- 
tural, mineral, timber, water, labor and all other resources of the County 
shall be fully developed. He shall cooperate with the Department of 
Public Health, the Department of Public Welfare, the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, the Agricultural Extension Work Services, and the 
Federal and State Reforestation Services, as well as with all other serv- 
ices for the promotion of all its resources and render to them all proper 
assistance in their respective spheres of operation, and keep the Com- 
mission advised as to the activities and needs of the several departments 
and services. He shall cooperate with the several municipalities and 
communities in the county in the development of the such communities 
and municipalities, and keep the Commission advised as to his activities 
relative thereto. 
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Section 2. Any and all laws, general, local and special in conflict 
with Section 1 of this Act are expressly repealed except, this Act shall 
not be construed to repeal or to any way modify, alter or change any 
provisions of Act number 142, approved June 29, 1951, Acts 1951 pages 
374-378, but the authority and powers given in said Act and in this Act 
shall be and remain in full force and effect and are in Pari Materia and 
shall be construed together so as to give effect to each and as well to 
any amendments thereto heretofore or hereafter enacted.

REPORT OF LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
ON THE 
DEPARTMENT OF EXAMINERS OF PUBLIC ACCOUNTS 


TO: Honorable Gordon Persons, Governor, 
The Senate and 
The House of Representatives 


Pursuant to Act No. 351, approved August 14, 1947 (Act of Legisla- 
ture of 1947, page 231) the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts 
was set up, providing for the periodical auditing of the books, accounts, 
vouchers and records of all public offices, agencies, departments, and 
institutions of the State. This Act placed the Chief Examiner and the 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts under the general super- 
vision and control of a Legislative Committee on Public Accounts. Prior 
to the creation of this Department by the above mentioned Act the duty 
and respuusivility cf auditing the records of receipts and disbursements 
had been vested in an agency which worked under the direction and was 
answerable only to the Executive Department of the State. It is a recog- 
nized and accepted fact that post auditing should be done by an agency 
independent of and divorced from the Executive Department of govern- 
ment, which under our statutes, directs the spending of the funds appro- 
priated by the Legislature. That this procedure of post audits is con- 
ducive to good government is borne out by the fact that the Comptroller 
General of the United States and approximately 50 per cent of the States 
are now operating under a similar statute. Under our present law the 
Legislature appropriates funds for the various operations of this State, 
the Executive Department directs and supervises the expenditures and 
the Department of Examiners, working under the supervision of the 
Legislature, through one of its Committees, post audits these disbhurse- 
ments to determine that such disbursemenis coiiply with the statutes 
governing same. : 


This Act further provides that the Legislative Committee on Public 
Accounts shall have twelve members. Five members to be elected by 
the House of Representatives from its membership and five by the Senate 
from its membership—the Lieutenant Governor is a member of the Com- 
mittee and Chairman thereof; the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
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tives is also a member of the Committee and the Vice Chairman thereof. 
This Committee is required to make a report on its findings and recom- 
mendations concerning the work of the Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts to the Senate and House of Representatives at each ses- 
sion of the Legislature and to the Governor. 


The objectives of this Department are: 


1. To provide the general policy making and appropriating au- 
thority with a control over administration that does not interfere 
with its day to day functions and operations. 


2. To furnish the Legislature and the public with an independ- 
ent appeal and report of the activities performed by the operating 
officials. 


3. To give the executive a significant check on the work of his 
departmental staff and advice on current problems of management 
in which accounting is an important factor, thus increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the Department. 


4. To serve as a means for detecting errors and protecting 
against fraud and dishonesty. 


In accordance with provisions of Section 16 of this Act, the Legisla- 
tive Committee on Public Accounts held its annual meeting in 1951 on 
Tuesday, November 20, in Room 336 of the State Capitol. 


The annual report of the Chief Examiner of Public Accounts, cover- 
ing the operations of the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts 
for the period October 1, 1950 through September 30, 1951, was submitted 
to the Committee by Mr. Eagerton. The report was discussed at length 
by the Committee and by proper resolution the Committee voted unani- 
mously to accept and approve said annual report. 


The annual meeting of the Legislative Committee on Public Ac- 
counts for 1951-1952 fiscal year was held in Room 340 of the State Capitol 
on Tuesday, November 25, 1952. The report covering the operations of 
the Department of Examiners for the period October 1, 1951 through 
September 30, 1952, was submitted by Mr. Eagerton. The contents of 
this report were discussed at length by members of the Committee and 
Mr. Eagerton and said report was unanimously accepted and approved. 


On May 4, 1953, the Legislative Committee on Public Accounts held 
a special meeting in Room 340 of the State Capitol. 


Among other things discussed at this meeting was the appropriation 
request for the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts. After a 
thorough discussion of the request, this Committee went on record as 
favoring the appropriation as requested by the Department. 


During the fiscal years 1950-1951 and 1951-1952 the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts completed and filed audit reports cover- 
ing the operations of various State departments, boards, bureaus and 
county officials for 1,795 audit years. 


As a result of these audits, settlements were effected in the aggre- 
gate amount of $233,699.44, of which $45,373.43 was paid into the State 
Treasury; $83,698.44 into various county treasuries; $47,423.29 into school 
treasuries of the counties; $17,993.05 to municipalities and $39,211.23 to 
county officials and other individuals. 


As of September 30, 1952, the personnel of the Department was com- 
prised of .

Of the examiners employed, 21 have tenure of service with the De- 
partment of between 15 and 25 years and 20 have been employed by the 
Department for a period of 10 to 15 years. The average length of em- 
ployment for all examiners is 11.66 years. 


Even with so many employees with such a long tenure of service, 
there are only two in the Department who are drawing the maximum 
salary for their respective classification, while 19 are one step, 26 are two 
steps, 15 are three steps, 10 are four steps and 2 are five steps under the 
maximum salaries as set by the Personnel Board. 


The work of this Department is receiving National and International 
recognition and in the report of this Committee to you in January 1951, 
we gave you excerpts from unsolicited letters addressed to the Chief 
Examiner of Public Accounts from officials of two of the largest in- 
demnity companies doing business in the United States, in which there 
was generous praise for the work being done by this Department. One 
of these letters was concluded with the following statement: “We see 
audits from all over the country, but yours are, by far, the best and have 
given a terrific boost to the cause of good government”. Subsequent to 
January 1951 report, Mr. Eagerton received a letter from the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company of New York under date of August 26, 1952, in 
which they say, “Your State was notable for the passage of legislation 
providing for a uniform system of accounting for its governmental units 
but this alone would have been an empty gesture without the vigilance 
of your Department in cnforcing compliance with the new law and good 
business procedures. As a result, we have watched unit after political 
unit reduce its debt, eliminate crooked officials and attain a high plane 
of efficiency and good management surpassed in no other State in the 
Union. Alabama is to be congratulated iur veing the outstanding leader 
of good government”. 


In June of this year, Honorable Rafael de J. Cordero, Controller of 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, flew to Montgomery for the purpose 
of studying the organization, policies and procedures of the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts. He was very liberal in his praise for 
the work being done by this Department. 


On his return to San Juan, Puerto Rico, he wrote Mr. Eagerton 
thanking him for the time spent in explaining the policies and procedures 
of the Department, and stating that “They will be put to good use in our 
Oiiice and I am sure we shall profit from your excellent practices”. 


_The Committee is of the opinion iat this lettcr should he incorporat- 
ed in this report by reference and a copy is attached hereto and made a 
part of this report. 


In conclusion, it affords this Committee a genuine pleasure in com- 
mending Mr. Eagerton and his assistants for the diligence and efficiency 
with which they have performed their duties since the creation of this 
Department by the 1947 Legislature. We have found the Chief Examiner, 
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his assistants and clerks willing at all times to cooperate with this Com- 
mittee and all officials to the end that we in Alabama may enjoy good 
government. We feel that the creation of this Department into a separate 
and independent Department has been a step forward in State legislation 
and have come to recognize that it is necessary and expedient to have 
both executive and legislative checks on receipts and disbursements of 
public funds and that each should be independent of the other.

Section 1: That Section 6 of an Act entitled an Act to abolish the 
Board of Revenue of Baldwin County, Alabama, and to establish in lieu 
thereof a Commission form of Government for such County to consist 
of a commission of four members and to be a Court of Record and to be 
known as the County Commission; to provide for the designation, ap- 
pointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe and limit 
their duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges; and to au- 
thorize and direct them to distribute the duties, powers, jurisdiction, 
authority and privileges of such County Commission into four divisions 
as follows: First, Chairman and Purchasing Division; Second, Road and

bidder the maintenance of the poor; to pay the regular legal rate, for the 
advertising of notice and substance of local bills which may be introduced 
in the Legislature for the benefit of Baldwin County or in reference to 
subjects or matters exclusively relating to the business affairs of said 
County; to appropriate in each calendar year such sum of money as the 
Commission may deem proper or expedient towards defraying the nec- 
essary expenses of the operation, support, upkeep and maintenance of 
each division of the naval militia of the State that may be located in 
such county; to procure and provide a suitable number of telephones for 
the use of the officers of the County and the officers of the Circuit Court 
for said County and to locate such telephones in the respective offices 
or at places accessible to such offices and to pay for the same out of the 
general funds of the County; to make appropriations out of the County 
treasury to pay premiums on live stock that may be exhibited in live 
stock shows held in the County. When the State or Federal authorities 
have taken up the work of farm demonstration, or the organization of

serially over a period not exceeding ten years and to pledge the general 
revenues of the County or the County’s receipts from the two and one- 
half mill ad valorem tax authorized to be levied under Section 215 of the 
Constitution of Alabama 1901 or so much thereof as shall be necessary, 
for the payment of such interest bearing bonds or interest bearing war- 
rants, principal and interest, when and as the same shall become 
due; to issue and sell any bonds which have been heretofore law- 
fully authorized to be issued and sold or that may hereafter be 
lawfully authorized to be issued and sold on behalf of said Coun- 
ty; to set aside, appropriate and use such part of the revenue of 
the County as may be deemed expedient for the purpose of creating a 
sinking fund for the payment of bonds, warrants or other indebtedness; 
and to invest such sinking fund in interest bearing bonds, warrants or 
other securities of the United States, the State of Alabama, or of the 
County of Baldwin or any other County or Municipality of this State, or 
deposit the same on interest bearing account, within the State, as said 
Commission may deem wise; to have a general superintendence of the 
public roads, bridges and ferries within said County, and it may construct 
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new roads, bridges and ferries in said County, so as to render travel on 
the same as safe and convenient as practical; to this end the said Com- 
mission shall have all the Legislative, Judicial and executive powers now 
or that may hereafter be conferred upon the Courts of County Commis- 
sioners and Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of Counties; and 
the said Commission is a Court of unlimited jurisdiction and power as 
to the construction, maintenance and improvement of the public roads, 
bridges and ferries in said County, except as its jurisdiction or power 
may be limited by local or special statutes of the State. It may also 
establish, promulgate and enforce rules and regulations, make and enter 
into such contracts as may be necessary, or as may be deemed necessary 
or advisable by such Commission, to build, construct and maintain a 
good system of public roads, bridges and ferries in said County, and 
regulate the use thereof; but no contract for the construction or repair 
of any public road, bridges or bridge shail be made where the payment 
of the contract price for such work shall extend over a period of more 
than ten years; the Commission shall employ a competent engineer as 
superintendent of roads and bridges, who under their direction and 
control, shall have general superintendence of all location, construction, 
maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in said County; the Com- 
mission shall fix the salary of such engineer and prescribe duties, and may 
dismiss him at will; to employ counsel for the Commission under such 
contract as it shall deem advantageous; to employ a clerk, fix his salary; 
his term of office and dismiss him at will; to have and to exercise the 
duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges, legislative, judicial, 
executive and ministerial, that are now or may hereafter be conferred 
upon Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other gov- 
oe bodies of counties of this State by the general laws of the State of 
abama.

To define, regulate and license barbers and barber col- 
leges, and other like businesses within the corporate limits and police 
jurisdiction of the incorporated municipalities in Calhoun County, Ala- 
bama; and create a Barbers’ Commission for said county; and to fix 
the powers and duties of said Commission; and to prescribe penalties 
for violations hereof. 


With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited as 
follows: 


AN ACT 


To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other 
like businesses within the corporate limits and police jurisdiction of the 
incorporated municipalities in Calhoun County, Alabama; and create 
a Barbers’ Commission for said county; and to fix the powers and duties 
of said Commission; and to prescribe penalties for violations hereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That after the passage of this Act it shall be unlawful 
for any person, co-partnership, association or. corporation to act as a 
barber, operate a barber college, barber shop or other like business, to 
advertise or assume to act as such within the corporate limits or police 
jurisdiction of any incorporated municipality in Calhoun County without 
a license issued by the Barbers’ Commission of Calhoun County, Alabama. 
No co-partnership, association or corporation shall be granted a license, 
unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, association or 
corporation, who actively engages in the barber business, barber college 
or like business of such co-partnership, association or corporation, shall 
hold a license as a barber as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 2, A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like busi- 
ness within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, co- 
partnership, association or corporation, who, for a valuable consideration 
or hire, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp massages, or 
treats the same with oils or other preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts or 
dyes, the hair of a human being or applies hair tonic or other cosmetic 
preparations, clays or lotions to the scalp, neck, or face, or engages in 
the teaching of any person or persons in the art of barbering as in this 
paragraph defined. Provided, however, the provisions of this Act 
shall not apply to (1) persons engaged in the practice of medicine, 
surgery or beauty culture, except those serving male patronage, (2) 
persons actively engaged in the military service of the United States 
Government while acting in line of duty, (3) registered nurses in the 
course of their employment as such, (4) persons who render any of said 
services to members of their immediate families, (5) any barber shop, 
barber college or barber school operated by a city or county board of 
education or any State institution. 


Section 3. There is perevy created a Barbers’ Commission for Cal- 
houn County, Alabama: The Commission shall be composed of the 
county health officer and three barbers possessing the qualifications 
and appointed in the manner hereinafter prescribed. The first three 
barber members of the Commission shall be appointed by the Governor 
alone; one shall be appointed for a term of two years, one for a term of 
three years and one for a term of four years, and until their successors 
are appointed and qualify. The successors of the first three appointed 
members shall be appointed for terms of four years and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualify, and shall be appointed in the following 
manner: prior to the expiration of the term of any member, the Commis- 
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sion shall call a public meeting of all barbers licensed under this Act and 
shall give written notice thereof to each such barber at least five days in 
advance of the date of the meeting; at such meeting the barbers shall 
nominate three barbers for appointment to the Commission to succeed the 
member whose term is about to expire; the names of the three barbers 
nominated shall be transmitted by the Commission to the Governor and 
he shall appoint one of them to the Commission. Members of the Commis- 
sion shall be eligible to nomination to succeed themselves. To be eligible 
for nomination and appointment to the Commission, either as an original 
or successor member, a barber must have been engaged in barbering in 
Calhoun County for three years immediately prior to the date of his 
appointment. Vacancies on the Commission shall be filled for the un- 
expired term by the remaining members of the Commission. The 
Commission, immediately upon the appointment by the Governor of 
each new member and his qualification, shall organize by selecting from 
among its number a Chairman and a Secretary-Treasurer, and may do 
all things necessary or convenient for carrying into effect the provisions 
of this Act. Each member of the Commission shall receive as full com- 
pensation for each day actually spent in the work of said Commission 
his actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commission 
may appoint, and at its pleasure discharge, such assistants as may be 
necessary to discharge the duties imposed by the provisions of this Act. 
The Secretary-Treasurer shall be required to enter into a bond to be 
approved by the Commission in the sum of not less than five hundred 
dollars ($500), conditioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on 
hand by said Secretary-Treasurer during his term of office or at the 
time he is holding office. Each appointed member of the Commission 
shall enter into a bond to be approved by the Probate Judge of Calhoun 
County in the sum of not less than one thousand dollars ($1,000), con- 
ditioned upon the faithful performance of the duties of his office. The 
premiums on all bonds required to be made herein shall be paid out of 
the funds of the Commission. The Commission shall prescribe the 
duties and fix the compensation of the Secretary-Treasurer. The govern- 
ing body of Calhoun County shall furnish the Commission with office 
space, furnishings, supplies, equipment and other proper conveniences 
necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act, and shall charge the 
expenses thereof solely against the Commission’s fund in the County 
treasury. The Commission shall adopt a seal with such design as it 
may prescribe engraved thereon, by which it shail authenticate its pro- 
ceedings. Copies of all records and papers in the office of the Com- 
mission duly certified and authenticated by its seal shall be received in 
evidence 1n ail couris wit line eifcct ac the original. All records kept in 
the office of the Commission under authority of this Act shall be open 
to public inspection under such rules and regulations as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Commission. All fees and charges payable under this 
Act shall be paid to the Secretary-Treasurer who shall forthwith pay 
them into the County Treasury where they shall be kept in a separate 
fund to the credit and for the use of the Commission. Funds may be 
disbursed in the same manner as other county funds upon the written 
request of the Commission to the governing body of the County. In no 
case shall any of the expenses of the Commission be payable from any 
funds other than those of the Commission. 


Section 4. Licenses shall be granted only to persons of good moral 
character, who have an eiemeniary school education, or its equivalent in 
the judgment of ine Cuimimission, and shall he at least 18 years of age, 
and a resident of the State of Alabama for a period of one year immedi- 
ately prior to his application, and have practiced as an apprentice for a 
period of at least one year and pass a satisfactory examination conducted 
by the Commission. Provided, however, any person or persons engaged 
in the occupation of barbering for a period of less than one year may be 
licensed as an apprentice barber provided he is 17 years of age, and has 
an elementary school education or its equivalent in the judgment of the 
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Commission, upon successfully passing said Commission’s examination 
for licensing a barber, as herein set forth. 


Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this Act it is 
to include the feminine gender. Every applicant for a barber’s license, 
apprentice-barber’s license, or for a license to operate a barber shop 
or barber’s college, or other like business shall apply therefor in writ- 
ing on blanks prepared or furnished by said Barber’s Commission. It 
shall be accompanied by the recommendation of at least two barbers 
doing business in an incorporated municipality of the County where 
said application is made, not related to applicant, certifying that the 
applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of 
barbering and recommending that a license be granted. Said application 
shall be accompanied by the application fee of $7.50 and a reputable 
doctor’s certificate certifying that said applicant has no communicable 
or contagious or infectious disease. If the applicant has not practiced 
barbering in the County prior to the effective date of this Act, the 
application fee for the first year shall be $15.00. It is provided, however, 
that upon the payment of the required fee the Commission shall, without 
the necessity for recommendations from other barbers and without 
examination, other than a physical examination which may be required, 
issue a license to any barber who has been licensed by a licensing and 
examining agency of another county or state similar to the Commission 
hereby created if such other agency reciprocally licenses barbers licensed 
by the Commission herein created. The Commission shall have authority 
to call before it and require any barber to have an examination by a 
reputable doctor to ascertain whether or not he has a communicable, 
contagious or infectious disease, the Commission shall have authority to 
revoke his license forthwith. The Commission, after applications in 
proper form have been filed, shall set the application down for a 
hearing (before refusing to issue license) and determination as herein- 
after provided in this Act. The Commission shall issue a license in such 
form as it may prescribe which shall show the name and address of 
the licensee and the barber shop or college in which he is employed. 
The seal of the Commission shall be imprinted on the license, and such 
other additional matter placed thereon as the Commission may designate. 
It shall be the duty of each person, co-partnership, association or corpora- 
tion to conspicuously display his imprint of the seal of the commission 
license in his place of business. The Commission shall issue to each 
licensee a pocket card, on which shall be an certifying that the person 
whose name appears is a licensed barber or operator of one of the 
businesses herein named as the case may be. The annual renewal fee 
for each barber’s license shall be $7.50. Each barber shop, barber college 
or other like business within any incorporated municipality in Calhoun 
County shall pay to the Commission an annual license of $10.00 per shop 
or college. The original fee for each person, co-partnership, association 
or corporation, who operates a barber college shall be $100.00, in addition 
to the annual license herein provided. Every license shall expire on 
the 3lst day of December of each year. The Commission shall issue a 
new license for the ensuing year in the absence of any other reason or 
condition that might warrant the refusal of granting of the license upon 
the receipt of the written request of the applicant accompanied by the 
annual fee therefor, as herein required, and accompanied, also, by a cer- 
tificate of a reputable physician asserting that the applicant then has 
no contagious, communicable or infectious disease. The Commission 
may upon its own motion, and shall upon the verified complaint in 
writing of any three persons making out a prima facie case, investigate 
the actions of any person hereby affected, and shall have the power 
to suspend or to revoke any license issued under the provisions of this 
Act at any time where the licensee has fraudulently obtained the license, 
or where the licensee in performing or attempting to perform any of the 
acts mentioned herein is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of any 
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state, county or city statute or ordinance pertaining to the operation of the 
business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regulation es- 
tablished by the Commission, (c) or who has failed upon request of the 
Secretary-Treasurer to give evidence and-or proof of the compliance with 
the same. The Commission shall, before denying an application for 
license, or before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter 
down for a hearing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the 
hearing, notify the applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall 
contain an exact statement of the charges made, and the date and 
place of hearing. The applicant or licensee at all hearings, shall have the 
opportunity to be heard in person or by counsel or both. Such notice may 
be served by delivery of the same personally to the applicant or licensee, 
or by mailing the same by registered mail to the last known business of 
such applicant or licensee. In preparation and conduct of hearings, the 
Commission shali have the power to invoke the aid of any court to 
require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of wilnesses and the 
production of papers, and any member of the commission may administer 
oaths and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage shall be the same as 
prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the Courts of this State in 
civil cases. Any party to a hearing shall have the right to the attendance 
of witnesses in his behalf. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, any 
member of the Commission may invoke the aid of any court of competent 
jurisdiction in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses and 
the production of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring 
the persons to appear before the Commission, and give evidence or 
produce papers as the case may be, and any failure to obey such order of 
the Court may be punished by the Court as a contempt thereof. If the 
Commission shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to re- 
ceive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a violation of any of the 
provisions of this Act, a license shall not be granted, or the same sus- 
pended or revoked as the case may require. Upon request of the appli- 
cant or licensee in writing, the Commission shall furnish said party with 
a definite statement of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for 
refusing to grant the license or for its suspension or revocation of same. 
The findings of the Commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of 
the county, provided an appeal is taken within 10 days after such final 
determination of the Commission. Any person desiring to appeal under 
this section shaii file with the Cammission or some member therof, a 
notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit Court and aiiy cause 
so appealed shall be tried de novo in said Circuit Court. The Com- 
imission chall at least every three months hold an examination for the 
purpose of determining the qualificatiuvus of any applicants to become 
barbers or barber-apprentices, and shall conduct said examinations 1n 
accordance with the provisions hereof and in accordance with the rules 
and regulations promulgated by said Commission not inconsistent with 
this Act. Said examination to be conducted in the city, town, or village 
where the principal office of the Commission is located. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful (a) for any barber or barber 
apprentice to continue the practice of barbering knowing that he has an 
infectious, contagious or communicable disease; (b) to own, manage, 
operate, control, or work in any barber shop unless continuous hot and 
cold running water is provided therein; (c) to use upon one patron a 
towel that has been used upon another patron unless and until the towel 
has been relaundered; (d) nui io provide the head rest on each chair 
with a clean laundered towel or a sheet of clean paper for each pairon, 
(e) to use in the practice of barbering any styptic pencil, finger bowls, 
sponge, Jump alum, or powder puffs, to be in possession of styptic pencil, 
finger bowls, sponges, lump alum, or powder puffs, or use towels in the 
laboratory bowls is prima facie evidence that the same is being used 
therein; (f) not to place around the patron’s neck a strip of cloth, cotton 
or a towel or other neck band so that the hair cloth will not come in 
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contact with the neck or skin of the patron’s body; (g) to use on. any 
patron a razor, scissors, tweezers, comb, rubber disks or parts of vibrators 
used on another patron unless the same are kept in a closed compartment 
and sterilized in a solution of 2 per cent carbolic acid, or other solutions 
approved by the Commission before each use; (h) not to keep all linens 
used in the barber shop in a closed cabinet or compartment at all times. 
The Commission shall have additional power to make rules, regulations, 
and prescribe sanitary requirements, in addition to the foregoing, in 
furtherance of the purpose and intent of this ordinance, subject to the 
approval of the County Board of Health, Any member of the Com- 
mission, and any inspector employed by the Commission, shall have 
authority to enter and inspect any barber shop in the County at any time 
during business days and hours, and shall inspect each barber shop in 
the County at least once a month. 


Section 7. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months, or by both fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. No person, firm, part- 
nership or corporation shall be deemed to have violated this Act by 
failure to obtain the license required prior to approval by Governor. 
This provision shall have application to any officer or agent of a corpora- 
tion, co-partnership, or association operated in violation of this Act. Any 
court of competent jurisdiction in any of said counties shall have full 
power to try any violation of this Act, and upon conviction the court 
may at its discretion revoke the license of the person, co-partnership, 
association or corporation violating the terms hereof. Before the Commis- 
sion herein provided for shall receive a commission and enter upon the 
discharge of their duties each shall take and subscribe the oath provided 
by law to be taken by elective officers of the State of Alabama. 


Section 8. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or re- 
quirement of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions thereof. 
The Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed this Act and 
each section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase and requirements 
thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, subsections, 
sentences, clauses, phrases or requirements be declared unconstitutional. 


Section 9. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this Act be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 10. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of 
the State, County or municipality to tax, license and regulate persons, 
co-partnerships, associations or corporations, operating barber shops, 
barber colleges, or other like businesses. The requirements hereof shall 
be in addition to the requirement of any existing or future law or ordi- 
nance of any state, county or municipality so taxing, licensing or regulat- 
ing persons, co-partnerships, associations or corporations operating barber 
shops, barber colleges, or other like businesses. 


Section 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

“Section 3. At the general election in November, 1952, and every 
four years thereafter, the qualified electors of Jackson County shall 
elect from the county at large a chairman of the Board of Revenue and 
a member of the Board of Revenue for each of the four commissioners’ 
districts in the county as they are now constituted. A candidate for 
chairman of the Board must be a qualified elector and legal resident of 
Jackson County. Each candidate for associate member of the Board 
must be a qualified elector and legal resident of the district which he 
seeks to represent. The chairman and members of the Board shall as- 
sume office the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1953, 
and every four years thereafter. They shall hold office for a term of 
four years and until their successors are elected and qualified. The 
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Chairman shall be paid monthly salary of two hundred fifty dollars 
($250), to be paid from the county treasury; and he shall receive no 
other compensation except as may be specifically provided herein. Each 
member of the Board shall receive ten dollars ($10) for each day’s serv- 
ice, not to exceed forty dollars ($40) per month, and travel expenses 
of wn oe per mile traveled in attending regular and special meetings 
of the Board. 


“Section 6. The Board shall have the same powers, duties, limita- 
tions, and responsibilities, insofar as they are consistent with other pro- 
visions of this Act, as have courts of county commissioners. It shall be 
the further duty of the Board to publish before the fifteenth day of each 
month, in some newspaper published in the county, an itemized state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements of all funds of Jackson County 
during the preceding month and the balance remaining in each fund at 
the close of the month. Such itemized statement shall show each item 
paid and shall indicate to whom and for what purpose each item was 
paid. The chairman, or his clerk, shall be entitled to one and one-half 
cents per word for preparing such statement for publication; and the 
cost of publishing such itemized statement shall not exceed one and one- 
half cents per word. If the Board shall refuse to publish the itemized 
statement, each member thereof, including the chairman, who votes 
against the publication shall be subject to a penalty of fifty dollars 
($50). If the Board otherwise fails without good cause to publish the 
itemized statement, each member thereof, including the chairman, shall 
be subject to a penalty of one hundred Dollars ($100) for each such 
failure. Such penalties shall be collected upon suit brought by the cir- 
cuit or county solicitor in the name of the county. 


“Section 7. The Board shall obtain written, sealed, competitive 
bids for all purchases of supplies, material, equipment and contractual 
services when the amount involved is $100.00, or more. Invitations for 
bids shall be posted on a bulletin board in the county courthouse and 
sent to prospective suppliers at least five calendar days before the final 
date for submitting bids. Bids shall be opened publicly by the Board 
at a time and place stated in the invitations. The Board shall award 
the purchase to the lowest responsible bidder, or reject all bids and re- 
negotiate the purchase if the public interest will be served thereby. In 
the event of an emergency making it necessary that supplies, material, 
equipment, or contractual services be purchased immediately, the invi- 
tation for bids may be dispensed with and the necessary items or serv- 
ives inay be purchased on the open market. However, in no event shall 
the price paid for supplies, materiai, ui equipment nurchased by, or on 
the behalf of the Board exceed the price at which the same property 
could be purchased through the Division of Purchases and Stores of the 
Dept. of Finance. To create a binding contractual obligation on the part 
of the Board a purchase made by or on the behalf of the Board must 
have the approval of the Board prior to the actual consummation of the 
purchase, which must appear in the minutes of the Board; PROVIDED, 
that in an emergency the chairman may make purchases not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars in amount without prior approval of the Board. In 
the event of an emergency necessitating an immediate purchase it will 
be sufficient to make the purchase binding upon the Board if the pur- 
chase is made by an authorized person, if the purchase meets all other 
requirements of this section, and if a detailed, written report of the pur- 
chase is filed with the Bua:id within three davs after the purchase is 
made.

“Section 8. After the first Monday following the second Tuesday in 
January, 1953, the chairman of the Board shall be required to give his 
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entire time and attention to the business of the Board. He shall sign all 
warrants or orders for disbursements of money from the county treasury. 
Claims against the county treasury may be sworn to before the chair- 
man or before any other officer qualified to administer oaths. It shall 
be the duty of the chairman to receive and prepare the business of, and 
to obtain information for the meetings of the Board for the purpose of 
dispatching the work of the Board. The chairman shall see to the execu- 
tion of all orders of the Board, and after the first Monday following the 
second Tuesday in January, 1953 he shall keep the books and records of 
the Board or personally supervise the same. He shall enter the minutes 
of all proceedings of the Board in a well-bound book, which shall be 
provided for that purpose, within five days from the adjournment of 
every regular or special meeting.

WHEREAS, the depressed market prices caused by the above men- 
tioned embargoes have resulted in a loss of more than five million dol- 
lars ($5,000,000.) to the farmers of the State of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the Department of Agriculture and Industries has made 
every effort to prevent embargoes against the shipment of Alabama hogs 
and on last Saturday, August 1, the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries and the State Veterinarian met with the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries and livestock sanitary officials from the State 
of Georgia and were successful in convincing these officials that the 
existence of swine diseases in the State of Alabama did not warrant a 
recent embargo imposed by the State of Georgia which action now en- 
ables Alabama hogs to be shipped to Georgia.
